On Loving Lawrence 


I was greatly delighted when I read 
Janet Maslin’s article on Lawrence of 
Arabia in the Arts section of the March 
19 B.A.D. My life, like hers, has been 
changed by Lawrence. I have seen the 
film thirteen times, I have read countless 
books by and about T.E. Lawrence, and 
each year on August 16, his birthday, I 
throw flowers in the Atlantic Ocean 
(since the Gulf of Akaba isn’t handy). 
Some of your readers may remember the 
ads I placed in the classified section of 
B.A.D. two years ago to locate others 
interested in preserving the uncut 
Lawrence: I am always excited when I 
learn of the existence of another 
Lawrence devotee. 

Ms. Maslin mourns in her excellent 
article that there are no uncut prints of 
Lawrence still in existence. This is not 
true. Last year ABC-TV gave air time to 
the uncut Lawrence, and shortly before 
this, the uncut version played in a theater 
in Toronto, Canada. 

I do not know what Ms. Maslin means 
by saying Lawrence isn’t “really ... very 
good.”’ Perhaps Ms. Maslin means that 
“good” is too small a word to describe 
such a film. Lawrence excels in 
screenplay, directing, acting, technical 


production: it is virtually without flaw.’ 


Lawrence is both inspired and inspiring, 
and it is heartbreaking beyond words. It 
is, I believe, the greatest cinematic 
achievement of recent times.

Evening College Slipping 


I am one of 800 students enrolled in the 
Evening Undergraduate Program at 
Boston State College. This is a program 
which services the working community 
and others who for some reason can not 
attend a day program. It is the only 
program of its kind available in Boston 
and the surrounding area. 

The evening college is in the process of 
being quietly “phased” out. Students 


already in the program may continue 
under the same conditions under which 
they enrolled. BSC is a state operated 
school and should provide services, as it 
has in the past, for any tax paying person. 
However, it will no longer continue to do 
so as of September, 1974. 

I think that the evening college should 
continue to provide an education not only 
for those in the program now, but for 
anyone who may wish to attend in the 
future. 

Under the “new program” tuition will 
be increased, courses available now will 
be discontinued, and full time faculty 
will be replaced by part time instructors. 

It is very important to the 800 students 
now enrolled in the BSC evening college 
and to the Boston community as a whole, 
for this program to continue.

Revolutionary Equality 


The Spartacist League/ Revolutionary 
Communist Youth sees the attempt to 
exclude communist men from a march on 
International Women’s Day as contrary 
to the goals of women’s liberation. The 
origins of International Women’s Day, as 
Karen Lindsey admits (in her March 19 
article, “Men Butt In on International 
Women’s Day’’) lie not in an 
“independent” women’s movement, but 
rather in the socialist and working class 
movements in which women’s liberation 
was linked to the struggle against 
capitalist oppression. The end of 
women’s oppression can only come about 
by completely abolishing the material 
conditions created by and necessary to 
the capitalist system: entrapment in the 
family, severe unemployment, 
segregation into low-paying jobs, and 
discriminatory wage scales. A movement 
which does not link up to the class 
struggle is destined to defeat. 

Lindsey, instead of recognizing the 
need for a unified struggle of men and 
women against all oppression, implies 
that men are the enemy, “butting in’’ on 
a women’s march. In this way she 
justifies our being forced to the end of the 
march and the attempt to tear our 
banner reading “Free Quality Health 
Care for All; Free Abortion on Demand.” 
(Pictured in Phoenix, 3/19, p. 12). 
Enemies are defined not by their sex, but 
by their class interests; men who are 
committed to a program whose goal is the 
ending of women’s oppression can and do 
play a legitimate role in the struggle. 

Lindsey goes on to lament that 
“feminism itself was obscured”’ and that 
the SL/RCY was ‘‘challenging the 
independent women’s movement.’ We 
plead guilty to the charge; feminism as 
an ideology of uniting all women without 
a revolutionary strategy does not pose 
any solution to the oppression of women 
either as a sex or as members of the 
working class. Lacking any political 
program other than “sisterhood,” the 
feminist movement has suffered a demise 
as reflected in the recent liquidation of 
Boston Female Liberation. From the 
inception of the women’s liberation 
movement the SL has consistently 


pointed out that the struggle against 
women’s oppression can be waged only 
with the mobilized strength of the labor 
movement behind it. 


Finally, Lindsey resorts to derogatory 
remarks when she refers to female 
comrades as “womenfolk” of Spartacist 
men. She accepts the male chauvinist 
assumptions of the New Left — that 
women cannot be other than subordinate 
to men (‘“‘a ladies’ auxiliary of the male 
left”) and that politics is a male domain. 
In a revolution (which the SL/RCY is 
building) women function as equal 
comrades and leaders in all political 
arenas to fight for the liberation of 
women and the entire human race.

Views on Feminist Fight 


I have just finished reading “‘Men Butt 
in on Women’s Day,” Karen Lindsey’s 
account of International Women’s Day 
(Phoenix, March 19) in which she saw fit 
to describe its impact only in terms of her 
“anxiety” over the presence of a handful 
of men and the fact that women spoke 
representing groups such as the Pewter 
Pot Waitresses, The Cambridge Tenants 
Organizing Committee, The American 
Indian Movement and the Farmworkers. 
I feel that a response from one of the 
sources of her irritation is appropriate. 

I came .to the forum and march after 
getting the impression from several 
people that men were not to be excluded. 
As I got to the steps of the church I 
halfway expected to be asked not to come 
in, but I fought back my anticipated 
intimidation by reminding myself that 
the struggle against sexual oppression is 
not just a contradiction between men and 
women but against decadent social and 
sexual roles that we all grew up with and 
face daily. I could not feel as if I was 
“butting in on” a battle that conscious 


men and women confront constantly on | 


their jobs and in their personal lives, a 
battle which is not the protected domain 
of women alone. 

But there was more that threatened 
Ms. Lindsey’s preconception of what 
Women’s Day should have been. She 
expresses her discomfort because women 
spoke representing groups which carry on 
the struggle of women as a strong but 
integral part of the movement of all 
working people. She was relieved at one 
point by a statement which cited the 
need for unity ‘“‘across class lines.” 

The diseases of sexism as well as 
racism and class exploitation do not 
compete for their stranglehold on the 
American working man and woman, but 
rather complement each other very 
effectively. To isolate the cause of 
feminism as a condition to be confronted 
only by women and by “crossing class 
lines” is to pretend that the oppression 
fought by the woman on an assembly 
line, or the waitress and the professional 
woman are two dimensions of the same 
problem, thus denying the class structure 
of America. 


There is a time for women to meet and 
develop strength and an understanding of 
themselves as women, without having 
men around. But there must also be 
a point beyond which our battles against 
the many forms of this society’s brutality 
move forward from person combat for 
individual social and emotional health. 

The problem of women’s oppression is 
but one product of a vicious and divisive 
economic system. It is a system. which 
depends on sexual exploitation, just as it 
feeds on ethnic hatreds and racial 
domination to prevent its greatest threat 
— an angry and united working class. 

Most of the men who came to 
International Woman’s Day were not 
from the Spartacist League as Lindsey 
suggested. I’m not sure what Ms. Lindsey 
thought we were there for but it was not 
to disrupt or divide. We came because 
the burial of sexual chains and the 
struggle against all forms of capitalist 
degradation can only move forward if we 
are able to learn from each other’s 
criticism and fight together as brothers 


and sisters.

White Teflon and All That Jazz

The tickets came marked with 
reserved seat numbers, which is 
strange even for a big New York 
screening. The tickets also came 
accompanied by a little 
message, which was even 
stranger. Please note that these 
are non-transferable, said the 
message, and if for some reason 
you are unable to attend — tidal 
wave, tornado, whatever — do 
send them back. We’re sure you 
understand our position;. this, 
after all, is a very special event. 

It certainly was. Everyone was 
there — Liz Smith, Richard 
Schickel, Peter Cook, Andy 
Warhol, maybe even 
Ballantine’s scotch. And 
everyone had the same 
reactions. There is a moment, 
when Robert Redford first turns 
to face the camera (“‘How do you 
do, old sport? I’m Gatsby”), 
that elicited admiring gasps 
from us all. There is another 
moment, when Mia Farrow first 
opens her mouth, that elicited 
gasps of a whole different order. 
There’s the scene where Sam 
Waterston and Lois Chiles stop 
in the valley of ashes to buy gas 
from Scott Wilson and it only 
costs 40 cents to fill their tank; 
that drew an amiable guffaw. 
And many other moments, like 
the one in which Farrow and 
Redford kiss, reflected in a pool 
of high-class goldfish, and 
launched what sounded like the 
snicker heard ’round the world. 

Big studio previews are 
usually packed with friends of 
the studio, who usually lead the 
applause at screening’s end. | 
remember a New York preview 
of Serpico, for instance, that 
climaxed in thunderous 
applause, a little for Pacino but 
most of it apparently for film 
editor Dede Allen. This time it 
was hard to hear exactly who the 
applause was for, or whether or 
not there even was any, over the 
din of studio friends exiting 
before the credits ended. Even 
Liz Smith, the film critic for 
Cosmopolitan who adores 
Redford and can always find 
something nice to say about a 
picture with a yummy leading 
man — even Liz Smith had 
jumped ship. Only Warhol 
lingered on, and he looked to be 
in his usual coma. 

The signs of trouble had all 
been there in advance, if only I'd 
had the heart to notice them. 
The first press screening date 
was March 19, even though 
actor Bruce Dern had told me in 


January that he thought 
previews would begin around 
February 15. (When advance 
word of mouth is deliberately 
avoided, there’s often a good 
reason.) Also, when I’d asked 
Dern what the picture’s big 
moments were, he couldn’t 
name any particular ones, he 
said he thought they were all 
pretty big. He was still quite 
elated then, having been told 


seven years between this film 
and his last one; he had come 
onto the set relatively cold and 
the first scenes to be shot 
(Gatsby meeting Nick; Gatsby 
meeting Daisy) were ‘a little 
stiff.”’ “One of the shots I don’t 
like more than any other,” said 
Dern, is the one where George 
Wilson spends two minutes and 
twenty-five seconds walking 
away from his garage towards

surprisingly weak in the film’s 
closing scene, “was tired the day 
he shot that one.” Many of 
Waterston’s scenes with Lois 
Chiles had been edited out of the 
picture because “‘let’s just say, 
does the word ‘lameness’ ring a 
bell?” 
OK 

There can hardly be a soul on 
this planet, save perhaps for the 
handful of aborigines still 


the thing was “heavyweight” 
even though he hadn’t seen it 


yet. 

Visibly disappointed, he made 
a pit stop in Boston last week. 
Jack Clayton, formerly heralded 
by Dern as ‘‘incredibly 
economical” and an “interesting 
choice’’ (also second choice, 
after Robert Mulligan), was now 
“an incredible filmmaker but 
not the world’s greatest director 
of actors.” Clayton’s “terrible 
mistake” had been in waiting 


West Egg. Dern also observed 
that even at its trimmed-down 
(from three hours) length of two 
and a half hours, “‘the movie 
could be a little shorter.” 
“Clayton couldn’t help Bob, 
he doesn’t speak the actor’s 
language,” said Dern about 
Redford’s performance. ‘‘And 
Bob’s a guy who has to have his 
face beaten from time to time.” 
Also, Redford got ‘“‘very little 
help from his leading lady.”’ And 
Sam Waterston, who turns 


immune to Time, Newsweek 
and the Women’s Wear Daily, 
who has failed to note the arriva! 
of a new film adaptation of The 
Great Gatsby. And even if there 
remain skeptics who have yet to 
fathom the relationship between 
Scott Fitzgerald and white 
Teflon, the fact remains that 
Paramount’s pre-opening 
handling of the media was a lot 
like what the Reds did to the 
Manchurian Candidate. If the 
Candidate’s training went a 


little bit haywire at the moment 
of truth, well, so has Gatsbyitis. 

Which is not to suggest that 
Paramount’s hucksterism is 
without impact or meaning. 
There may turn out to be 
millions of paying customers 
(paying as much as $6 a head, at 
one New York theater) who've 
been successfully sold an 
interest in looking at elegant 
costumes, trying to feel 
nostalgic, drinking in Robert 


‘.» Redford or (a far more dubious 


proposition) drinking in Mia 
Farrow. But while it goes 
without saying that movie 
audiences suckered into “big” 
pictures (remember Lost 
Horizon?) on the strength of 
publicity alone seldom get what 
they pay for, a 
misrepresentation of Scott 
Fitzgerald is clearly more 
insidious than a misrepre- 
sentation of Richard Bach, 
hence much more difficult to 
_forgive or forget. The Supersell 
has been aimed at attracting 
people more concerned with 
haircuts of the twenties than 
they are with the literature of 
that period, people who would 
never care about Gatsby on the 
strength of the novel alone. And 
if it does bring in those people, 
they may feel so put off by this 
tedious, sterile ‘“‘romance” that 
they’ll never pursue the matter 
any further, never find out this 
isn’t exactly what Fitzgerald 
intended, and leave the theater 
mistaking the foibles of David 
Merrick, Jack Clayton and 
Francis Ford Coppola for 
Fitzgerald’s doing. If Gatsbyitis 
had been just plain sold, this 
might only add up to another 
bad movie. But now, Supersold, 
it’s an outright. betrayal. 

The Great Gatsby is an easy 
book to spoil; I know that 
because it was very nearly 
spoiled for me. We were force- 
fed Gatsby in junior high school 
and I read it strictly as a story, 
never quite understanding what 
the fuss was all about and, for 
the most part, missing the point. 
The scene that most perplexed 
me was the one in which Gatsby, 
newly reunited with Daisy and 
in the process of showing her 
around his mansion, stops in his 
“bedroom and begins heaving 
shirts at her, shirts so beautiful 
they make her cry. Years later. 
having had the good fortune to 
rediscover what has since 
become one of my favorite

Amidst charges of political 
patronage and conflict-of- 
interest, Boston Redevelopment 
Authority Director Robert 
Kenney has changed his mind 
and asked that lucrative 
waterfront urban renewal 
development rights not be 
granted to a union of city 
employees. 

The Feb. 26 Boston Phoenix 
charged that the designation of 
Local No. 285 of the United, 
City, County and State 
Employees Union as the 
developer of the historic 
Commercial Block building 
constituted a ‘“‘closed shop on 
the waterfront’”’ because the 
building would serve as a union 
hall for the local and an 
apartment house for union 
members. The article also 
pointed out that the designation 
for the million-dollar job 
violated state conflict-of- 
interest statutes because of the 
close relationship between city 
government and city employees. 

Last week Kenney told the 
BRA board he had reassessed his 
position and recommended that 
one of 12 other original bidders 
be given rights to Commercial 
Block, a granite architectural 
masterpiece protected as a 
national landmark. In a memo 
to the board of directors, 
Kenney cited information from 
the Phoenix article for his 
change of heart. 

He cited “legal uncertainties 
as to the conflict of interest that 
would result in our naming of 
Local No. 285’’ and ‘‘the 
announced intention of Local 
No. 285 to utilize floor space for 
a union hall and residential 
units for union members.” 

The union has been noted as a 
campaign booster for Kevin 
White. BRA board member Paul 
Burns, the only board member 
not appointed by the Mayor, 
had charged that the 
Commercial. Block designation 
was a form of union dues from 
White for services rendered 
during past elections by the 
local. 

A new developer, North 
Harbor Associates, will convert 
the 120-year-old building into 
mixed-income apartments and 
use the ground floor as shopping 
space fronting on a new 
waterfront park. 


TORTURE TRIBUNAL 


On March 31, the tenth 
anniversary of the military coup 
in Brazil, the Bertrand Russell 
Tribunal II convened in Rome to 
begin an intensive investigation 
into repression in Brazil, Chile 
and four other Latin American 
countries. Unhappily, the focus 
has shifted from Vietnam, the 
first target of Bertrand Russell’s 


inquiries in 1966 and still a_

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major violator of human rights 
and international law, but the 
Tribunal’s slogan — ‘First 
Vietnam, Now Latin America” 
— indicates a continuing 
commitment to exposing United 
States adventurism abroad. 

The Tribunal includes six 
,investigating committees, one 
each to examine evidence on the 
medical and psychological 
consequences of torture; the 
legal implications of repression; 
the United States’ role in 
supporting Latin American 
dictatorships; the function of 
the church in these countries; 
and the internal politics of 
fascism. 

This spring session will 
confine its analysis to human 
rights violations, repression, 
torture and terror. A later 
session some time next fall will 
look into the influence of largely 
American-dominated multi- 
national corporations in 
bolstering military governments 
and exploiting natural and 
human resources. 

During the sixties, the first 
Jertrand Russell Tribunal 
dramatized some of the 
barbarity of the war in Vietnam 
and helped turn international 
public opinion against the 
United States. Along with 
another international 
investigatory body concen- 
centrating solely on Chile, the 
International Commission of 
Inquiry into the Crimes of the

Junta now meeting in Helsinki, 
Finland, the Tribunal, it is 
anticipated, will again help 
generate pressure against 
United States involvement in 
the Third World. 

By April 7, the Tribunal will 
have finished its investigation 
and will pass sentence on the 
countries in question. Three 
days later, a member of the 
Tribunal, Italian psychiatrist 
Gianni Tognoni, will present the 
findings at two public forums in 
the Boston area. From his 
appearance here and elsewhere 
in this country, supporters of the 
Tribunal hope to arouse interest 
in local committees which will 
publicize the body’s activities, 
enlist the support of nationally 
and internationally known 
persons as endorsers and 
contributors and launch fund 
raising campaigns.

STREAKING TO STAY 


A Chicago psychiatrist says 
that streaking is here to stay. 
Dr. Kermit Mehlinger, an 
associate professor of psychiatry 
at the Chicago Medical School, 
says streaking is an entirely new 
social phenomenon — and is not 
just a return to those goldfish 
swallowing days of the 1950's. 

Dr. Mehlinger, a Freudian 
psychiatrist, says that streakers 
are trying to say something: he 
says they are spoofing 
pornography and sex films; that 
it’s all part of the current sexual 
revolution; and that streakers 
are asking in a dramatic and 
public way: ‘“‘What’s wrong with 
our bodies?” 

The doctor predicts that 
streaking will next be seen in the 
military, where it will result in 
psychiatric discharges; then 
perhaps in churches; and 
“‘possibly even in Congress.”’ 


WOUNDED KNEE WIRETAP 


The U.S. Marshal’s office has 
admitted that federal agents 
regularly monitored calls 
between Indian leaders during 
last year’s 71-day seige of 
Wounded Knee. 

The admission of the 
wiretapping was made during 
the St. Paul, Minnesota, trial of 
Indian leaders Dennis Banks 
and Russell Means. 

According to evidence 
presented in court, federal 
marshals purchased wiretapping 
equipment in Rapid City, South 
Dakota, one week after the 
Wounded Knee take-over 
occurred — and on the following 
day, hooked it up to the only 
telephone line leading’ into the 
Wounded Knee hamlet. 

The government has 
presented a novel defense to the 
wiretapping charge: while 
admitting that there were no 
court warrants to conduct the 
taps, prosecutors say that the 
government later paid the phone 
bill — and was therefore tapping 
its own telephone, not someone 
else’s. 


STERILIZATION IN N.C. 


The Eugenics Board of North 
Carolina has admitted that it 
ordered the sterilization of 1620 
persons between 1960 and 1968. 

The board, in response to a 
suit filed by the A.C.L.U., said 
that almost all the victims were 
black women, and that more 
than half were under 20 years 
old. 

The A.C.L.U. filed its suit 
after two young black girls were 
sterilized without their 
knowledge or consent last year.

SAN FRANCISCO — The 
yellow and white single story 
ranch on Sutherland Court, on 
the outskirts of the suburbs of 
Concord, about 20 miles 
northeast, was probably picked 
because it was nondescript. It 
was the ‘“‘state house,” the 
refuge, for the Symbionese 
Liberation Army. They called it 
the “Liberated Zone.” 

The SLA, the “revolutionary” 
terrorist group that murdered 
the first black superintendent of 
Oakland schools on Nov. 6 and 
kidnapped newspaper heiress, 
Patricia Cambell Hearst, 20, 
from the apartment she shared 
with her lover in the student 
community of Berkeley on Feb. 
4, nearly two months ago, is a 
web of confusing paradoxes, but 
the Concord nest, its contents, 
the circumstances that led to its 
discovery, and the aftermath of 
its discovery offers perhaps the 
most revealing perspective on 
the “Symbionese.” 
_ At 1 a.m. on Jan. 10 — two 

months after the November 
killing of Oakland 
superintendent Marcus Foster 
and the wounding of his white 
deputy — a Concord police 
officer began following a 
battered reddish-orange 1965 
Chevrolet van cruising in the 
middle-class residential area 
near Sutherland Court. Perhaps 
because the police officer was 
behind them, the van drove in 
circles around the block. The 
officer stopped the van, 
suspecting a burglary gang. The 
driver gave the officer a license 
— that later turned out to be in 
the name of a child who had 
died of leukemia — and 
mumbled that he was looking for 
the home of a friend on 
Sutherland Court, a friend by 
the name of DeVoto. The officer. 
radioed .in the name and _ his 
dispatcher radioed back that a 
cross check of town ‘directories 
showed no DeVoto. (The 
‘‘DeVoto’s”” had rented the 
house in Novemebr andewere not’ 
yet in the town listings.) - 

Back at the truck, a mere two 
blocks from the ‘Liberated 
Zone,”’ the police officer ordered 
the male passenger to identify 
himself. The man stepped out of 
the van on the passenger side, 
walked around the vehicle, then 
suddenly clawed fora holstered 
pistol. The police officer dived 
behind his cruiser and returned 
fire from both the passenger and 
the driver. The passenger, on 
foot, ran and the driver took off 
in the van. 

The driver, wounded, was 
stopped two blocks away. In the 
van was found a rifle, a pistol, 
and a stack of SLA leaflets. The 
driver was soon identified as 
Russell Jack Little, 24, of 
Oakland. Four hours later, at 
5:30 a.m., the passenger of the 
van was arrested, surrendering 
— perhaps to end the police 
search of the neighborhood — 


only a block or so from the | 


“Liberated Zone.” As the police 
officer searched the suspect, the 
man said: “It’s in my right pants 
pocket.” The officer withdrew a 
Walther .380 black automatic 
pistol. This pistol, said the 
police the next day, was one of 
the guns that killed Foster, the 
gun that pumped six cyanide- 
tipped slugs into the school 
superintendent’s back as he 
walked to a car in the school 
administration parking lot after 
a night meeting. Police 
identified the man as Joseph 
Remiro, 27, of Oakland, one of 
the founders of the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War 
Chapter in Oakland. 

To their later chagrin, the 
police never followed up the 
“DeVoto” lead. It was only at 6 
p.m. the next day, when fire 
officials were called for an 
obvious arson at 1560 
Sutherland: Court, that police 
found that there had been a

@ Wolfe lived with Little i ina 
five room rooming house known 
to be a radical center, “Peking 
House,” in North Oakland. Last 


September, both had moved 
out; Wolfe to move in with 
Remiro in another Oakland 
apartment, and Little 
apparently, to move in at 
Southerland Court’ as ‘‘Mr. 
George DeVoto.” 

@ Joseph Remiro served two 
hitches with the 101st airborne 
division in Vietnam and 
returned to San Francisco, 
where he had been brought up, 
when he was released from the 
army in 1968. Remiro gave his 
family address as his home when 
he purchased the .380 Walther 


in July of last year. In 1970, 
Remiro had been arrested for 
desecration of the American 
Flag by wearing it sewn on the 
seat of his pants. In’ the fall of 
1972, he had been one of the 
founding members of the 


Oakland VVAW — Winter’ 


Soldier Organization; in March 
of last year he resigned because 
with work and school he could 
be no more than a “paper 
member.” He’s divorced, with 
one child. ‘‘He’s a very 


committed person with highly-, 


defined rigid politics,” said a

close friend, “he expressed a 
very strong position on racism 
and the position that each US 
national minority group should 
have its own territory,” a stance

© Concord was a first arrest for 
Russell Little, a native of 
Pensacola, Florida. Little 
graduated ninth out of 600 in 
high school, attended the 
University of Florida, first in 
engineering for three years and 
then in philosophy, in which he 
graduated. His college dean took 
the time to write his parents to 
tell them what a fine, intelligent 
boy they had raised. Little and 
his girlfriend left Florida and. 
roamed for over a year before he 
decided he loved the Bay Area 
and wanted to settle. Asthma 
kept him 4-F and out of the 
service but he was taking karate 
with his friend Willy Wolfe and 
an electronics course on his own - 
at an Uakland community 
college. “Russell was good at 
everything he tried,” said one of 
the people that shared his house 

summer. “He was a gentle, 
very mild sort of dude.” 

In the Concord refuge, police 
found an enormous cache of 
documents and SLA material., 
Nancy Ling Perry, ten days 
later, sent a letter to the media, 
identifying herself as an SLA 
“freedom fighter,’ telling the 
imprisoned Remiro and Little 
that they would “‘be defended,” 
and describing the Concord 
house as a mere SLA outpost, 
home of an SLA “information 
intelligence.” But the SLA — 
now believed to have a core of no 
more than a dozen — habitually 
exaggerate. From the evidence 
inside the “‘Liberated Zone,”’ it 
seems clear that it was a major 
headquarters for the group. 
Gasoline and gunpowder had 
been sprinkled through the 
house, and .only chance. and 
clumsy arson saved the 
building. Perry said in her letter 


’ that she had never intended to 


destroy the house, merely to 
“melt away” any finger prints. 
In the two months following 
the Foster killing, the police 
were running around in circles. 
They had two “communiques” 
from the killers, identifying 
themselves as the SLA and 
explaining that Foster had been 
executed for his support of 
ruling-class programs to 


-classify the predominantly black 


school students with a photo 
I.D. system tied into an FBI 
“Internal Warfare Identification 
System’’ that registered 
students with bio-dossiers. 
Suddenly, almost by chance, 
they had two SLA “soldiers” 
and two more identified. As the 
police began to dig through the 
voluminous papers, boxes upon 
boxes found in the house, the 
circle widened. 

But the SLA apparently 
didn’t wait for the police to 
finish reading or to track down 
the origin of some of the items 
found in the house. 

@ ‘‘Willy’’ Wolfe, 26, 
apparently not the driver of his 
car when it drove away from the 
Concord house, was home 
visiting his family in Pa. He 
received an “‘urgent phone call” 
on Jan. 10, packed quickly and 
left immediately, heading west 
on a Greyhound bus. His father, 
a well-to-do physician, had 
planned a big family dinner that 
night; Willy refused to wait. 

@ William Harris, 29, an 
Oakland post office employee, 
and his wife Emily, 26, a clerk- 
typist at a UC Berkeley- 
connected poll survey company, 
walked out of their apartment in. 
comfortable middle-class bi- 
racial West Oakland with little 
but the clothes on their backs. 
They left everything; stereo, TV, 
clothes, a couple of guns, several 
more empty gun boxes.

Q. Chimpanzees and apes are so closely 
structured to man that I'm sure someone 
must be working on the possibility of their 
evolving into people.

One chimp will 
often ask another for a tickle, a bit of 
food or a hug.

. Does cigarette smoking b rents

A. Doctors have reported that babies born 
to women who smoke are often born 
prematurely, are less healthy and are 
smaller in size than those born to 
mothers who don’t smoke.

According 
to a study by Dr. G. Mau of Kiel 
University in West Germany, newborn 
babies born to fathers who smoke havea 
higher death rate. Babies born to 
smoking fathers, but to mothers who 
don’t smoke, have a 1.7 percent higher 
death rate than those born to 
non-smoking parents.

My constant theme in thesé pages over 
the past year has been that Watergate 
satieda an underlying contest among 
national power elites for control of the 
federal policy apparatus. Old 
companions of Through Politics know I 
call these forces Yankees and Cowboys, 
intending thus to designate the old 
established finance powers of the East 
Coast on one hand and on the other the 
newer-money groups emerging since the 
Civil War, and with a rush after World 
War II, basically in the Southwest. About 
a year ago when James McCord began to 
tell Sirica and Erwin what he learned 
about Plumbing in his stint with the 
White House, he dropped a few clues that 
made me think that where it bore down 
on the thicket of actual events, in the 
stream of the present, the Yankee- 
Cowboy analysis required decisively an 
examination of the relationship between 
Nixon and Howard Hughes. So I started 
collecting Hughes stuff. 

Before then, I scarcely noticed his 
existence and certainly did not see him as 
a significant political force or an ultimate 
incarnation of my Cowboy businessman. 
It astonished me in fact to discover that 
perhaps besides the wreck of the Penn 
Central, there has been no greater 
collision in the business history of the 
United States than the collision between 
Hughes and a powerful consortium of 
Eastern financial powers over the control 
of TWA, and that the closer one looked at 
this decade-long and immensely 
complicated fight, the more purely and 
powerfully it came to embody the 
elements of the Y-C struggle. (Anyone 
wanting the details of the Hughes- 
Rockefeller struggle for the body and soul 
of TWA should read David Tinnen’s 
exciting study just published by 
Doubelday, Just About Everybody us. 
Howard Hughes.) : 

So my theory finally stumbled upon its 
makings, or another mother lode of them, 
at the very moment that it was offering or 
suggesting (yes, theories offer things and. 
suggest things and whisper in your ear all 
the time) that McCord was a double 
agent for the Yankee side who had been 
sent to infiltrate Nixon’s secret group and 
expose it, hopefully for the quicker 
overthrow of the Cowboy powers that 
dominate the Nixon coalition. 

That part of the analysis, the argument 
about McCord, took care of itself from 
the start, not necessarily because people 
were getting into Yankees and Cowboys 
or any such thing but because nothing 
less than a double agentry ot some kind, 
of some motivation, could explain how 
cream-of-the-cream professional spies on 
so delicate and dangerous a mission as 
the penetration of Democrat National 
Headquarters could have made the 
blunders that got them busted. Well, the 
answer is that the blunders were made on 
purpose by somebody who wanted the 
bust to happen. The search for an 
explanation of why anyone should want 
that would then generate questions that 
would separate out the forces opposing 
Nixon and the forces supporting him. 


Fwo Covert Groups 


In other words, there were two covert 
groups in motion around the °72 
elections, one of which the whole world 
knows about because of the activity of the 
other. That doesn’t mean, of course, that 
the McCord team was winners at the 
bottom line. If Nixon is impeached, yes, 
something may be recouped. But while 
the McCord side was setting up Nixon’s 
private secret police for the hit that ought 
by rights to have blown Nixon away, the 
Nixon side was setting up the Democrats 
with McGovern, whom they reasonably 
enough figured they could bury. Each 
side was trying to make it impossible for 
the other side’s man to win — and in 
effect, if we take the longer view of 
Watergate, both succeeded. 

I would put money on it, by the way, 
that this stretch of the story — how Nixon 
went after McGovern once he had 
manipulated him into the nomination — 
remains to be unearthed. The current 
investigation of the enormous amounts of. 
cash flowing into Nixon’s coffers through 
the Houston office of American Milk 
Producers, Inc., has turned up the use of 
key Democrat Party PR types, scattered 


throughout the McGovern organizations, 
in the laundry through which the milk 
money passed (Globe, March 27). The 
explanation being offered by these 
Democrats is that they were naive and 
that AMPI was clever. Maybe. But as 
with the Plumbers in the first instance of 
Watergate, we are not dealing here with 
babies. It is worth investigating this far 
enough and hard enough to find out if any 
of these high-up McGovern staffers were 
working for Nixon all the time. 

In a remarkable pre-echo of this, 
Chicago investigator Sherman Skolnick 
claims that Nixon’s very first campaign 
for office, the 1946 congressional 
campaign against Jerry Voorhis, was 
another inside-job setup. Voorhis is 
remembered as the first victim of Nixon’s 
dirty-minded anti-communism. But 
Skolnick says that a book published in

1968 in West Berlin, Who’s Who in the 
CIA, by Julius Mader, identifies this 
same Voorhis as a charter member of the 
OSS, the forerunner of the CIA. His main 
sphere of activity during World War II is 
supposed to have been Latin America. 
After the ’46 assignment as Nixon’s fall 
guy, Mader’s account shows him going on 
to set up a string of cooperative 
organizations fronting for domestic CIA 
activity. Voorhis’s sympathies for Stalin 
and Communism and Russia in this case 
would have been nothing but nice soft 
targets floated up for Nixon to bang away 
at. Why would the Nixon people do that? 
To make sureness double sure. It’s just a 
more primitive and smaller-scale version 
of what they did down the road in ’72. 

But the larger question for me over the 
past year has been Howard Hughes. Who 
was he? What was his angle with Nixon? 
That’s what I’ve been trying to get down 
for the past several months (and it’s why 
I’ve had to abandon column-writing for a 
while). New discoveries are still to come, 
the picture is by no means complete, but 
I’m confident now that I have at least 
some larger elements of the picture 
standing in the right places, .o I thought I 
would make and offer a preliminary 
outline of the Hughes-Nixon story as I 
think it is emerging. 

The Central Question 

The decisive and central question in 
the whole long tangled mystery of 
Howard Hughes is simply whether or not 
the rules and regulations of contemporary

The real estate industry is 
hauling out its heavy artillery in 
an all out effort to scuttle 
Chapter 842, the state’s Rent 
Control statute, this year or 
next. 

The Rental Housing 
Association (RHA), a division of 
the Greater Boston Real Estate 
Board, has launched an anti- 
rent control campaign that 
includes, in plain language, an 
effort to buy legislative votes to 
repeal rent control through the 
promise of campaign 
contributions. 

It’s all perfectly legal, of 
course, even though the 
willingness and ability of 
landlords to raise campaign 
money gives them that much of 
an advantage over tenant groups 
in the struggle over whether the 
statute will be extended or 
allowed to expire on April 1, 
1975. 

The RHA’s plans came to 
light in an interview with its new 
president, Rudy Fleischhacker 
of Eagle Realty, printed in the 
association’s January bulletin. 

of fot, 
Fleischhacker said, “our fate in 
this industry rests with our 
friends in city councils, the state 
legislature and the U.S 


Congress. If we are there to 
support them when they need 
us, we make their job a bit 
easier. This year RHA will help 
to establish a political action 
committee. Owners will be 
asked to provide personal checks 
to the committee, which will in 
turn contribute industry money 
to the industry’s friends. For 
years, unions and other powerful 
groups have used this method. 
“Although we will comply 
with recent legislation 
concerning political campaigns, 
we still will not be shy in our 
support of friendly candidates.” 
Fleischhacker’s statement 
was intended primarily for the 
RHA’s members, but was picked 
up by the Associated Press and 
reported March 8 in a story that 
the Springfield Daily News 
published under the headline, 
“Campaign Money Offered to 
Foes of Rent Control.” (Both 
Boston. Dailies ignored the 


Story.) 


The result was a few raised 
eyebrows both on Beacon Hill 
and within the real estate 
industry itself, particularly 
since the story appeared just as 
facts were coming to light about 
a federal probe of nursing home 
owners’ alleged attempt to bribe 


Sen. James Kelly of Oxford, 
chairman of Ways and Means, 
to influence the passage of 
legislation favorable to that 
industry. 

Even though Fleischhacker 
stresses that there is nothing 
improper in the RHA’s plans to 
provide financial support to its 
legislative friends (‘‘We are 
simply more interested,’’ he 
explained, “in donating legal 
contributions to our friends than 
our enemies.”), the similarity 
between his intentions and those 
of the nursing home owners, and 
the unavoidable impression of 
‘‘buying votes’’ has caused 
concern. 


Milton Shaw, executive vice 
president of the Mass. 
Association of Realtors, agreed. 
When he read the story, he said, 
he immediately called the RHA 
and asked, “What’s going on 
down there?” 

What he learned, he said, is 
that the RHA is merely 
funneling contributions of 
individual members through a 
committee much in the way that 
labor “unions, the American 
Medical Assn., and the state 
real estate people have done for 
years through their ‘Real Estate 


Political Education 
Committee.” 
Not Under the Table 


“It’s not an under-the-table 
deal,’’ he stressed. ‘‘The 
decision on who to give money to 
is based on his over-all track 
record as a legislator and his 
willingness to listen to the 
concerns of the real estate 
industry, not his vote on one 
issue.” 

Fleischhacker agreed, 
although he said a legislator’s 
vote on rent control would 
constitute “the most important 
part” of the decision on whether 
or not to donate to his campaign 
this fall. He added that, 
although he couldn’t recall 
exactly how much money has 
been raised since the January 
request, the money from 
landlords has been “relatively 
slow” in coming in. 

Beyond underscoring the need 
for public financing or some 
other reform to take the funding 
of political campaigns out of the 
hands of the vested interests, 
what all this means, certainly, is 
that rent control advocates are 
in for the fight of their lives this 
year. 

Likely candidates for 


obtaining shares of the real 
estate campaign money are 
Democratic State Represen- 
tatives Robert Vigneau of 
Burlington, Richard Landry 0 
Waltham, Paul Murph 
Brockton, Michael of 
Roslindale and Republican thd 
Robert Buell of Boxford — each 
of whom has filed legislation to 
either repeal the rent control 
statute or strip it of its teeth, in 
some cases in the guise of merely 
‘‘clarifying’’ the law or 
correcting minor technical 
flaws. 

Connolly, for example, has 
proposed an_ innocent-looking 
little amendment to the statute 
(House Bill 1454) to “‘clarify”’ its 
eviction procedures. But what it 
actually would do, according to 
a member of the Local Affairs 
Committee staff, is abolish the 
current requirement that a 
landlord inform the tenant of his 
appeal rights in the eviction 
notice. 

Also, Connolly’s bill would 
require that an eviction hearing 
be held within five days of a 
request for it and — most 
damaging — would allow the 
landlord to proceed with the 
eviction 15 days after the 
hearing if the rent board has not 
yet acted. It would, in short, give 
a clear edge to the landlord in 
cases where the board is 
overworked. 

Landry of Waltham has filed a 
series of industry-sponsored 
bills, a few of which may be 
reasonable but most of which 
are designed to undermine the 
effectiveness of the current law. 
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expenses. 
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document the fact that there is a 
housing emergency in the city 
before rent control could be 
adopted, and force local rent 
boards to allow a rental increase 
if the tenant has agreed to it. 

That last provision would 
open up Massachusetts rent 
control to the most frequent and 
notorious abuse of it in New 
York — under-the-counter deals 
between landlords and tenants 
that would be beyond the 
control of the board. 

And the trouble with forcing 
each community to prove the 
existence of a housing shortage, 
rent control advocates say, is 
who’s figures do you believe’ 
Landry’s bill would prevent the 
adoption of rent control unless 
the community’s vapartment 
vacancy rate was less than five 
and a half percent. Tenant 
groups complain, however, that 
realtors’ vacancy figures are 
always inflated and include 
scores of uninhabitable units. 

According to tenant figures, 
meanwhile, the vacancy rate in 
each of the five rent-controlled 
communities is well below that 
figure, making the provision 
unnecessary. 

Real estate interests are also 
pushing a bill to establish 
housing review boards as an 
alternative to the stronger rent 
control statute for communities 
that want.them. The powers of 
such boards would be severely 
limited, however, since they 
could only act in cases where the 
tenant chooses to appeal a rent 
increase to the board. 


Rent Control Advocates 


Rent control advocates, on the 
other hand, have filed bills to 
extend and strengthen the law, 
making it available to smaller

Tales of Dirty Doings

“The problem with this 
thing,”’ the old pro was saying, 
“is that the sons of bitches here 
are the same sons of bitches who 
used to show up at 
conventions.” 

The Old Pro is a well known 
figure in the Boston political 
scene, a man who can — and 
does — deliver certain ethnic 
votes to the liberal candidate of 
his choice in whatever election is 
being held at the moment. He 
was at Mass Caucus 74 merely 
as an impartial observer, he 
said, there to watch the way 
liberals behave when given their 
own convention to run. 

Or, as Dick Flavin once 
remarked, “The only difference 
between liberals and cannibals 
is that cannibals eat their 
enemies.” 

The Old Pro’s observations 
seemed largely correct to the 
casual observer. Roaming 
around the floor of the 
Framingham Town Hall on 
Saturday the 23d of March, the 
least seasoned democrat 
watcher would have been struck 
by the proliferation of State 
Representatives, employees of 
Boston City Hall, well known 
organizers, and portly middle 
aged gentlemen with big green 
cigars. If the Caucus had been 


designed specifically with 
electoral hanky-panky in mind, 
it couldn’t have done better. 

It all began, logically enough, 
at the front door. One fellow of 
our acquaintance, a former 


Democratic Town Committee - 


Chairman in a small outer Cape 
Village who has since moved to 
Boston, was struck by the 
registration procedure. “All you 
have to do is go up there and 
register. I mean, it’s incredible. 
They don’t even ask you to prove 
who you are.” 

And indeed they did not. 
Geroge Washington Plunkett 
himself could not have hoped for 
looser ballot supervision than 
occured at Mass Caucus. Since 
the state was broken down into 
city, town, and ward 
delegations, and since each 
delegation was allocated a 
certain number of votes, it was 
theoretically possible for a 
supporter of one or the other of 
the candidates to register as a 
voter from a town in which he or 
she did not actually live, pick up 
the town’s ballots, and cast 
them. The honor system is not 
usually the recommended 
method of policing ballots at 
political conventions. 

But, of course, Mass Caucus 
was no ordinary political 


convention. Originally designed 
as a trial heat to choose one 
liberal Democrat to oppose 
incumbent John Davoren for 
Secretary of State in the 
September primary — and 
originally supported most 
enthusiastically by friends of 
John Businger, the candidate 
who wound up in the Caucus’ 
trash bin — Mass Caucus 
rapidly developed into a vehicle 
for annointing Democratic 
candidates for Secretary and 
Attorney General, and at the 
last minute, almost decided to 
pick a Lieutenant Governor as 
well. It was all meant to be 
populist; informal, and above 
board. Anyone who could vote in 
September could come to the 
Caucus, hear the candidates, 
and decide. 

Anyone who wanted to know 
just how agie those best laid 
plans did gang needed merely 
listen to Larry DiCara as he 
announced his withdrawal from 
the Secretary of State’s race. 
After the second ballot, City 
Councillor DiCara was running 
neck and neck with State 
Representative Paul Guzzi (D.- 
Newton) for the nomination, but 
neither seemed likely to be able 
to garner the 60 percent of the 
vote needed for official 


ratification as the liberals’ 
choice. Announcing that he held 
the need for a reform-oriented 
candidate above his own 
political future, DiCara 
withdrew, with a few veiled 
remarks about “threats” and 


other dirty tricks which some of 


his opponents — he was quick to 
exclude Guzzi — had made 
against him. Although DiCara 
graciously endorsed Guzzi, and 
posed with him and Businger for 
the obligatory unity photo, it 
was obvious that he felt less 
than happy about the way the 
convention had been run. Later 
on, it developed that some of the 
candidates for Attorney General 
were less than overjoyed by their 
treatment as well. 

Among the charges and 
countercharges which filled the 
air during the week after the 
Caucus was an allegation, from 
supporters of DiCara, that 
several of the_ state 
representatives and senators in 
the Guzzi camp had threatened 
City employees wearing DiCara 
buttons. The DiCara people had 
best lay off, the reps are said to 
heve threatened, or the bill to 
grant the city in lieu of tax 
payment. for Massachusetts 
Port Aut.:ority Property might 
never see the Governor’s desk. “I 
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heard a few statements like 
that,”” said DiCara suporter 
Anne Lewis, and assistant to 
Mayor White and sister of a 
major Guzzi supporter, Rep. 
Barney Frank (D.-Back Bay). | 
wouldn’t call them threats, 
though. A few people said some 
things in the heat of the moment 
which they shouldn’t have said, 
but I don’t think they were 
meant to be taken seriously.” 

Perhaps the most persistent 
complaint from the anti-DiCara 
forces, however, was that 
DiCara had gotten Mayor White 
to turn out a vote for him. Not 
true, DiCara’s supporters 
contend, pointing out that his 
campaign had used only three 
buses from the city to 
Framingham, turning out a total 
of only 40 voters. Estimates of 
the number of City employees 
on hand ranged from 100 
(DiCara supporters) to 500 
(Guzzi supporters). ‘“These 
people were just friends of 
Larry’s’’, said the administrator 
of a large City Hall office. Larry 
has a lot of friends in City Hall. 
There was absoultely no 
pressure from the Mayor or 
anybody else, and nobody 
taking a head count at the 
door.” 

Whether or not either side 
packed the hall or threatened its 
opponents, the Caucus certainly 
failed in its original purpose of 
uniting liberal Democrats in 
peace and harmony behind one 


~ candidate. Although Guzzi and 


DiCara seem to be friendly (‘‘I 
don’t believe Paul Guzzi did any 
of those things,” DiCara said 
last week. “Paul Guzzi is not 
that kind of candidate’’), their 
supporters do not seem to be 
overjoyed with the prospect of a 
unified campaign. Yet the 
Secretary’s race was a virtual 
Sunday School picnic compared 
to the election billed second on 
the Caucus hit parade, the 
Attorney general’s race. 

By the middle of last week, 
half of Boston knew, and knew 
for certain, that some hanky- 
panky went on in the AG’s race. 
One candidate, the journalistic 
and advertising communities 
knew, had hired an ad agency 
which had printed phony ballots 
which it used to steal the 
election. Nobody could prove it, 
but everybody believed that it 
was true, which in Boston is as 
good as proof. This particular 
candidate and his people may or 
may not have indulged in the 
dirty tricks they have been 
convicted of by word of mouth, 
but their standing in the liberal 
community has been irreparably 
damaged by the rumor. 

If anything, the AG’s race was 
more politically damaging to all 
concerned than the Secretary’s 
contest. For openers, not all the 
Democratic candidates were 
there, and some of those who 
were — especially former State 
representative George Sacco — 
were there to make an 
appearance and a speech, not to 
campaign seriously. Supporters 
of Somerville Mayor S. Lester 
Ralph accused supporters of 
former Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Edward Harrington of packing 
the convention, and 
Harrington’s people returned 
the compliment. By the third 
ballot, which put Harrington 
over the top, there seemed to be 
fewer than 1,200 people in the 
hall. On that ballot, 2,000 votes 
were recorded. By the end of the 
afternoon, none of the Attorney 
General candidates were 
satisfied with the Caucus 
procedures; none of them were 
willing to take the vote of the 
Caucus at face value and drop 
out of the race; and most of 
them agreed with the Old Pro, 
who was draped in a front row 
seat, watching things with a 
sardonic smile. 

“They oughta bring back the 
conventions,” he said. 
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Closing Loopholes 


In Auto Insurance

You won’t see any more 

headlines or hard-hitting 
editorials about this state’s no- 
fault auto insurance laws. 
You won't hear 
Massachusetts politicians 
making any more courageous 
statements about it. 

And if you drop in on a State 
House hearing on some aspect of 
no-fault, you might be the only 
one there. 

Three years after it rocked the 
local political scene in a big way, 
no-fault insurance is now a non- 
issue, an apparently successful 
reform that has pleased the 
public and the insurance 
industry as well. 

But if the charges of two 
Boston area attorneys have any 
merit, the Massachusetts no- 
fault-system may be in need of 
some major repairs. 

Attys. Robert Kaplan and 
Ralph Donabed filed a class 
action suit two weeks ago 
against the Commercial Union 
Insurance Co. of Boston, the 
fifth largest auto insurance 
writer in the state. 

Filed on behalf of ten black 
and Spanish-speaking clients, 
the suit charges Commercial 
Union with unfair and deceptive 
practices under the consumer 
protection law. Chief among the 
charges is that Commercial both 
delayed and refused no-fault 
benefits to the minority 
policyholders for no legitimate 
reason. 

‘“*‘We’re not alleging 
discrimination or anything like 
that,” said Donabed last week. 
“What we’re saying is that the 
company hasn’t been responsive 
to the claims of these policy- 
holders within a reasonable 
time. And generally, people are 
unsophisticated in dealing with 
insurance companies.” 

“We’re not opposed to no- 
fault,” said Donabed. ‘“‘But no- 
fault the way it exists on paper is 
one thing and the way it is 
actually implemented is 
another.” 

On paper, the essence of no- 
fault is that a policyholder 
involved in an accident resulting 
in property damage or injuries is 
paid, in most cases, by his own 
company. Once the company 
has gotten documentation for 


the claimed expenses, it must. 


either pay the claim or refuse to 
do so within a specified time 
period. If the company refuses to 
pay, the policy-holder can take 
it to court. 


The new process eliminates . 


the necessity of taking every 
claim to court, cuts out 
expensive legal fees and has led 


to a 37 percent reduction in rates 


since no-fault went into effect. 
“The problem,” said Atty. 


Kaplan last week, “is that there 
are gigantic loopholes in the law 
for the profit-oriented insurance 
company.” 

Among the sins with which 
Commerical Union is charged in 
the suit filed by Kaplan and 
Donabed, two are most 
important: that the company 
often delays making payment 
without saying why, and that 
when it rejects a claim, it fails to 
provide a ‘‘reasonable 
explanation” for its decision. 
(When Kaplan asked why one 
claim was rejected, the suit 
alleges, the company sent him a 
dictionary page with the words 
‘‘unreasonable’’ and 
“unnecessary” circled.) 

According to Deputy Commr. 
Milton McDonald of the state's 
Insurance Department, the law 
now provides that when a 
company refuses to pay a 
property damage claim and goes 
on to lose in court, the 
policyholder is entitled to 
double damages. 

But in cases involving medical 
claims, there is apparently no 
such penalty in the law for the 
companies. 

“Ten days after they receive a 
doctor’s notification of 
disability,”’ said Atty. Donabed, 
“they’re supposed to either pay 
the claim or say why they won't. 
The thing is that if you take 
them to court and win, you don’t 
get double damages and you 
don’t even get the legal fees paid 
by them.” 

“Some people are obviously 
being taken over the coals,’”’ says 
state rep Donald Bliss of North 
Attleboro. Bliss has filed a bill in 
the legislature which would 
force insurance companies to 
pay both attorneys’ fees and a 
slight penalty when they lose on 
a medical claim in the courts. 

But the bill appears to have 
three strikes against it: it’s 
badly worded, bottled up in 
committee, and opposed by the 
insurancé lobby. 

“It’s discriminatory and it’s a 
one-way street,”’ said lobbyist 
Arthur Connally of the 
American Insurance 
Association. ‘‘There’s not a 
thing in it about the claimant 
being unreasonable.” 

And while the chances on any 
major no-fault reform in the 
legislature appear minimal for 
the near future, Commercial 
Union has promised a tough 
fight on its court case. 

“We can assure you,” said a 
company spokesman last week, 
‘*... that in resisting these 
particular cases we are 
protecting the principles of the 
no-fault law... and we intend to 
defend our actions to the 
fullest.”

Police found a Berkeley- 
Oakland library card in the 
name of Gary Atwood, Angela’s 
estranged husband who now 
lives in Indiana, in the Concord 
house. 

Little, Remiro, Nancy Perry, 
Wolfe and the Harris’, all 
Caucasians, had in common 
that they had been deeply and 
fiercely devoted to working with 
prisoners, particularly black 
prisoners. Willy Wolfe was the 
first to become involved with a 
prison self-help group, the Black 
Culture Association, at Vacerille 
State Prison, about 40. miles 
south of the Sam Francisco- 
Oakland-Berkeley Bay Area. 
The BCA was a group formed 
around 1970, and was an inside- 
outside group, with outsiders 
coming in to meet prisoners two 
evenings a week for discussions 
and lectures. Wolfe was 
attending classes at UC 
Berkeley given by the outside 
coordinator for the BCA and at 
his professors’ suggestion went 
to a couple of BCA meetings for 
a termpaper project. He became 
deeply involved, bringing in 
several of his neighbors at 
“Peking House” — a communal 
boarding house named not for its 
politics but for the Chinese 
pastry stand run by the 
girlfriend of the owner — 
including Russell Little and his 
girlfriend Robyn Steiner. Others 
on the approved visiting list to 
attend BCA prison functions 
included William and Emily 
Harris, although there is no 
record of them actually 
attending meetings. Nancy 
Perry tried twice to get 
permission to attend BCA 
meetings but was refused, as she 
was already visiting several 
inmates. 

Two prominent members of 
the BCA — inmate members — 
escaped from prison last year — 
Donald DeFrees and Thero 
Wheeler. DeFrees had been 
given permission to organize one 
of several sub-units of the BCA. 
a program called “Unisight,” a 
discussion group to focus on the 
black family. One of the five 
“outsiders” chosen by DeFrees 
to be a member of Unisight was 
transferred to Soledad, from 
where he escaped March 5, 
Wheeler. took over as group 
director for Unisight — until he 
escaped — reportedly with the 
help of DeFrees’ SLA, August 2. 

Police have tentatively 
identified Wheeler and DeFrees 
as the two black men who 
kidnapped Patricia Hearst. 

As part of the BCA focus on 
black studies, inmates were 
urged to take “reborn” names, 
‘“‘African”” names, and discard 
their ‘‘slave-given’” American 
names. DeFrees took the name 
“Mitume,” Swahili for apostle, 
and put before it his prison 
nickname “Cinque,” the name 
of an enslaved African chief who 
led a successful ship revolt. The 
whites who attended the BCA 
apparently really got into the 
Swahili language lessons and 
the “reborn name” tradition. 
Several of the SLA 
communiques are signed with or 
make reference tovothers with 
Swahili names. In a letter, 
Nancy Perry.said her “true” 
name is now “Fahizah” — one 
who is victorious. In the 
communiques issued after the 
Feb. 4 kidnapping of Patricia 
Hearst, ‘““General Field Marshal 
Cinque Mitume’”’ first appeared 
on SLA tape recordings. . 

Police found a greeting card in 
the Concord house signed ‘‘Bo, 
Zoya, Fahizah, Osceola.” Leftist 
sources told me that the 
nickname “Bo” was taken by 
Joseph Remiro; Little was 
“Osceola”; Angela 
Atwood, ‘‘Gelina’’; and that 
“Zoya” was a nickname taken 
by another Berkeley woman 
radical, another who 
disappeared.

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August. She was working part 
time as a janitor at the Berkeley 
Public Library. Soltysik, a 
native of Santa Barbara, 
California, changed her name 
legally to ““Mizmoon Soltysik” 
reportedly after a love poem 
addressed her by that name. 
Mizmoon never went to college. 
Her high school friends 
remember her as very straight, 
very intelligent. Her address 
between September and 
December is unknown but she 
was fired from her job at the 
library in August after an 
unsuccessful attempt to 
organize a union. She has not 
been seen by friends since early 
December. 

Police found numerous 
Berkeley library books at the 
Concord house, some perhaps 
signed out to Ms. Soltysik. At 
any rate, on the basis of 
something found at the Concord 
house, the FBI and police are 
seeking Ms. Soltysik and 
another Berkeley woman in 
connection with the Foster 
death and the Hearst 
kidnapping. 

@ Camilla Christine Hall, 29, 
originally from Illinois, breaks 
from the pattern of the other 
seven people (not including the 
two escaped convicts) whom the 
Phoenix has identified as not 
being sought by police.

who made her living selling her 
work. She told her landlord that 
she had worked ten and a half 
years as a social worker in 
Minneapolis after attending the 
University of Minnesota. For 
added income, she worked for 
six months, till September 30, as 
a groundskeeper for the East 
Bay Regional Parks District. 

Police found an envelope 
containing two East Bay 
Regional Park District uniform 
patches on a desk in one of the 
three bedrooms of the Concord 
house. 

From the Concord house the 
police took numerous cases of 
papers, one described as a box of 
letters and | pastonsds.

Auguries from the Leavings;

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novels, I have grown shrewd 
enough to understand that 
there’s more to this matter than 
shirts alone; Daisy is, after all, 
pretty glad to see Gatsby again 
and that’s a part of it too. In any 
case, it’s difficult for me to 
understand how anyone could be 
insensitive enough to play that 
shirt scene for cheap laughs, let 
alone flesh it out with the 
abominable “music” of Nelson 
Riddle. In fact, it’s hard for me 
to see how any allegedly 
competent director could have 
drawn as little meaning out of 
Gatsby as Jack Clayton has. 

It could be argued that 
comparing an adaptation of 
something great to the original 
work is unfair, since the 
adaptation seldom stands a 
fighting chance. But the 
adaptation’s right to be 
considered solely on its own 
terms is, for me, determined by 
how much originality there is to 
its approach, and this Gatsby 
has absolutely none. Clayton 
might have elected to film the 
thing as psychodrama and stay 
relatively close to the dynamics 
of the novel, sacrificing in 
atmosphere what he made up in 
character, and thus winning the 
interest of Fitzgerald devotees. 
Or he might have gone the 
glamour route a la The Way We 
Were, using romance and 
nostalgia to lure the Glemby 
Haircuts crowd, even if that 
meant bad reviews and losing 
the literati. He could even — 


and this is what I expected — 
have come up with a bad film 
that inadvertendly evoked Jazz 
Age attitudes by virtue of its 
very crassness. Instead, he has 
merely committed the thing to 
the screen, in the way an 
elegantly boxed corpse is 
committed to its burial ground. 

The Great Gatsby is 
admittedly a very difficult work 
to film. It is also, I think, one of 
the two great American 
romances, the other one being 
Gone With The Wind. | don't 
mean to equate Fitzgerald's 
writing with Margaret 
Mitchell’s; Gone With The 
Wind is little more than sheer 
storyteiling, while Gatsby’s 
gemstone compactness never 
ceases to amaze me. But both 
works share an exceptional 
capacity for emotionally 
involving their readers, both are 
rooted in tumultous times in our 
history. Both use their minor 
characters to reflect societal 
attitudes while also mirroring 
the behavior of the principals, 
and both understand that the 
eroticism of wealth is a crucial 
ingredient in American 
romance. 

Both books draw cultural 
tension from geographical 
polarities — North/South in one 
case, East/West in the other. 
And both books create 
incomparably high-spirited 
romantic figures whose 
differences can never be 
reconciled, couples whose 
illusions about one another are 
both their drama and their 
ultimate undoing. Scarlett and 
Rhett, Daisy and Gatsby are all 
great American characters, but 
because Scarlett and Rhett 


stand out in such sharp 
counterpoint to their 
surroundings, they are great 
dramatic roles as well. Gatsby 
and Daisy are very much 
outgrowths of the culture they 
inhabit, and as such they make 
for potentially poor dramatic 
material. Their efficacy depends 
almost entirely on how well their 
surroundings are drawn, and 
this Gatsby’s most basic flaw is 
its failure to create believable 
ambience of the Jazz Age. 

The human backdrop for the 
story, the people who come to 
Gatsby’s parties, were meant by 
Fitzgerald to represent a 
dubious, nouveau-riche 
“Broadway” element, to be so 
brash in their hedonism that 
they offended old-money types 
like Tom and Daisy. But 
Clayton, having populated his 
parties with a blend of aging 
Newport aristocrats and trained 
dancers, clearly misunderstands 
both the character of the guests 
and the nature of their revelry. 
The whole notion of Jazz Age 
elegance presupposes not just 
fashion-plate airs but also the 
ability to carouse without 
worrying about getting one’s 
dress dirty. When Clayton 
shoots a tabelful of guests sitting 
primly at a party, each one 
carefully enunciating his or her 
remark in turn (in all fairness, 
there’s one very ostentatious 
drunk in the group), he 
demolishes the whole feeling of 
an era in fifteen seconds. Even 


Gatsby’s stylishness ultimately 


works against it, as the 
characters positively suffocate 
in their coordinated pastels. It’s 
too pretty, stultifyingly so, and 
Seventies-pretty at that. It’s a

cold, narcissistic beauty, 
reveling in its own image 
without any real sense of 
enjoyment. 

The nature of Gatsby’s 
obsession is reduced to a 
similarly literal-minded 
caricature. The photo in his 
bedroom is now one of Daisy, not 
his bourgeois mentor Dan Cody, 
as evidence of Gatsby’s 
romanticism having been cut 
down from the level of grand 
illusions to that of simple 
unrequited love. To see what 
Clayton has done to the book’s 
greatest passage is to weep: 
Gatsby’s ‘‘wed (ding) his 
unutterable visions to (Daisy’s) 
perishable breath,” as he “saw 


that the blocks of the sidewalks 
really formed a ladder ... to a 
secret place above the trees’’ has 
been reduced to a simple ten- 
second kiss, and rather a silly 
one at that. Nick’s commentary 
on that scene, condemning 
Gatsby’s ‘*‘appalling 
sentimentality” as it reveals 
Nick’s own lack or imagaination 
or daring, has of course 
disappeared, being replaced by 
a benign, sappy narrator whose 
affair with Jordan Baker exists 
only as a sort of conduit between 
the film’s star-crossed 
superstars. 

Redford and Farrow never for 
one minute give the impression 
of being in love, and that’s the 
single most astonishing thing 
about the film. Truman 
Capote’s original screenplay was 
rejected because it deviated too 
heavily from the novel (Jordan 
Baker had become a full-fledged 
lesbian, for instance), but 
Coppola’s three-week wonder of 
a screenplay deviates too. It 
adds everything we never saw 
between Daisy and Gatsby in 
the novel, i.e. some of the most 
loveless love scenes in the 
history of the cinema. Farrow 
gets the worst of it; even though 
some of her dialogue is wrenched 
from the novel’s narrative 
passages, it all comes out 
sounding (“I love the way you 
love me”) like Return to Peyton 
Place. In the novel, we never saw 
what went on between them for 
the very good reason that their 
imagined ideas of the affair were 
so much at odds with each other, 
their illusions so clearly 
irreconcilable with whatever the 
truth was. And the never-stated 
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sexual component seemed to 
come so naturally it was 
understood. When they ran off 
together during one of Gatsby's 
parties to spend half an hour on 
Nick’s veranda, we felt they 
were so close all they needed to 
do was talk right then: In the 
film, after- having talked one 
another’s ears off and without so 
much as having held hands, 
they leave the party for what 
seems to be a sudden sexual 
tryst. It’s an absurdly sexless 
moment; Farrow looks like she’d 
never dream of taking off that 
diamond headgear in the middle 
of a Saturday night. 


Farrow makes a disastrous 
Daisy; just for openers, her all- 
important voice is about two 
octaves higher than the 
“thrilling murmur” it should be. 
She’s as dried up as a dowager, 
combining matronly 
materialism with annoyingly 
wide-eyed affectations straight 
out of Rosemary’s Baby (as 
Gatsby shows her the mansion. 
she looks like she’s strolling 
through the Dakota lobby all 
over again). The screenplay also 
allows her a horrible trantrum 
scene near the finale, and too 
many chances to address “‘bles- 


sed pre-cious,” the tiny blonde~ 


daughter who seems to have 
stepped off a Keane canvas. 
Surprisingly, (considering the 
beauty of the production stills), 
Farrow doesn’t even look 
particularly breathtaking. 
Calyton shoots her from a high 
enough angle to enlarge her 
forehead and shrink the rest of 
her face, giving her a decidedly 
ant-like caste. 


Sam Waterston’s Nick is 
hopelessly crippled by a no- 
nuance screenplay and sluggish 
editing, but he seems to be 


trying and wears some lovely 
sweaters. Lois Chiles is 
ignorably bad, while Karen 
Black (as a very sweaty Myrtle) 
is outright offensive; as 


Clayton’s idea of the one truly — 


erotic figure in the piece, she is 
at one point called upon to 
(gratuitously) smash her hand 
through a window and suck her 
bloody fingers. Dern does a fine, 
crisp job of humanizing Tom 
Buchanan, aided by various 
script modifications of Tom's 
bully tendencies. And Redford’s 
Gatsby is, I think, a very 
pleasant surprise; the nuances 
really are all there if you know 
what to look for. We see a 
sudden flash of the young punk 
in him during the film’s best 
scene, the Plaza Hotel 
confrontation; we even see his 
slight traces of doubt in the 
initial meeting with Daisy. It’s 
not his fault that Clayton 
chooses to exaggerate Gatsby’s 
anxiety with the loud ticking of 
a clock, or filter the lovers’ first 
glance at each other through 
that most hackeneyed of all 
meeting places, the rear-view 
mirror. 

And it’s not his fault that 
someone decided to have him 
give Daisy a green ring to 
symbolize the light at her dock, 
or that the green light itself has 
been elevated from symbol to 
icon, with its meaning gone but 
a reverence attached just the 


same. It’s not his fault ‘that 


images from the book have been 
randomly jumbled, so that 
Fitzgerald’s image of a rich 
woman on a stretcher is now the 
dead Gatsby instead. It’s not his 
fault that nothing in the movie 
seems to make any sense at all, 
except as some dry museum- 
piece of the future. 

What a cold-blooded 
heartbreak, and what an 
outrageous sellout. I can’t even 
tell you what they did to the 
eyes of Dr. T. J. Eckleburg. It 
would be too painful. 


‘Subversive’ Lists Hard to Destroy

Almost two years ago, after 


‘even Richard Nixon, an old 


Commie-baiter from way back, 
had been wined and dined by 
Chou En-Lai and Mao Tse 
Tung, the Massachusetts 
Legislature had to admit that 
the red scare was over. And so, a 
little embarrassed by its 
continued existence, the 
legislature voted quietly to stop 
funding the Subversive 
Activities Division of the State 
Police — in effect abolishing it. 


Its employees were all 


assigned to other duties and its — 


files — a half dozen file cabinets 
full of profiles of radical leaders, 
newspaper clippings on racial 
disturbances, copies of leftist 
pamphlets and underground 


. Newspapers — were supposedly 


destroyed. 
This past week, the 
Massachusetts Records 


Conservation Board, one of 
those so-called “little known” 
state bodies met and, a little 
embarrassed by their continued 
existence, granted Public Safety 
Comr. John F. Kehoe’s request 
to destroy the files again. 

Those damned files, it seems, 
are not the easiest thing in the 
world to get rid of. 

Most of them were apparently 
doné away with two years ago as 
reported, and Sen. Jack 
Backman of Brookline, who has 
been following the issue, has 
letters from Comr. Kehoe, 
Public Safety Secretary Richard 
McLaughlin, and Gov. Sargent 
all assuring him that the secret 
files were destroyed — with the 
exception of those dealing with 
criminal activities which were 
turned over to the Attorney 
General. 

What none of these letters 


mention, though, and what only- 


came to light in recent weeks as 
a result of continued inquiries 
from Backman and the press, is 


that the files were all- 


microfilmed — an exhaustive 
job — before they were 
destroyed, and the 15 rolls of 
microfilm have been kept in 
Kehoe’s office safe. 

Kehoe, thus, was placed in the 
awkward position of having to go 
before the Records Conservation 
Board and testify that the 
microfilms should be destroyed 
because they are worthless — 
even though he said he has never 
looked at them. 


He did say, though, that they 


have “‘not been utilized for over 
two years,’’ that he has 
“spotchecked” them and “I can 
assure you that, based on my 29 
years of investigative 
experience, these records are 
worthless.” 

Which doesn’t say much for 
the good old Subversive 
Activities Division, of course, 
and it says even less for the 
decision to preserve the files on 
microfilm after they were 
destroyed the first time around. 


Paul J. Kilgarriff, 
representing the attorney 
general on the records board, 
said the files were preserved 
because the Subversive 
Avtivities Division was not 
actually abolished, it merely 
had its funding removed, and it 
could be revived. “It was,” he 
said, “and still is technically in 
existence.” 

‘“‘There is very little 
likelihood,” Kehoe responded, 
“that this agency would ever be 
funded again.” 

Gasper Caso, chairman of the 
board and the designee of the 
state librarian, was concerned 
that the files might be of some 
historic value, but Kehoe said 


no. Anyway, -he said, the books 
and pamphlets in the files “are 


all available elsewhere.” 


He said, for example, that the 
files include “transcripts of the 
U.S. Senate subcommittee on 
Communism in the 50’s and 
60’s” and copies of a pamphlet 
entitled “the Mole.” (He may 
have been referring to “The Old 
Mole,’’ a now-defunct 
Cambridge-based underground 
paper. The files reportedly also 
contain early copies of “Boston 
After Dark. ’’) 

Following the board’s 
unanimous vote to allow 
destruction of the files, a 
reporter suggested to Sen. 
Backman, half seriously, that 
the records might be of some 
historic value in 200 years or so 
because they reflect some of the 
concerns of our era. “That’s 
right,” Backman said. “They 
would show how stupid we 


were. 


Backman urged Kehoe to 
consider destroying the files 
publicly. “After all,” he said, 
“they’ve been around for such a 
long time and some of us 
thought they were destroyed 
before.” Kehoe said he’d get 
back to him on that. 


But, .as.we-.go to press, he. 
hadn’t, and the secret 
intelligence files are still very 
much intact. Kehoe’s secretary 
said he was awaiting written 
notice from the Records 
Conservation Board of its 
decision “which we expect in a - 
few days.” 

If the officials of the 
Committee to Re-elect the 
President had to go through this 
much trouble to destroy their 
records, they’d all be in jail 
today.

corporate activity apply even to 
corporations, or in Hughes’ case, to an 
immense industrial empire, owned by a 
single individual. All boiled down, 
Hughes has been saying that the 
principles of free enterprise are nothing 
unless the rights of individual property 
ownership and control are sovereign in 
the law. He owns what he owns, says he, 
and can do with it what it pleases him to 
do with it. Didn’t he make his empire 
himself? Didn’t he use his ingenuity and 
vision and pocket money to built 
airplanes and then airlines and indeed 
the vast industrial empire that bears his 
name? 

True, he had a substantial inheritance, 
the oil-drill company founded by his 
father in Houston back around the turn 


of the century. Hughes Tool has indeed ~ 


provided a comfortable financial base for 
Hughes’ often incautious and sometimes 
reckless adventures. But consider that 
Hughes tool was worth half a million to 
him when he came into it in 1924, and 
that the industrial empire which he has 
erected upon that base is worth probably 


between two and three billion. Billion. So 
he has not stinted, he did not become a 
playboy, he took his opportunity in hand 
at an early age and ran with it in new 
directions. And by this effort, he created, 
among other things, Hughes Aircraft and 
TWA. 

The issue of accountability in his 
ownership of this empire was first joined 
in the mid-fifties around Hughes 
Aircraft, a major electronics supplier to 
the Defense Department with a big stake 
in communications satellites and fire- 
control system for warplanes. In the 
middle-fifties, the senior technical staff 
of Hughes Aircraft, led to two technical 
geniuses named Ramo and Wooldridge, 
walked out on the company after long 
and bitter wrangling over the role Hughes 
played in management. What Galbraith 
of Harvard would call the 
technostructure was complaining that its 
owner and maker was interfering with its 
work, that his eccentricities, his whims, 
charming enough as literature — as copy 
— were disastrous in the world of 
business. They were a thousand times 
disastrous in the world of defense 
business. 

So in a fight that involved Hughes with 
and against his staff and drew in the 
military and an assortment of other 
Washington types at, levels high and low, 


the issue was joined: Hughes made 
Hughes Aircraft, and this is a free- 
enterprise country where individuals own 
and are supposed to own the means of 
production which they develop through 
their own initiative and risk-taking, and 
if Hughes’ interference in the 
management of his own company leads to 
customer problems, would it not be more 
seemly for the customer to leave him 
alone and shop elsewhere than to try to 
tell him what to do? Especially since the 
customer was the military, because what 
the military was buying from Hughes was 
the technical capability of fending off 
Communism, and the reason for fending 
off Communism (so it is said) was that 
Communism promised to destory the 
system of free enterprise and the 


principle of private ownership of property Z 


upon which that system is raised. 


Juicy Contradictions 


Already the contradictions were juicy. 
If there was such a thing as a capitalist in 
America, ruggedly individualistic, 
adventuresome, the embodiment of the 
Western virtues, that had to be Hughes. 
If there was any such thing as a group in 
America committed to the ideas which he 
and his life gave such body to — 
capitalism — that had to be the 
Pentagon. They might clash over many 


things — this delivery date, that design 
approach — but how could they clash 
over so fundamental a question as the 
right relationship of an individual to the 
things the individual built and owned? 

It is fascinating to watch these 
contradictions flow, this living casebook 
in which those who spit on Marx without 
ever trying to understand him constantly 
give new proofs to his central idea, 


-namely, that the fundamental processes 


of the growth of the capitalist system give 
rise to pressures within it, indeed within 


its central core of values and beliefs, that 


weaken it, that visit strains and tensions 
upon it from the very middle of the 
center. To protect itself, American 
capitalism produces a huge military 
estate. The military willingly undertake 
their mission, to defend American 
capitalism. What do they soon find out? 
That to protect the system efficiently, 
they need to know when the weapons are 
going to arrive from the factory — 
needless to say, a free-enterprise, 
capitalistic, privately-owned and 
privately-managed factory. So the 
weapons don’t come on time. The 
military inquire. They discover 
eccentricities in management. The 
eccentricities stem from the owner 
himself. The next moment the military is 
on the attack: “You are ruining a great 
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property,” fumed an Air Force officer at 
the height of the squabble: 

The result was that the Hughes 
Aircraft Co. was ultimately sequestered 
from its owner’s “interference” within a 
specially-invented outfit, the Hughes 
Institute for Medical Research in Miami. 
That happened in 1957 and appears 

strongly connected with the so-called 
Hughes Loan, actually a gift, to the 
President’s brother, Donald Nixon. 

A brief word about that. The general 
impression being formed about the 
Hughes Loan of 1957 is that it was for 
simple favors like a tax break for Hughes 
Medical, but an almost unintelligible 
book published in 1972 by a fly-by-night 
publisher and written by a surely 
pseudonomous author (Nicholas North- 
Broome, The Hughes-Nixon Loan: The 
“Loan”’ No One Repaid, American 
Public Affairs Institute) forces a 
speculation that what was ultimately at 
stake here was control of the vast 
amounts of tidelands oil available in the 
LA harbor to which the County of Los 
Angeles held the rights. I am in doubt 
about this because North-Broome’s book 
consists mostly of a thicket of legal 
documents reproduced in evident haste 
and with less than a minimum of 
commentary. These documents seem 
incomplete, and like most courtroom 
prose the writing is not calculated to 
reveal the true subject. Throughout, 
however, the documents maintain a 
chatter of hard-to-pin-down references to 
people and lawfirms involved with 
Donald Nixon, Hughes, and the LA 
harbor oil rights, which appear to have 
been disposed of during that time at a 

_ price sufficiently under what they were 
worth to suggest that a big dirty deal had 
gone down. One hopes the various 
Watergate investigations will take up this 
interesting episode. 


The TWA Fight 


No sooner had the fight around Hughes 
Aircraft begun to play out than the same 
issue started crystallizing around TWA. 
This time Hughes’ adversary was the 
Eastern banking institutions that form 
the core of Yankeedom’s power base. 
Morgan and Mellon and other interests 
were present, but it would not be unfair 
to say that the dominant presence was 
that of David Rockefeller — even though 
like Hughes he appeared on the stage of 
controversy only through his numberless 
minions. 

The issue with TWA was at bottom the 
same as with Hughes Aircraft. Can an 
eccentric be allowed to run his own 
airline when the result will be, for 
example, the airline’s collapse? The 
corporatized interests of the East versus 
the still individualized interests of the 
West. Rockefeller at some $30 billion 
versus Hughes at maybe $3 billion. Old 
money versus new money. A fortune 
which has been around for a few 
generations and which has long since 
established itself in a universe of 
institutions and bureaucracies versus a 
fortune whose first builder is still alive 
and functioning (maybe). There is 
actually a sense in which the figure that 
David Rockefeller confronts (and with 
such acrimony) in the person of Hughes is 
formed in the mold of his father, John D. 
himself. 

We will not pause here with the details 
of the long and dramatic clash over first 
the management then the ownership of 


TWA. Suffice it for now that the Yankee 
banks followed at bottom a simple 
strategy towards a traditional purpose. 
The purpose was to take TWA away from 
Hughes on the given and public grounds 
that TWA was and had to be treated as a 
public resource whose operation should 
be regulated for the general public good 
and whose management therefore ought 
not to rest in the hands of a single 
unaccountable individual. The strategy 


was to get Hughes and TWA in a 


financial box from which his only exit 
would be an immense loan from the 
Eastern banks. After he had taken the 
loan, the bankers would then use the 
many leverages available to big creditors 
to force him out of the airline altogether. 
In the beginning of 1960 Hughes owned 
more than three quarters of TWA and its 


_ management answered to him alone. Five 


years later he had been shoved out of 
TWA management, then forced to sell his 
shares on the public market, then 
confronted with a some $150 million 
damages suit which the new Eastern- 
controlled management of TWA threw at 
him for losses owing to his allegedly bad 
management in the years before the 
Eastern consort forced its way on board. 
After Hughes was forcibly divested of 
his TWA shares, he found himself, 
though lacking a former major property, 
suddenly rolling in loose cash. After 
taxes, he still had some $486 million 
dollars from the TWA sale. Stress, $486 
million cash In suitcases. In hand. Think 
how much money you lose in a day from 


not having it invested. But on the other 


hand, what was he to invest it in? 

Hughes came to the top floor of 
Boston’s Ritz-Carleton to work out this 
decision. That was in 1966, and it is to 
their never-ending credit that our town’s 
reporters gave his super-secret recluse 
trip such a thumb in the nose that he 
soon determined to go someplace else. 
The someplace else was Las Vegas. 


Buying Everything 


What happened in Vegas? Very easy. 
Hughes started buying everything he 
could lay his hands on. Within a few 
years he owned outright, with zero 
partners, the Desert Inn, the Sands, the 
Castaways, the Frontier, the Landmark, 
the Silver Slipper, and Harold’s Club in 
Reno, hotel-casino holdings accounting 
for some 15 percent of the state’s total 
gambling volume. Besides all that, he 
owned Alamo Airways and was 
negotiating for what became Hughes 
Airwest, he owned McCarren Field, 
KLAS-TV, the Krupp Ranch, and 
thousands of square miles of land. He was 
the state’s number-one employer and by 
all accounts enjoyed the kind of favor 
with politicians and bureaucrats that his 
kind of bankroll typically brings with it. 


But what of the crime syndicate’s. 


interest in all this activity? Vegas as a 
gambling capital was as much the 
creation of Meyer Lansky as TWA was of 
Hughes. Lansky had moved in on it in 
1945 with a few preliminary purchases 
that led to the construction starting in 
December of that year of the Flamingo, 
the first of many hotel-casino operations 
that would ultimately grow into the 
Strip, famous for fear and loathing. 

In other words, was Hughes not 
horning in on somebody else’s private 
action?

U.S. Military in Cambodia 


A member of the House Armed 
Services Committee has found where she 
thinks the Pentagon has been hiding 
money in its budget to support U.S. 
military activities in Cambodia. 

Congresswoman Patricia Schroeder of 
Colorado reports the Pentagon has been 
receiving sizeable, but mysterious 
appropriations under a heading known as 
‘*M.A.S.F.’’ M.A.S.F. stands for 
“Military Assistance Service Funded” 
program — but, other than its name, very 
little is known about the program. 

The M.A.S.F. program came to 
Schroeder’s attention last week during 
closed-door hearings on the $6.2 billion 
supplemental military appropriations 
bill. The M.A.S.F. program alone is to 
receive $474 million for the next three 
months, Schroeder states. 


Congresswoman Schroeder has 
submitted a list of 38 questions to the 
Pentagon, asking specifically if the 


money is being used to support military 
or C.1LA. efforts in Cambodia. Her 
questions remain unanswered — except 
for a brief Pentagon statement which 
classified M.A.S.F. as “Southeast Asia 
related.” 

Schroeder also asked the General 
Accounting Office to investigate the 
M.A.S.F. program. The G.A.O. reported 
back that the Pentagon has already spent 
more money on the program than has 
been authorized by Congress. The G.A.O. 
added that even it was unable to find out 
what M.A.S.F. is, or where all the money 
is going. 

In recent weeks, the Washington Post 
and former Indochina veterans have 
charged that the United States is 
advising or supporting ground troops in 
Cambodia, in violation of a 1970 act of 
Congress. 

Schroeder says she “‘suspects”’ that any 
American effort in Cambodia is being 
financed with M.A.S.F. money. 
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The other Chavez and the Farm Workers

quit the Community Service 
Organization, where he’d 
worked with Saul Alinsky, to 
organize farm owrkers, his 
younger brother Richard was 34. 
Richard was not inclined to give 
up his skilled union carpentry 
work to join Cesar: he had made 
it out of the barrio, past its 
poverty and his own bitter fruit- 
picking days. (That barrio was 


called Sal Si Puedes — Get Out 
If You Can.) 

But the brothers, just two 
years apart, were basically 
inseparable. Shortly after, when 
Cesar began organizing in 
Delano — which yeilds 60 
percent of the table grape crop 
— Richard joined the 
movement. With Dolores 
Huerta, Virginia Rodriguez and 
Nick Jones, and the others, 


ADV.

Richard has since remained 
beside Cesar: first, for the 
miracle of forcing the grape 
growers to cave in, in 1970, when 
they signed the only bona fide 
labor contracts in farm labor 
history; and, last summer, to see 
the union receive a near- 
devastating blow when some 45 
grape growers refused to renew 
these agreements. 

These growers had had “too 
damned much democracy” from 
Chicano and Filipino and Black 
workers’ running their own 
grievance committees, refusing 
old-time speedups and short- 
changing. For 100 years, labor 
contractors had delivered 
bodies, never bothering 
landowners about pesticide 
protections nor seniority rights. 
When the first UFW three-year 
contracts expired in 1973, the 


growers found an easy route Richard Chavez 
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back to the old system. Without 
union elections, they signed 
their workers with Western 
Conference of Teamster bosses. 
They got back their labor 
contractors — but 10,000 skilled 
workers walked out of the 
orchards. 

UFW’s crisis ridden summer 
ended with more than 5,000 
strikers jailed for defying anti- 
picket injunctions and then the 
violent deaths of two workers. 
(Phoenix, Aug. 28, 1973.) 

International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters president Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons “promised loudly” 
to return the territory WCT had 
raided. But Fitzsimmons very 
quietly — if not unexpectedly — 
went back on what he said,” was 
the way Richard Chavez put it 
last week in an interview 
following a spring rally which 
brought 2000 marching 
supporters to Boston City Hall 
Plaza. 

Huelga ’74 

The demonstration marked 
the opening of the United Farm 
Workers’ 1974 offensive against 
the new grape crop which ripens 
in the southern Coachella region 
in late April.

of these women were Diana 
Rabenald and Debbie Franco, 
and they decided that this 
meeting of women in film was 
too important to be a one-shot 
event. They enjoyed working on 
the fair, and enjoyed also 
gaining both the experience and 
prestige that went with it — but 
they also found themselves 
acutely aware of their own 
powerlessness. They were not 
getting paid for their work, and, 
although they had known in 
advance that this would be the 
case, they resolved that they 
would never again be in a 
position to be grateful for the 
chance to work for nothing. “We 
realized,” says Diana, “that the 
media doesn’t recognize us as 
skilled professionals with whom 
one draws up contracts, pays, 
looks to for jobs.” 

At the same time they were 
exhilarated to be working with 
other women in their area. ‘Yes 
We Can’ became a first step 


toward getting together with 


other women filmmakers on a 
regular basis. 

On Wednesday, March 13, 
they had their first meeting, 
which they advertised through 


the local media. About 45 
women showed up, enthusiastic 
about meeting each other and 
working together. They 
discovered among themselves a 
variety of film-related skills — 
editing, camera work, 
production, distribution — and 
decided to run workshops for 
each other and other interested 
women. They applied to the 
University Film Study Center, 
who offered them space to hold 
meetings and access to their files 
and other informational sources. 

The group’s immediate goal is 
to get funding for some of its 
members’ projects, hopefully 
through institutions such as the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts, as well as from individual 
donors interested in furthering 
women’s success in filmmaking. 
They plan also to pressure 
government agencies, 
universities, television studios, 
ad agencies — anyone who hires 
people to make films. “Until 
now,” Debbie says, “they used 
the excuse that they didn’t know 
any women to hire. We’re going 
to make sure that excuse 
becomes invalid.’’ They are 
gathering information on what 


and where sources for film jobs 
are: ““We want both to seek out 
existing job opportunities and to 
create new ones.” 

They are not emphasizing the 
production. of specifically 
feminist films — though they 
feel that most of the women 
attracted to a venture like theirs 
will probably have some 
feminist attitudes. The 
limitations imposed by a 
demand for feminist content 
would be ‘too severe, both 
practically and creatively. 
Feminism isn’t necessarily 
commercially salable, and they 
are concerned with helping 
women earn money using their 
skills. Further, Diana 
emphasizes, they want to help 
women expand their talents, to 
use them in whatever ways are 
most satisfying to themselves: 
“The concept of restricting 
women to feminist films is in 
itself highly oppressive.” Still, a 
woman’s consciousness of 
herself as a woman is bound to 
affect her work, and it is not 
unreasonable to conjecture that 
work done by a woman would 
lack some of the rampant 
objectivication, let alone 


mysogyny, that parades through 
so much of the commercially 
successful media. 

Already, the Women 
Filmmaker’s Cooperative is 
beginning to attract attention. 
The Boston Globe did an article 
on them in early March, and on 
March 20 Debby and another 
woman in the group, Mirian 
Weinstein, appeared on Channel 
5 TV’s Good Morning show to 
discuss the group and to show a 
segment of Miriam’s ‘Yes We 
Can’ film. Hopefully, they'll 
attract more attention as they 
proceed with their projects. 

According to Debby and 
Diana, even the best-known 
women filmmakers are rarely 
offered well paying commercial 
contracts. But if the Women 
Filmmakers Cooperative 
succeeds, that won’t be the case 
much longer. 


The women’s media is 
flourishing in the Boston area. 
Future articles will deal with the 
Second Wave, the new feminist 
newspaper, the three feminist 
radio and one feminist TV show, 
and other aspects of the growing 
feminist media.

Eagle UFW seals. “We had a 
call from some friends ... and, 
the way it turned out, the 
airport workers would not 
handle the hot shipment 
either.”

For all the Reagan-types in 
the California State Legislature, 
Chavez indicated the union also 
has “many strong friends.”’ For 
the first time, the pro-UFW 
legislators have introduced a no- 
strings-attached bill which, if it 
passes, would finally permit 
secret ballot union elections. 
There is no doubt which union 
the workers would choose, given 
a legal choice — always denied 
under federal laws. 

This unusual support followed 
an accident in January which 
sympathetic Californians view 
as a massacre. Nineteen lettuce 
workers died while being 
transported by a labor 
contractor to the High and 
Mighty ranches near the 
Mexican border. It is charged 
that, contrary to safety 
requirements, the contractor’s 
bus seats were improperly 
secured, creating what one 


survivor described as “‘a prison 
of seats.”’ The deaths were 
caused by drowning when the 
bus overturned in a lettuce 
irrigation ditch. 
Whither Hoffa? 

The rank-and-file anger on 
the part of dissenting 
Teamsters, which simmered in 
August in the wake of the earlier 
farmworker tragedies, appears 
more hostile after this new 
disaster. A Boston Teamster, 
from one of four IBT locals 
whose pro-UFW rank-and-filers 
marched under a 10-foot yellow 
cloth TEAMSTERS SUPPORT 
FARM WORKERS banner, said 
at the rally ““Now we're going to 
ask Mr. Hoffa how he feels about . 
farm workers.” 

While James R. Hoffa’s 
attorneys fight to kill the caveat 
on his parole restricting him 
from running a labor union until 
1980, the former Teamster boss 


is lining up old-time backing via 
a prison reform campaign. (This 
toward his announced challenge 
to Fitzsimmons in 1976.) Hoffa’s 
friends (including figures who’ve 
gained notoriety outside the 
IBT, such as former 
Massachusetts judge Richard 
Gordon, earlier convicted and 
disbarred in the Boston 
Common underground garage 
case) have rallied to set up local 
National Association for Justice 
chapters for Hoffa. If the 
sentiments of Califorinia and 
local rank-and-file are a test, 
Hoffa must field direct 
questions about farm workers in 
the course of his prison reform 
stomp and declare himself on 
this increasingly sensitive issue.

communities (with populations 
of 20,000 or more rather than the 
current bottom limit of 50,000), 
requiring the posting of rent 
levels in the buildings, setting 
up tighter eviction standards, 
and prohibiting landlords from 
charging a “finder’s fee” for 
locating an apartment in one of 
his own buildings. 


All these measures will be 
heard by the Local Affairs 
Committee on Wednesday, 
April 10 and both sides are 
drumming up their troops for an 
impressive turnout. Richard 
Frankovich, assistant managing 
director of the Rental Housing 
Assn. has been saying of late 
that chances are good for 
outright repeal of the rent 
statute because “tenants are not 
as organized or outraged as they 
were in the late sixties.” 


Tenant groups from all across 
the state, however, have been 
organizing for a massive turnout 
April 10 to prove him wrong. A 
spokesman for one, pointing out 
that we now have the highest

in the last year, said tenants 
should, in fact, be more 
outraged now than ever. 
Tenants are also organizing 
for the adoption of the state rent 


statute in Lowell, Brockton, 
Pittsfield and other 
communities. Only Boston, 
Brookline, Cambridge, 


Somerville, and Lynn have so 


_ far adopted the law, although 


Waltham has, under special 
legislation, its own weaker rent 
review board much like that 
which existed in Boston until a 
year ago. 


And it was the change to the 
tougher state law in Boston, 
where 70 percent of its members’ 
properties are located, that got 
the RHA all riled up. “The law 
is very damaging to the 
industry,’’ Felischhacker 
claimed. “It’s self-defeating. 
The supposed reason for it is a 
shortage of housing, but you 
can’t rehabilitate or build in a 
city that has rent control. 
Builders go to communities and 
states that don’t have it and 
that lowers the tax base.” 

There’ has been a drop in 


construction in Bostor since the 
adoption of rent control, but 
tenant groups blame it on high 


interest rates and the lack of 


available construction funds, 
not rent control. They will, in 
fact, show up at the hearing 
armed with statistics showing 
that both new construction 
(based on building permits 
issued) and maintenance (based. 
on amounts spent on capital 
improvements) have increased 
dramatically in the other four 
communities since the adoption 
of rent control. 


Anyway, notes one tenant 
spokesman, the argument that 
rent control discourages new 
construction makes no sense 
because rent control doesn't 
cover new As 
written now, the law only co. ers 
units built before’ January |. 
1969. 

However, despite the promise 
of campaign money and all the 
other agitation, it seems highly 
unlikely at this point that the 
legislature woulu move this year 
to repeal a law that vill expire of 
its own accord early next \ear 
anyway. 

Indeed, it’- doubtful that the 
legislature will touch 
emotional and controver-iai 
election at al! until it gets ‘he 
fall elections out of the way 
meaning that the moves to 
strengthen and extend the law 
are doomed as well until next 
year’s session. ““Have you ever 
known them to act on anything 
controversial before the last 
minute?’’ asked one key 
legislative aide. 

But if there is no positive 
action this year, the real danger 
to the survival of rent control 
will come next session, with the 
clock running, and with the 
legislature in the position of 
being able to kill the law simply 
by taking no action at all — 
something it is very good at.

There will undoubtedly be an 
adverse reaction among Boston 
fans, just as there was in some 
circles on the team. Among the 
Latin players, Juan Marichal, 
and Diego Segui were extremely 
disappointed, and Rogelio 
Moret visibly shaken by the 
news.

Fisk described it as 
“inevitable,”’ and Bill Lee added 
that “‘you have to expect that 
when he’s building a team 
stressing pitching, speed, and 
defense, he’s going to eliminate 
players who lack speed and can’t 
play defense. Sure, those guys 
were great players, but they 
were ready to be bronzed.

I realize that in this business 


you're supposed to become 
inured to this sort of thing. It’s 
all part of the game, as they say, 
but I must confess to a feeling of 
personal loss as well, especially 
in the case of Cepeda, who had 
been a close friend in his one 
year in Boston.

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Moon Shooters: Forerunners of the Streakers

Giving all this credit to 
streakers, and none to their 
silent ancestors, the moon 
shooters, is like praising the 
sound track from “Clockwork 
Orange”’ without acknowledging 
Beethoven. Moons and mooners 
have gone the way of all fads, 
“but live on in the hearts of 
many. There still exists a 
dedicated core of nostalgic 
mooners. They chuckle wisely at 
the kids of today, and bristle to a

‘egend, the moon originated 
« the campus of Brown 
University in carly 1959. The 
term ‘“‘moon™ was not yet 
attached to this sport in its early 
days. At first it was called a 
“gotcha”. This was derived from 
the simultaneous exclamation at 
the time of execution of 
“Gotcha!” The recipient, were 
he a good sport, would then 
reply ‘“Hadja!” If it were a 
fraternity scene, this exchange 
was often followed by “Didja?” 
and “‘Betcha’’. 


At first the term “moon” was 
only used in reference to a 
mobile gotcha. A moon was 
thrown from a moving auto or 
train window, as was done from 
Providence to New Haven in 
1959. Let’s see any streaker 
match that for will power, 
endurance, and pure 
unmitigated gall. Don’t forget, 
this was before the days of any 


kind of sexual revolution or 
radical development. Exposing 
one’s self, no matter what the 
intent, was a high crime against 
nature and state. In those days, 
there wasn’t any photographer 
from Time chuckling into the 
back of his camera ready to treat 
this ultimate social gesture the 
same as telephone booth 
stuffing. Things were more 
serious then. Mooning wasn’t 
considered to be very funny by 
the American populace. It was a 
clear cut morals offense, and 
careers were ruined and 
educations interrupted or ended 
by misplaced moons. 


One particular lad of spirit 
was suspended from high school 
for a week in the wake of a 
mooning incident in 1963. His 
baseball team bus was returning 
from a 16 to 1 thrashing, when it 
passed the Millersville State 
Teacher’s College Girl’s Choir 
bus. The driver of the team bus 
looked out of his side view 
mirror, to see how much room he 
had as he passed the choir bus. 
He veered! Could his eyes 
deceive him? No, there were 11 
derrieres rammed out of the 
eleven windows on the choir side 
of the bus. One of those 11 chilly 
asses belonged to our lad of 
spirit. He was sent home from 
school for a week, along with the 
owners of the ten other moons. 


Mooning had elaborate 
scoring systems, that varied 
from area to area. Moors were 
rated on how many people saw 
them, and on how shocked the 
recipients were. One record that 
still exists is held by a, now 


prominent, Baltimore attorney. 
He mooned a seaside convent in 
Cape May, New Jersey, from 
water skis. His mooning career 
ended a short time later, 
however, when after mooning a 
beach full of picnickers, he fell 
off his skis in about three feet of 
water. The three feet of water 
was, needless to say, just a few 
short yards from the beach and 
its angry picnickers. 


Another record which is likely 
to remain intact for a while, is 
held anonymously. This was 
when the Philadelphia Eagles 
played their home football 
games at the University of 
Pennsylvania’s Franklin Field. 
A moon appeared from a window 
of one of the university buildings 
that border the field. It caused 
such a commotion that a TV 
camera swung over to catch all 
the excitement. The camera 
man didn’t realize that all the 
excitement was being caused by 
a moon, until he had broadcast 
it from coast to coast. 


Two of the prime suspects in 
this caper were a famous Penn 
duo, known for their exhibitive 
antics. They had unknowingly 
laid the ground work for 
streaking in 1959. They had 
retrieved the lower legs from old 
khaki pants that had been cut 
into Bermuda shorts. Putting on 
shoes and socks, and taping 
these pant legs to their calves, 
they had only to don their trench 
coats to be fully dressed for a 
party. They were counted out, 
however, as detectives came to 
realize that they acted only as a 
team, and this TV moon was 


definitely a single act. 

Most accusing fingers pointed 
to “The Master Moonster,” a 
student at Franklin and 
Marshall College in nearby 
Lancaster, Pa. His actions 
remain unaccounted for on that 
fateful day, and he was certainly 
the right man for the job. If it 
weren't The Master, it’s only 


‘ because he didn’t think of it in 


time. 

The Master’s major claim for 
prominence in the era, was the 
invention of “Gotcha Pants’’. 
He created these by cutting a 
large hole in the upper part of 
the seat of his trousers. A sport 
jacket would cover this dreadful 
secret, until the wearer bent 
over, then — Gotcha! The 
Master took this basic theme 
one step further. He created 
what were, perhaps, the first 
pair of formal Gotcha Pants. He 


was then to take the Gotcha to - 


New York. 


It was Christmas vacation of 
1959. At a large formal dance, 
the Master, smiling, a drink in 
one hand, the hand of an 
unsuspecting young lovely in the 
other, moved to the center of the 
dance floor. He managed to 
achieve silence and the spotlight 
to announce a toast. All eyes and 
lights were on him. As he 
readied for his toast, he dropped 
his handkerchief. He bent over 
to pick it up. GOTCHA! New 
York society had seen its first of 
many moons. 

The Master had one follower, 
whose dedication was so devout, 
that he became known as “The 
Apprentice Master’’. It was the 


Apprentice, who took the moon 
to Europe. It was in the summer 
of 1960 — the Apprentice was 
touring Europe on a 1946 Harley 
Davidson motorcycle. He found 
himself in a Flemish art 
museum. There he stood, 
standing in front of a 
masterpiece of such value that 
an early closed circuit TV 
camera was trained on it. The 
Apprentice thought long and 
hard, looking back and forth, 
between the camera and the 
painting. Soon, he was alone 
with the camera, and his 
mission was obvious. European 
closed circuit TV had been 
introduced to the moon. 


The days of the moon were the 
days of heroes. There was the 
occasional woman hero who 
would throw a “poached egg”’, 
by pressing her breast up to a 
window. There were moons 
thrown from motorcycles, cars, 
boats, trains. There were moons 
being thrown from everywhere. 
Pyramid moons, double and 
triple moons, moons 
everywhere, and each one more 
illegal than the last. Each one 
punishable by imprisonment. 
Streaking is funny. It’s okay, 
but it’s nothing new. 


Where are these great figures 
today, you may be asking. The 
Master Moonster is a terribly 
successful corporate lawyer in 
New York city. The Apprentice 
is a film producer, with two 
nationally released films. The 
dynamic duo from Penn are, 
architect and playwright. The 
lad of spirit is living in a 
commune in Nova Scotia.

per-Eating Supplanted Streaking?

ATSUGI, Japan (Reuters) — 
Four Holstein cows are digesting 
old newspapers at the rate of 
about four and a half pounds a 
day — and still yielding good 
milk. 

They consume their reading 
matter mixed with ses. It 
provides a sixth of t ed. 

Officials at the rmment 
livestock farm near heré, which 
is experimenting with the 
newspaper feed, said it is 
cheaper than hay but contains 
little protein. More studies are 
needed before newsprint is 
accepted as a regular animal 
feed, they said. 

Although eating one’s words 
has been a general practice in 
many civilized societies for 
centuries, the consumption of 
entire newspapers. let alone 
individual sections of them, is a 
new cultural phenomenon. A 


. man from Chicago, Illinois, was 


reported in 1968 to have eaten a 
paragraph from one of that city’s 
dailies, the Sun-Times, and 
suffered no ill after-effects; but 
until recently we have been 
without any account of people 
dining on more than short 
paragraphs and wire service 


dispatches. We have noted the 
report of a Nixon-supporter in 
Austin, Texas who tried to chew 
up a column implying the 
President’s involvement in the 
milk scandal, but he coughed up 
the lead sentence and was 
unable to eat any futher, 
disqualifying this as an actual 
case newspaper-eating.. And 
Mrs. Ruth Everston of Syosset, 
L.I. was written up in a 
Newsday human interest feature 
for her practice of snacking on 
her favorite New Yorker 
cartoons, but of course that is 
not a newspaper. She did, 
however, lunch on the Newsday 
story about her. 

But in the last few weeks a 
growing number of people have 
written and phoned in with 
reports of newpaper and 
periodical eating. One of the 
more startling concerns a man in 
his early twenties from Amherst 
who fasted for an entire week, 
allowing himself nothing but the 
Boston Globe’s book section 
which, of course, is pretty 
meager fare. Since, he tells us, 
he has gone back to meat and 
potatoes and an occasional color 
photo from Sports Illustrated. A 


womdfA Iruu La Jolla disclosed 
that she had been eating 
excerpts from the Nationl 
Review. She stopped after her 
husband complained that her 
speech had become garbled and 
her thinking fuzzy. An eager 
social worker in- the San 


- Francisco Bay area fed on 


nothing but back issues of the 
Psychoanalytic Review for five 
days and then opened up a 
psychiatric practice. An Onio 
housewife named Miriam 
Claussen says she fed her two 
teen-age sons the TV Guide, 
hoping they would no longer feel 
compelled to watch the shows it 
listed. In New York, a theatre- 
goer became so disgusted during 
a performance of Ulysses in 
Nightown that he at his Playbill 
and had to be carried from the 
theatre in the Second Act. Here 
in Boston, a man from 
Weymouth confessed that he 
has regularly eaten George 
Frazier’s column in the Globe 
because, “that is the highest 
compliment I can pay a fine 
writer.” 

While many officials dismiss 
the new trend as a public mania 
more important than 


streaking,’’ others have 
expressed deep concern. Dr. 
Robert Niacin, a nutritionist 
employed by the FDA, stated 
that ‘‘Not only does the 
ingestion of printed matter 
disturb the homeostasis of the 


digestive tract, but may even 
have a permanent damaging 
effect on the central nervous 
system. I would encourage 
anybody who is tempted by this 
new fad to stay away from all 
printed material, particularly 
liberal publications.” 

Reverend D. Billy Ratter of 


, Dorchester was not alarmed by 


the new fad. “However,” he 
added sternly, “‘I will say that it 
has gone too far when someone 
begins to eat the Good Book, 
thinking he can absorb the 
wisdom of the ages.” 


‘Not only are the reasons tor 
eating newspapers and 
magazines many — some eat out 
of hate, others out of love, others 
merely out of hunger — but 
people are evidently trying 
‘various ways. to serve their 
preferred reading matter. 
Although newsprint tends to 
tear when spread with peanut 
butter or mayonnaise, such 
condiments go well with heavier 
stock and magazine covers. One 
gourmet in Cambridge said she 
discovered ‘‘a delightful 
canape”’ by placing small 
squares of the Herald-American 
covered with tuna fish in the 
oven for fifteen minutes and 
serving them with crisp celery 
stalks. 

Although most people 
consider newspaper-eating as a 
passing fancy, others foresee 
that it will pose grave political 
problems. As Marxist History 
Professor Kevin Linger of 
Harvard put it: “Is it fair that 
the upper classes will eat fine 
paper stock like Harper’s, 
Realites, and Daedalus when the 
lower will have to make do with 
such meagre fare as the daily 
papers and a few tabloids?”

SAVAGES Directed by James 
Ivory. Produced by Ismail 
Merchant Written by George 5S. 
Trow and Michael (Donoghue 
With: Sam Waterson, Kathleen 
Widdoes, Martin Kove, Ultra 
Violet At the Allston Cinema. 

Savages is a biting mock- 
drama about the rise and fall of 
civilization, told within the 
framework of a single day. A not 
particularly noble band of 
savages wanders out of the forest 
to discover an abandoned 
mansion. Within a couple of 
hours, the savages have evolved 
into a collection of ultra- 
sophisticated jerks and 
neurotics who pin down the 
futility of their pretensions in a 
series of scathing tableaux. The 
scene at the mansion after the 
transformation is withering; 
writers Trow and O’Donoghue 
have covered an immense 
amount of human futility in a 
brilliantly economical 
screenplay that suggests 
everything. 

The scenario may strike some 
viewers as a bit perplexing; it 
helps to have seen director 
Ivory’s previous work 
(Svakespeare Wallah) or to have 
read the National Lampoon, 
where the type of dialogue the 
ex-savages employs can be 


found. The jaded, neurotic types 
of Savages talk past one another 
so frequently one suspects they 
lost their ability to hear when 
they gained speech. Thayer 
David, in a brilliant portrayal of 
a blubbery-lipped, cigar- 
chomping, overbearing, vaguely 
Teutonic capitalist, says 
fabulous things about the state 
of the union and the railroads; 
his words have indisputable 
meaning to some situation, but 
the purpose of Savages is to pull 
out those situations, allow us a 
good long look at the set-up. The 
Capitalist, isolated, attempting 
to pass on his petty intrigues to 
persons totally abosrbed in their 
own, becomes a piece of fiction 
all by himself. 

This is true of virtually every 
character; the Debutante. the 
Child (who automatically has to 
eat at a table by herself,) and 
Asha Puthli, a black girl 
captured by the savages before 
they got. civilization, who 
subsequently becomes the maid. 

The film is exquisitely shot 
and delicately structured, with a 
consistency of mood that 
precludes broad farce. In fact. 
small portions of the movie 
taken out of context might seem 
to be intense moments from

some well-written drawing room 
melodrama. The scripts seems 
dense, in a way, for the writers 
eschew farce for the stuff of real 
conversations; half the time, the 
speaker realizes that no one is 
list€ning, so his words become 
even more tedious in his effort to 
make them consequential. 

The cast is brilliant. The film 
is rather like attending the party 
pictured within and watching a 
variety of real people, who are 
also broad symbols, bitch each 
other to death.

Three Tough Guys is 
remarkably inconsistent in 
quality, but on the whole it is a 
case of a tiresome script, 
partially salvaged by competent 
direction. It is never really 
boring, it is never very good, but 
you could do worse. 

Italian Duccio Tessari 
directed this fourth in the series 
of Dino de Laurentiis-American 
crime pictures. His bright 


touches consist almost entirely 
of sight gags, superior 
architectural composition, 
curious evocations of Venice in 
Chicago and some effective, if 
stagey, blocking of scenes. Much 
of this is certainly 
understandable from the man 
who wrote the script for the 
granddaddy of. spaghetti 
westerns: A Fistful of Dollars, 
slow, stagey, and entirely visual 
as it was. 


When Lino Ventura (as a 
parish priest turned detective in 
order to learn why an old friend 
was murdered) is saved in the 
nick of time from being 
incinerated in a steel furnace, 
Tessari indicates the closeness 
of the call by showing Ventura’s 
shoe soles smoking. A mundane 
alley brawl, in which the 
athletic Ventura beats off a 
couple of punk assailants, is 
enlivened visually by having the 
fighters stumbling over a 


_ drunken derelict who gets 


knocked to the ground every 
time he regains his feet. That is 
pure comedia dell’arte slapstick. 
And later, when we see the 
derelict’s’ hideaway, the rear 
wall is painted to represent St. 
Mark’s Piazza in Venice, and 
real pigeons are loose in the 
place. Oddly enough, none of 
these touches derive from. the 
supposedly realistic genre of 
crime thrillers. All come 
paradoxically from such non-

films, and stage comedy. 


Unfortunately, Tessari’s work 
with his actors is not so 
interesting as his work with the 
camera. In her first scene, Paula 
Kelly (as the only survivor 
knowing the whereabouts of a 
million dollar stash) is left 
standing in the middle of her 
bedroom, breathing heavily 
from a beating dealt out by ex- 
cop Issac Hayes, waiting for the 
director to cry, “Cut.” She has 
no business to perform; neither 
the barren script nor the director 
has provided her with anything 
to do. 

Apart from the scattered 
moments of cinematic credence 
and some isolated attractive 
touches by cameramam Aldo 
Tonti, Three Tough Guys is 
morass of flaws. None of the 
characters is significantly 
defined. Fred Williamson, 
though star-billed, is little more 
than a cipher. In most of his 
scenes he is indecipherable 
behind the steering wheel of a 
menacing Thunderbird. 


Except for the blacks, who are 
American all, the entire cast is 
Italian. The dubbing of the 
dialogue into English is very 
lumpy and contributes to the 
overall sloppy appearance of the 
film.

Music:Scaling the Heights Obscurity 


By almost all rights two fine 
new albums, Steely Dan’s 
Pretzel Logic and B.W. 
Stevenson’s Calabasas, should 
suffer the fate most good middle- 
energy rock enjoys today: low- 
energy response. After all, 
they’re filled with tuneful 
material, intelligently arranged, 
lovingly produced and 
performed with. winning, 
undemonstrative originality. 
With all this going for them, 
they should certainly scale the 
heights of album obscurity now 
occupied by such as Little Feat, 


\ Peter Frampton, Arlo Guthrie 


‘and even Jackson Browne. But 
both have proven an ability to 
make hit singles (Steely with 
“Do It Again” and B.W. with 
“My Maria”) and there’s no 
logical reason why they can’t do 
it again and wrest some 
recognition from a reluctant 
public. 

The Steely Dan Ip, the better 
of the two, has:a lesser chance of 
producing a single. Writers 


Becker and Fagen once penned _ - 


songs with a distinct air of Bard 
College decadence about them. 
Then, as staff writers for a 
recording company, they 
harnesssed their quirky but 
considerable talents to the 
commercial wheel. The hits 
culled from their first Steely 
Dan album (“Reelin’ In The 
Years’”’ and It Again’’) 
reflected this commercial 
training, though the lyrics had a 
hint of “Evergreen Review” in 
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CANADA TODAY 
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them. Countdown To Ecstasy, 
which followed, was a reaction 
to the debut album, a fierce, 
jangling proclamation of 
malaise and Manhattan 
jaundice. 

Pretzel Logic is essentially a 

reconciliation, an album of 
exceptional songs which are 
individualistic and accessible. 
The Becker-Fagen personality is 
there, but the lyrics are not as 
allusive as before and the 
melodies are infinitely more 
inviting. Two sparkling songs 
from the early years (“Charlie 
Freak” and “Parker’s Band’’) 
have even been reclaimed. Old 
demo tapes of these two songs 
(in the hands of a local music 
critic who once drummed for 
Becker and Fagen) are 
fascinating evidence that the 
two composers have come to 
understand, over the last four 
years, that even their best ideas 
must be put across in a manner 
which invites public 
understanding. 
“Charlie Freak” is an utterly 
doleful song, and the demo 
version gave it a funereal tempo; 
the album version rushes 
headlong (at least when 
compared to the original), 
sweeping us into its unhappy 
story line. ““Parker’s Band,” an 
invitation to a fellow musician 
to listen to a “new saxophone 
sensation” (Charlie Parker), is a 
spirited, irresistible boogie, the 
first song that catches your ear 
on the album. 


The two songs which have 
stayed with me the longest are 
the two most compassionate — 
**Ricki Don’t Lose That 
Number’? and ‘‘Any Major 
Dude.” “Ricki” is filled with 
any number of subtle lyric and 
musical touches: it begins “I 
hear you’re leaving, that’s okay / 
I thought our little wild time 
had just begun,” with Donald 
Fagen milking every nuance, 
wringing worlds of meaning from 
the key lines. The chorus builds 
to a crescendo, urging Ricki to 
hold onto ‘‘that number’’ 
because “‘you might use it if you 
feel better,” and then drops 
away for the line “when you get 
home,’’ emphasizing the 
isolation of ‘“‘home.”’ ‘“‘Any 
Major Dude” is a standard 
you'll-feel-better-in-the- 
morning song beautifully put, 
and given a wonderfully warm 
(and uncharacteristic) vocal by 
Fagen. The chorus tells us “Any 
major dude with half a-heart 
will surely tell you my friend / 
Any minor world that breaks 
apart falls together again.” 
Surely the most soothing words 
a will ever hear from Steely 


The keyboard fill on ‘Any | 


Major Dude,” like all the fills 
and all the short solos on the 
album, is both perfectly 
appropriate and new-sounding. 
Fagen (on keyboards) and the 
guitar player (I’ve never been 
sure whether Jeff Baxter or 
Denny Diaz takes those 


fantastic jazz-blues breaks) are 
inventive in the very best way: 
their instrumental ideas are in 
keeping with the whole Steely 
Dan tone, influencing the course 
of the music without calling too 
much attention to themselves.

' Stevenson is as wholesome as 


Steely Dan is weird. A Dallas- 
raised troubadour, he played 
folk music at the local folkie- 
hangout, the Rubaiyat, at age 
fourteen, moved on to rock and 
then to music school as a voice 
major (he was eventually thrown 
out for unruly behavior). His 
voice is what you notice first on 
his albums (of which Calabasas 
is the best). It’s a massive 
instrument, churchy in feeling, 
with a wide range of effects. On 
“Please Come To Boston,” the 
most moving song on the new 
album (and the highlight of his 
recent set at the Performance 
Center) his quavering tenor 
poses the plea of the rambler 
against the demands of his 
stationary girlfriend, whose lines 
are sung in an earthy baritone. 
He doesn’t primarily consider 
himself a songwriter (and with 
his voice, he can afford to be 
considered an interpreter) but a 
few of his songs here are 
excellent. “Roll On,” which 
would have been a good choice 
for a single, is a tight, melodic 
rocker given the kind of 
production and engineering 
which made “My Maria” such 
an inspiring single. “Here We 


Go Again” is a melodically 
lovely evocation of a 
troublesome relationship, 
described in honest terms 
without resort to cliche; B.W.’s 
singing here sounds like Jesse 
Colin Young with body. 


Stevenson has had good 
fortune, with the last two 
albums, in his selection of 
‘material. Daniel Moore wrote 
“Shambala,” (B.W.’s version, 
the first out of the box, enjoyed 
some success before being 
overtaken by Three Dog Night) 
and helped B.W. write “M 
Maria.” On the new album he’s 
offered “Look For the Light,” a 
gorgeous gospel sunburst which 
hasn’t fared well as a single. 
“Anna-Lisa” (by Carnes and 
Ellington) and “Little Bit Of 
Understanding” (K. Edwards) 
are pretty, low-key rockers 
which show off his voice. 

Stevenson’s problem (made 
even more noticeable by his 
Performance Center set) is a 
lack of compelling personality. 
His voice, and not his personal 
vision, holds. together 
Calabasas. But, as far as singles 
are concerned, the absence of 
singularity might help him 
garner a widespread audience. 
Steely Dan, on the other hand, 
try as they might, are always 
going to be a trifle outre to 
middle-American teenagers, 
One can only hope they don’t 
end up as the lost cause of jaded 
urbanites. 
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Waylon Jennings’ Honky Tonk Heroism

You’d no more expect a 
country music craze in Boston 
than segregated schools. Put 
aside such preconceptions — 
we've got both in the center of 
old-time, down-home 
Yankeeism. Doubters of racial 
isolation are referred to the St. 
Patrick’s Day parade, while 
skeptics of country music mania 
need only have looked in last 
week on Cambridge’s 
Performance Center. The 
vanguard of chic concert clubs 
and smoke-resistant house 
plants was jubilantly jammed 
for a double billing of Texas- 
born Waylon Jennings and 
hometown heroes John Lincoln 
Wright and the Sour Mash 
Boys. 

Even a chilly opening night 
had the air of an event. A virtual 
Waylon Jennings fan club came 
out to cheer the very presence of 
a singer whose last trip to 
Boston five years ago came as a 


cowboy star for unreconstructed - 


WCOP listeners. 


Waylon (with his Waylors) 
rode into town on the semi- 
cultish success of his latest and 
best of 14 RCA Ip’s, Honky Tonk 
Heroes, wherein he won his 
pedigree for what he shyly calls 
Nashville’s “‘“New Breed.” The 
growing species, with Kris 
Kristofferson as patriarch, has 
felt the influence of pop singer- 
songwriters and, accordingly, 
phased out some of the hokier 
trappings of Nashville. In the 
past, even some of Jennings’ 
gems had been lost, like good 
biscuits, in too much syrup. But, 
like Kristofferson, he has 
awakened to some of the 
advantages, both personal and 
financial, of putting. his music 
on a par with his entertaining. 
As Nashville’s style has grown 
ever more split-level and 
Winnebago-esque, Jennings has 
experimented with less pre- 
fabricated stuff. His good 
pickin’ and _ low-key 
introspection have found

appeal, at least in Cambridge 
(where John Lincoln Wright has 
pushed a lot of Jennings’ 
material) with the moneyed 
middle-class, always in search of 
new heroes. 

On stage at the Performance 
Center, there were visible’ signs 
of Waylon’s ongoing 
transformation. His appearance 
brings to mind an old American 
Bandstand fan contest wherein, 
for some strange reason, Dick 
Clark would match the body of 
one teen idol with the head of 
another (Phil Everly’s locks with 
Fabian’s bod). Jennings tucks a 
good-ole-boy belly in cowboy 
leather beneath a moustache 


~ and shoulder-grazing hair which 


he seems unused to. 
Understandably. He was 
raised in Last Picture Show 
country: Lubbock, Texas. He 
lists his influences as Hank 
Williams and Ernest Tubb, and 
got started professionally as a 
disc jockey for a station with call 


letters like a cattle brand. He - 


still does the station ID in disc 
jockey tones! ““This is K-Triple 
L (KLLL) from high atop the 
Great Plains tower in beautiful 
Lubbock.” Says Jennings of his 
recent “new breeding.” “I can’t 
really account for it. I guess I’ve 
just let myself go a little more.” 
A lot of his inspiration 
apparently has come from fellow 
Texan Billy Joe Shavers, writer 
of all the songs on Honky Tonk 
Heroes and many on the 
forthcoming follow-up This 
Time, due out in April. Shavers 
likens his country boy sagas to 
modern cowboy songs and the 
description is apt. There’s a Roy 
Rogers/Tex Ritter feel to the 
melodies he mixes with stories 
about Mexican arrests, 
abandoned hometowns and 
interstate ramblings. 
Equipment problems, in part, 
led to a rather uninspired 
Jennings performance but still 
didn’t obscure the natural 
match between Shavers’ songs 
and Jennings’ style. Waylon half- 
talks, half-sings in a personal 
baritone perfectly in keeping 
with the barroom ballad feel of 
the songs. Important, too, is his 
surprising guitar playing. Unlike 
almost any prominent country 
star, Jennings is his own chief 
accompanist, overshadowed 
only at times by harmonica 
virtuosa Don Brooks, 
challenging Charlie McCoy as 
the reed champ of Nashville. 
The slightly lackluster 
Jennings show did not at all 
deter a chorus of adulation. 
Once a hero is found, he can 
usually do no wrong. Ignored by 
admirers was a gnawing 
monotony to Jennings’ 
arrangements, most of which 
leaned heavily on a repetitious, 
waltzing bass line much like the 
Johnny Cash shuffle. 
Following a proven formula is 
a danger endemic to country 
stars, and Jennings’ next album 
will tell if he can really stake out 
a reputation as an innovator. 
The larger dilemma facing him, 


however, may be the difficulty of 
pleasing an audience — and 
even writing for one — with 
which he has very little in 
common. Unlike the Grand Ole 
Opry crowd, rock-raised 
audiences tend to discover and 
discard heroes like no-return 
bottles. There was evidence of

culture-shock backstage at the 
Performance Center as the pride 
of Lubbock was surrounded by 
doting New Yorkers with shag 
haircuts and Nikons. As he 
replied cordially to expressions 
of sympathy over tricky 
microphones and offers of 
drinks, Jennings answered a 
question about his view of such 
goings-on. 

“Are you surprised you’re so 
popular up here?’’ he was 
asked. 

He paused and replied as drily 
as West Texas. “Yeah, I ‘sure 
am.” 


Their resounding reception at 


the Performance Center was a 
special triumph for John 
Lincoln Wright and the Sour 
Mash Boys, well on their way 
toward giving Boston a local 
country band on a par with more 
southern latitudes. The boys 
have served a long 
apprenticeship at Kings, a hard- 
drinking hole in the wall 
considerably less elegant than 
the Performance Center next 
door to it. In the process of doing 
three sets a night there, the five 
Sour Mashers have perfected a 
repertoire ranging from country 
standards — especially Hank 
Williams and Bob Wills — to 
some successful, if derivative, 
originals. The key to the group is 
headliner Wright, a Maine boy 
raised on country music and a 
leader in various Boston bands 
for nearly ten years. Backstage 
at the Performance Center, John 
was a bit beside himself about 
appearing with the awe- 
inspiring Waylon Jennings. 
“This, to us, is like, say, 
Aerosmith being booked with 
the Stones,’’ he extolled from 
under his trademark suede 
cowboy hat. 

This observer actually found 
John to be the best part of the 
show, even if Jennings’ music is 
the more significant. Wright is a 
natural performer. He comes 
alive on stage and gets a whole 
club happy with him as he 
yodels his way through 
“Lovesick Blues” or “Honky 
Tonk Heroes.”’ Wright has a 
professional presence that 
transforms what would be a 
mediocre band without him into 
a dance-inspiring troupe. If you 
haven’t caught them around 
town, do so before they’re 
booked only at Music Hall and 
everyone’s fondly remembering 
the old days at Kings. If bars 


. aren’t your bailiwick, you can’ 


catch the Béys° performing, in 
the Sduthern tradition, on their; 
own Saturday morning radio 
show, a half hour beginning at 
12:30 on WHRB-FM. 
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Strawbs: Our Cousins.Who Art in Heaven

Dave Cousins is an unlikely 
looking angel. He is not built 
along saintly lines; his belly 
testifies to many years* 
patronage of the brewing 
industry. He possesses no 
unearthly grace, just the usual 
amount of awkwardness granted 
to mortals. He wears no halo, 
just a thatch of ruddy hair that 
he continually scratches. 

But when his band played at 

the Performance Center last 
Sunday, there was no doubt. 
Strawbs music contains an 
undeniable warmth that defies 
description; I call it 
“benevolence,” even in the face 
of lines like 
Crushed and broken in the end 
Hero watched his soul ascend 
Knowing that he was 
condemned 
To sail all alone to die. 
When the message matches the 
music, the effect is of a blessing 
conferred upon every listener, 
‘as in their classic “Benedictus” 
and their near-hit Down:” 
“By still waters I lay down with 
the lambs/In pastures green I 
made peace with my soul...” I 
noted more smiles in the 
audience than in any concert I’d 
attended in memory. 

The band performed Strawbs 
songs drawn from the last three 
albums, ranging from the lyrical 
“Tears and Pavan’’ to the 
dramatic “Grave New World.” 
Cousins played deftly and sang 
meaningfully, caressing his 
words with his quavering voice, 
emoting enough for the whole 
band. John Hawken looked 
down at his Mellotrons like they 
were a problem in engineering 
(“They give him a feeling of 
power,” Cousins told us later.) 
Bassist Chas Cronk was 
methodical; drummer Rod 


Coombes was enthusiastic. Lead 
guitar Dave Lambert had a 
chronic case of popstar grimace, 
but he sounded much more fluid 
than he looked, especially 
during his feature number, 
“Just Love.” But the band just 
played the songs; Cousins closed 
his eyes and lived them. 

Backstage at the Performance 
Center, Cousins traced for us 
the history of Strawbs from the 
very earliest, when, like all 
future British rockers, he picked 
up on Muddy Waters and 
Howlin’ Wolf. Unlike most, 
however, he saw them as 
practitioners of a particular 
offshoot of American folk music. 
He investigated the work of Pete 
Seeger and his British 
counterpart Ewan MacColl, and 
then he heard Ear! Scruggs. The 
banjo sound fascinated him, so 
he learned to play and founded a 
bluegrass band, the Strawberry 
Hill Boys. But he tired of 
playing old standards and began 
introducing his own songs, and 
he, guitarist Tony Hooper and 
string bass player Ron 
Chesterman became the 
Strawbs. 

After an interesting but 
unrewarding partnership with 
Sandy Denny, who was later to 
make her name with Fairport 
Convention, the Strawbs 
became a sufficiently successful 
feature in the British club scene 
to make a couple of English 
records. 

Cousins wanted a lead 
instrument at this point, so he 
rang up Rick Wakeman, who 
had also appeared on the first 
Stawbs album. Rick was playing 
in a crummy bar band at the 
time and jumped at the chance. 


‘Ron Chesterman also left, and to 


flesh out the sound further 


Strawbs enlisted electric bassist 
John Ford and drummer 
Richard Hudson. Hudson had 
just sold his drum kit due to 
impoverishment and played 
congas and sitar instead, which 
turned out to be lovely. They 
recorded their next album live, 
so no one could say it didn’t 
sound like them. 

Just a Collection of Antiques 
and Curios, their first release in 
America, contains the usual 
complement of eloquent Cousins 
tunes, in particular “Martin 
Luther King’s Dream,’’ a 
glimpse into the mind of a saint, 
and the love song “Fingertips.” 
Wakeman also contributed 
‘Temperament of Mind.” a 
rollicking piano solo. But the 
sound didn’t really gel until 
From the Witchwood, wherein 
Wakeman began playing his 
incredible battery of keyboards 
— and Cousins began writing 
songs suitable for a rock band. 
(Strawbs still get requests for 
“Sheep,” a powerful song of a 
youth’s first awareness of 
death.) This was also the album 
that gained Strawbs their first 
American attention, because 
Wakeman joined Yes shortly 
thereafter and people woke up to 
the fact that there were a 
Strawbs. 

Wakeman’s replacement was 
Blue Weaver, formerly of the 
British band Amen Corner. The 
Strawbs recorded Grave New 
World, possibly Cousins’ 
strongest writing to date, and 
did their first tour of America. In 
Boston, they played a Sunset 
Series show at Boston Common 
in 1972 behind Seatrain and 
Billy Preston — and stole the 
show, playing a brilliant 
“Sheep” and an intensely 
frightening ‘““Tomorrow” (from 


Grave New World). Hudson's 


drum solo had him playing his 
kit from all angles, as well as the 
amps, the stage floor, and his 
bass player. 

Tony Hooper didn’t like the 
increasingly electric direction of 


Stawbs and left, and is now 
producing dull songwriters for 
Columbia. He was replaced by 
Dave Lambert, a scruffy 
guitarist for the King Earl 
Boogie Band and a long time 
buddy of Cousins. He’d seen 
Cousins playing solo in a folk 
club and gone up to chat with 
him. It turned out they were 
neighbors; soon they were 
visiting each other regularly and 
trading riffs and tunes. Lambert 
taught Cousins how to play 
electric, while Cousins taught 
Lambert how to play acoustic, 
and they began to play the clubs 
together, throwing songs back 
and forth. Lambert was an 
excellent candidate for

“without 


Strawbdom, contributing 
suitable material and riffs to 
Bursting at the Seams. 

That title describes Strawbs’ 
next action fairly accurately. 
Hudson and Ford left to pursue 
commercial success, since the 
one Strawb hit single had been 
their “Part of the Union.” Blue 
Weaver left too, thinking 
Hudson and Ford would want 
him (they didn’t). At about this 
point, Cousins’ solo album, Two 
Weeks Last Summer, was 
released in England, and rumors 
were rife. But Cousins was 
undaunted and set about 
piecing together the new 
Strawbs. Rod Coombes came 
from Stealer’s Wheel, who had 
broken up at the same time, and 
‘From Juicy Lucy before that. 
Pianist John Hawken was in the 
original edition of Renaissance. 
but Cousins and Lambert had to 
call him out of a virtual 
retirement. Chas Cronk made 
his daily bread as a studio 
player, but after hours played 
experimental music with as 
many as a dozen other people. 


‘Together they wrote and 


recorded Hero and Heroine. 
Cousins remains a songwriter 
par. Touring 
commitments will prevent them 
from recording a new album any 
time soon, but he is writing new 
songs now, songs which return to 
the beatitude of Withchwood 
and bear no trace of the 
bitterness which has infused 
much of his work lately. 
Strawbs will surely continue 
as long as Cousins can write his 
beautiful and poetic songs. 
Their plans now include a visit 
back to Boston in three months 
or so, when they will doubtless 


‘play to more than a thousand 


smiles. 
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Paul Simon in Concert: LIVE 
RHYMIN* (Columbia PC 32855 ) 
Paul Simon, in this recording 
of his last year’s concert tour, 
successfully avoids the feeling of 
dispirited rehash endemic to 
most concert albums. The post- 
psychiatric Simon obviously has 
come to truly enjoy performing 
and remains proud of even his 
earliest songs. Fortunately, that 
is well-transmitted here in a 
record with the winning air of 
honesty and intimacy that has 
always been Simon’s strength. 

The 11 songs are a 
representative sampling of 
Simon’s New York folk/ rock/ 
Latin/ reggae/ gospel 
eclecticism, done up 
thoughtfully in new 
arrangements that revive even 
long-ago sounds of silence. 

Since his split with Art 
Garfunkel, Simon, either from 
inner security or a sense of his 
own limitations, has found 
accompaniment from many of 
the originators of sounds which 
have influenced him: This 
concert recording accordingly 
features South American 
flautists and percussionists 
Urubamba and the Jessy Dixon 
Singers, the youngest and 
jazziest of the many powerful 
Chicago black gospel choirs. 
Simon, pianist Dixon (the 
Marvin Gaye of gospel) and 
troupe breathe rollicking new 
life into “Mother and Child 
Reunion’’ and renew the 
emotional depths of “Bridge 
Over Troubled Waters” and 
“‘Sounds of Silence.’’ The 
strange combination of 
Brazilian flute and Elizabethan 
modalities works effectively in 
the Simon ballad of “Duncan,” 
the Maritime man who works 


his way to ‘‘sweet New 
England.” 

To his special credit, Simon 
retires to the wings as the Dixon 
Singers appear alone on “Jesus 
is the Answer,’’ whose 
tumultuous reception is proof 
that no audience can resist 
gospel once exposed to it. 
(Check out Dixon’s own discs on 
Savoy or Hob). And, lest it be 
forgotten, Simon remains a deft 
instrumentalist, carrying the 


“rhythmically intricate ‘‘Me and 


Julio” with his guitar. Thanks, 
too, to Simon for reviving as his 
encore “America,” a _ lesser- 
known composition that 
remains the best anthem penned 
for the knapsack and thumb 
ethic that took lots of us around 
America. There may not be 
quite so many cars to count on 
the New Jersey Turnpike, but 
we continue to look for America. 

It’s good to find Paul Simon 
dlive, well and remaining in the 
search.

Louis Armstrong/ Bobby 
Hackett/ Buck Clayton: TOOTIN? 
THROUGH THE ROOF; 
VOLUME 2 (Onyx ORI 213) 
Lester Young: PREZ IN EUROPE 
(Onyx ORI 218) 


A wide span of years separates 
us from the discoveries of Louis 
‘“‘Satchmo”’ Armstrong and 
Lester ‘“‘Pres’”” (or Prez) Young 
and, at least in Armstrong’s 
case, an even larger group of 
musicians who have made use of 
these discoveries. Age and 
changing style has made the 
context of these performances 
commonplace, but not trite. The 
towering presences of Armstrong 
and Young, two of this century’s 
supreme musical forces, have 
not crumbled. They can be 
heard; all it takes is a pair of 
open ears. 

Volume 2 of Onyx’s Tootin’ 
Through the Roof (the first 
volume was largely a dud) has 
an entire side of Armstrong. 
Recorded in Paris in 1934 with 
the best band available, Satch is 
captured at his technical peak, 
darting (with trumpet and 
voice) all over the music and 
tossing off high C’s as easily as 
he might laugh. There are a 
couple of tracks here that are 


marvelous total conceptions 
(“Song of the Vipers” and the 
two-part “Sunny Side of the 
Street’’), but the essence of 
Louis’ melodic-rhythmic genius 
is captured, for me, in just a few 
bars — the first break and what 
follows in his closing solo on 
“Super Tiger Rag.’’ The second 
side of the album has two of the 
best Armstrong disciples 
recorded eleven years later. 
Clayton, the mainstay of Basie’s 
trumpet section, has a 
particularly fine group including 
Teddy Wilson and Flip Phillips. 

The Lester Young recording 
contains previously unissued 
tapes of two European concerts. 
On a downslide that led to his 
death in early 1959, Pres is 
several years removed from his 
creative peak (Dan 
Morgenstern’s liner notes, an 
insistent defense of post-war 
Pres, protest too much). The 
brilliant asymmetry of his early 
work is noticeably absent, with 
most of the ideas forming in 
conventional four and eight-bar 
phrases. What remained were 
Pres’ nonpareil sense of the 
melodic and his uncanny power 
of relaxation. In nine minutes of 
blues choruses of ‘‘Lester’s 
European Blues” there isn’t one 
instant of strain. ‘““These Foolish 
Things” and “Polka Dots and 
Moonbeams,” two of Young’s 
favorite ballads, are further 
proof that soul need not be 
equated with sweat. 

When the reissues pour forth, 
as they do these days, our first 
tendency is to investigate 
players with some contemporary 
identification, and the older 
masters (who often recorded too 
early for the now-active labels) 
are overlooked. By all means 


~ check out Miles, Trane, Sonny, 


Monk and the rest on Prestige 
and Milestone, but don’t ignore 
Armstrong and Young on Onyx 
— they’re the foundation on 
which the later musical edifices 
stand.

Al Wilson: SHOW AND TELL 
(Rocky Road Records RR 3601 ) 


Al Wilson’s “Show and Tell’ 
was for me, one of the most 
pleasant AM hits in a long time, 
and surprisingly, it sounds even 
better on the album than it does 
on the car radio. I liked the song 
itself, and thought the band was 
solid and tasteful, but I was 
particularly impressed by 
Wilson’s performance. He 


managed to use the limits and and hope that we can hear a bit _ 


structures of the arrangement so 
that we had the feeling that he 
was restraining himself, and 
that he had a lot of power still on 
tap. His overall stance was 
relaxed, yet self-assured and 
forceful. 


The album is a 
straightforward, slick 
presentation of eleven songs, 
ranging from near-funk to 
orchestrated production 
numbers. Producer Jerry Fuller 
and arranger H.B. Barnum seem 
to be the men in charge here, 
having written six of the tunes. 
Their songs (including “Show 
and Tell,” and its carbon copy 
“Touch and Go”) are pretty 
much formula pieces. 


The arrangements are pretty 
drab and very derivative. The 
sources are plain as day: the 
drummer often sounds like Earl 
Young (of the “Philly Sound”); 
the horns, particularly on 
“What You See” sound like 
Jerry Ragovoy; on 
‘‘Moonlightin’,’’ there are 
spoken interjections, like 
“Shaft”; on “My Song,” the 
band stops to ‘‘give the 
drummer some.” The low point 
of the record is a hokey “stoned 
soul’? monologue, in the 
introduction to Leon Russel’s “A 
Song for You,” that would 
probably make even Barry 
White giggle. By contrast, | 
think that “Show and Tell” 
succeeds because of its 
simplicity, because all the 
“tricks” were left out. 

Specific mistakes aside, the 
general problem is a lack of 
enthusiasm, or feeling for the 
project at hand, which makes 
this record feel like a “product” 
straight out of the music factory. 
Even Wilson’s singing could 
stand an extra dose of 
conviction, to complement his 
superb technique. 

Which leads me to the 
outstanding feature of the 
album — Wilson’s singing. He 
seems to have a reservoir of 
vocal strength, and is always on 
top of the material. At times he 
seems a little too polished, or a 
bit too forceful, but he shows a 
good deal of responsiveness to 
the material. His range of styles 
is impressive, and he can 
comfortably sound either 
mellow or harsh. A friend of 
mine who once backed him up is 
of the opinion that the album 
barely touches on his ability. I 
can easily imagine it to be true, 


more of it next time around.

The Southland Stingers: PALM 
LEAF RAG ( Angel S-36074 ) 


At the risk of sounding like an 
outdated fogie who can’t 
appreciate an old tune sung a 
new way, I have to register a 
protest against the orchestration - 
of Scott Joplin’s rags. The 
newest example of the tortuous 
route Joplin tunes have to take 
between the original piano 
composition and the 
arrangement for orchestra is this 
album, recorded by the 
Southland Stingers with Ralph 
Grierson at the piano, and with 
George Sponhaltz holding both 
the pencil and the baton. Palm 
Leaf Rag (and other rags and 
waltzes) is a kind of follow-up to 
the Red Back Book Collection 
whose major claim to fame is the 
fact that it includes rags that 
have never ben recorded before 
in orchestrated form. 

The rags that fare best here 
are ‘‘Solace’’ (a Mexican 
serenade) which is successfully 
jazzed up with castanets, and 
“The Favorite,” which, unlike 
most Joplin rags, lends itself 
quite easily to arrangement for 
instruments other than piano. 
Casualties in this form are, 
notably, the purest rhythmatic 
rags whose complicated nature 
is ill-served, turned into a garble 
of boom de boom de booms and 
da de da de tums between the 
trumpets and tubas and drums. 
It’s not ragtime; it’s confusion. 

The most interesting sounds 
come when the flute and piccolo 
take over for the piano. The 
difference between the real thing 
and its embellished form 
becomes glaringly clear when 
the piano is allowed its solo 
interpretation of the rags. Those 
few short moments sound the 
purest, loveliest rendering of 
Joplin’s music. 

Sponhaltz has discovered a 
most acceptable orchestrated 
form for “‘Gladiolus Rag,” with 
the piccolo windily sliding its 
way through the melody and the | 
piano picking up the bass 
chords. Yet here again, when the 
piano comes through alone and 
the orchestra takes a breather 
you begin to wish they would 


_ take a nap, go for a walk, or do 


anything that might keep them 
from disturbing Grierson’s 
concentration.

Joel Polinsky and Janet 
Buchwald of Theatre Two, who 
run things in a reconstituted 
paper and box factory down on 
Broadway, are trying to 
establish a rep company after 
Joel and Steve’s success as a 
travelling two-man show. Under 
the omnibus title, they’re 
offering four one-acters of 
varying quality and interest: 
Changes (a triplet of 
improvisations); Brecht’s The 
Jewish Wife; Jam Session (by 
brother Steve); and Michael 
McClure’s The Cherub. Since 
the evening’s performance is 
intended to be “kaleidoscopic,” 
I offer some notes in 
complementary style. 

Changes. You can’t really tell 
if you’ve got two or three 
sketches here, but it doesn’t 
really matter, since the material 
is pretty thin. Some clowns 
pantomime a few bouncy circus 
stunts that are meant to be 
bright and audience-loosening, 
but things waver between 
straight ‘“‘fun” and satire. A 
circus would be natural here, 
because Theatre Two is a 
theater-in-the-square, but I 
don’t know why the audience all 
around me was chuckling 
knowingly. They really opened 
up in appreciation of the second 
part, a kind of lightly inane 
twitting of doctors and 
childbrith, with a few gags and 
fast, low dialogue overlapping. 
They’ve got me here, because 
Robert Altman’s been getting

this sort of thing down to a great 
minor art in recent years, and 
Stephen Breslow’s writing of the 
“improvisiation” can’t begin to 
get near it. Maybe a 
disproportionate number of 
interns and Harvard Med. 
people were there opening night. 
This is topped off with a short 
scene of child-role games and an 
abrupt, thuddingly pretentious 


symbolic closing comment on 
adult name-calling and 
aggression. All pretty modes 
quality here. 

The Jewish Wife. It’s not that 
we’re short on Brecht in the 
Boston area, it’s just that we 
keep getting the same piece 
performed (the Ensemble did it 
earlier this year). This time 
you'll see a smarter performance 


that doesn’t mess around with 
the text just for the sake of 
perversity. This Jewish wife 
burns her list of telephone 
numbers rather than offering the 
Gestapo a potential jigsaw 
puzzle. I clapped in my heart for 
that decision, and for whoever 
directed the play, since he or she 
also got the bit about the 
underwear right, and saw that 


the idea ’wasn’t to make a fickle 
and unfeeling whore of the wife. 
Cheers for the right ideas, but 
I’m not quite so sure about Lin 
Kosy’s movie-German accent, 
and apparently neither is she. A 
steady performance otherwise, 
and it’s worth seeing. 

Jam Session. The highlight of 
the evening, so this is where I 
put in my plug. Get down to 
Theatre Two and watch a 
genuine star in operation. I 
mean Elke Mackenzie, who, if 
the program notes are to be 
believed, is an ex-director of one 
of Harvard’s botanical 
institutes. She gives Steve 
Polinsky all he could ask for and 
more in a good, clever, funny 
play of a genre you’re probably 
familiar with (it’s a ‘‘jam 
session” because the characters 
are in search of the great 
sandwich of happiness). Go 
anyway, please. Elke Mackenzie 
is so good she practically 
overwhelms the tiny mime bit 
given her earlier in the evening 
in Changes, so she must be 
making up for it in Jam Session. 

The Cherub. I know someone 
somewhere must understand 
this brief, surreal piece that 
takes longer in the setting up of 
the stage than in the 
performing, but I don’t know 
who that someone could 
possibly be. Anyway, go see Elke 
again, this time as a bed (yes, a 
bed) that wakes from material 
slumber and is troubled by a 
question of philosophy. I suspect 
a king-size, critic-baiting put-on 
from McClure here, but the 
joke’s on him, because I plan to 
do my next review in code and 
force him to make a play out of 
it. Hah!

NEW HAVEN — When Otto- 
Werner Mueller made his way to 
the podium to conduct 
(brilliantly, as it turned out) the 
Brecht-Weill Rise and Fall of 
the City of Mahagonny at Yale 
Repertory Theatre a few weeks 
ago, he was wearing a red 
turtleneck shirt and no jacket; 
the members of the orhcestra 
were dressed casually, too. 
Before the first note had been 
sounded, a man sitting behind 
me (immaculately decked in 
dark suit, white shirt and tie, 
and shining hair-lacquer) said to 
his companion ‘‘That’s a 
disgraceful way for a conductor 
to dress!” Brecht and Weill 
would have loved that comment; 
it was just such people they 
intended to shake out of their 


complacency with the 1930 
premiere of Mahagonny in 
Leipzig. 


The Yale forces (with the aid 
of their School of Music) have 
done a superb job under Alvin 
Epstein’s sharp direction. 
Except for the unorthodoxy of 
plot, stage props, cynical 
message, and even more cynical 
music, Mahagonny is pure 
opera; there’s no spoken 

— everything is sung. A 
fabulous American Western 
town blossoms and festers in the 
desert, drawing con-men, 
whores, and gold-miners from 
Alaska. It feeds their lusts and 
pleasures, corrupts the last 
traces of human feeling, and 
utterly destroys the one man 


who naively holds on to the 
illusion of friendship as a virtue 
in the human world. 

Yale’s production is 
remarkable for several reasons. 
The major role of Jim, the hero 
who is executed merely because 
he is broke in a town where 
money is grace, is sung and 
acted with tremendous power 
and clarity by Gilbert Price. Not 
a word of Michael Feingold’s 
first-rate translation was lost in 
Price’s rendition. And the 
translation is worth listening to 
because of the cunning way in 
which it gets Mahagonny’s 
cynicism across through 
impeccable matching of verbal 
to musical stress. Here, for 
example, are a few famous lines 
which eventually hoist the hero 


by his own petard, and their 
effectiveness depends very much 
on the indicated italicized stress 
on three words in the first line, 
which matches exactly the 
musical stress: “In this world 
you must make your own bed,/ 
And no one will show you the 
trick./ So lie down and get 
kicked if you want to;/ As for 
bee I would rather stand and 
ick!” 


Jim’s whore, Jenny, is sung 
with superb bitterness by 
Stephanie Cotsirilos. Her 
singing of the most famous 
number in the show, “Moon of 
Alabama,” and her reprise of 
Jim’s “Stand up and kick” 
stanza toward the end of the 
opera, sent chill shivers down

Grace Keagy excelled in other 
roles, as did the fine veteran 
actor Frederic Warriner, though 
I found that the unspoken role of 
the town clown-drunk created 


seemed a bit contrived and out 
of place for the tone of Brecht’s 
libretto. Carmen de Lavallade, 
one of America’s fine dancers, 
had a chance to shine in a 
hilarious solo scarf-dance 
performed before the gold- 
miners in Mahagonny’s local

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Sculpture Fair Inman Sq.?

Proposals to put art in outdoor 
public places always seem to 
generate controversy. The recent 
proposal of a sculpture to occupy 
the triangular traffic island in 
Inman Square, Cambridge is no 
exception. 

As part of a federally funded 
Urban Beautification Program, 
Inman Square is to be 
spruced up with some bus 
shelters, benches, and trees. No 
controversy about that, so far as 
I know. But then there’s the 
traffic island which seems to ask 
for special treatment. The 
Traffic Department advised the 
planners that a tree was out of 
the question because the ground 
beneath. the island is thick with 
pipes and cables and would 
never be able to accomodate tree 
roots. 

By coincidence, I am told, 
Robert Sturgis, partner of Paul 
Felony, the architect handling 
the Square project, happened to 
be talking with the sculptor, 
Mark Faverman, at the time the 
traffic island problem was under 
discussion. Faverman, who is 
head of the Boston Visual 
Artists’ Union, and an urban 
designer as well as an artist, was 
invited to submit a proposal for 
a sculpture to fit the site. 
Faverman proposed a 35’ 
structure to be realized in sand- 
blasted concrete. The sculpture 
is basically a vertical column 
with a number of geometric 
shapes clustered around its 
upper half. Faverman sees those 
shapes as corresponding to the 

shapes of signs, the site being a 
crossroads, and, more 
symbolically, corresponding to 
the ethnic diversity of the 

“neighborhood. He spoke of the 
“totem pole aspect” the piece 
might have. The model and 
rendering I’ve seen recall David 
Smith’s “Cubi XII” in a vague 
way. Faverman’s piece involves 
a couple of concessions to the 
site: a bench, drinking fountain, 
and bulletin board at its base. 


On March 6, there was a 
meeting of citizens with 
representatives of the Planning 
and Development office to test

the proposed monumental 
sculpture. People who attended 
say that there was a good deal of 
citizen opposition to the project, 
and those voicing opposition 
pointed out that because the 
meeting was held after dark and 
in a room three flights up, many 
of the elderly people in the 
neighborhood who might have 
wanted to attend would have 
been deterred. So, there will 
soon be announced another 
meeting on the issue, this one to 
be held during daylight hours in 
a ground floor space, with plenty 
of publicity. At this writing, no 


definite time and place have 
been set. Anyone interested in 
attending can get the necessary 
information by calling the 
Planning and Development 
Office of Cambridge City Hall. 
Meanwhile there is a 
questionnaire available at the 
Inman Square Insurance 
Agency, 1361 Cambridge Street, 
designed to take the 
temperature of neighborhooc 
feeling about the proposed 
project. A scale model of the 
sculpture is also on display 
there. I went to pick up a 
questionnaire anticipating that 


a lot of people would have 
preceded me. I asked the 
gentleman manning the 
insurance office how public 
sentiment was running from 
what he could tell by having the 
model in his window all day. He 
said that apathy seemed to be 
the primary response. I was, he 
said, only the third person to 
come in for a questionnaire and 
they had already been available 
for several days. 


So I went directly to the street 
for a first-hand sampling of local 
opinion. A busy merchant didn’t 


object to the design itself but 
thought that the sculpture 
would only make it more 
difficult for people, especially 
strangers to the area, to orient 
themselves in the already 
confusing traffic situation. A 
lady shopper who lives in the 
neighborhood thought it would 
enhance the atmosphere of the 
Square but didn’t want 
something that would attract 
more people to the area. An 
elderly gentleman in a porkpie 
hat said “I have no use for art.” 
Several people I asked had only 
heard about the proposal by 
word of mouth and weren't 
interested in knowing more. 


The alternatives to going 
along with the proposed 
sculpture include leaving the 
island as is, and the possibility 
of a public competition to 
determine whose sculpture 
should occupy the site. The 
trouble with competitions is 
that they invariably leave 
everyone dissatisfied except the 
winner. It is to Mark 
Faverman’s credit that he is 
asking a very smail fee for his 
work on the project. His design 
is expected to cost about $8000 
to realize, a bargain price in 
terms of the contemporary art 
market. Faverman’s design has 
the advantage of being resistant 
to damage by vandals and 
weather, but the question 
remains: does a sculpture belong 
on a traffic island? Speaking as 
a critic, I don’t think it does. I 
prefer the traffic island empty in 
this instance just because the 
surroundings are so busy 
visually already that an 
energetic piece like Faverman’s 
could neither bring that 
busyness to a focus, nor stand on 
its own as sculpture. Of course, 
nobody’s seen the proposed 
piece on its proposed site and 
unfortunately, there’s really no 
other way to decide about it. But 
a certain amount of public 
outcry at the proposal is 
profitable if only because a little 
controversy will serve to 
acquaint people with the 
arrogance of planners and 
architects.

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Books: Practitioners Paley and Prose

ENORMOUS CH iNGES AT THE 
LAST MINUTE by Grace Paley. 


Farrar, Straus & Giroux, 198 pp.. 
$6.95. 


A few words of Grace Paley: 
She writes short stories and she 
has two collections, The Little 
Disturbances of Man 
(paperback; Plume, $2.95) and 
Enormous Changes at the Last 
Minute, a new book. There have 
been fifteen years between these 
books; too many for this 
impatient reader, but not, 
evidently, for Grace Paley. Early 
on, she explains the delay. 

In “Debts,” a woman calls 
and wants her to write about a 
grandfather who was with the 
Yiddish theater. Ms. Paley 
refused, saying that she had 
written such a store already (the 
altogether wonderful “Goodbye 
and Good Luck’’, in her first 
collection.) She explains 
further: “I said I had already 
used every single thing I knew 
about the Yiddish theater to 
write one story, and I didn’t 
have time to learn any more, 
then write about it. There is a 
long time in me between 
knowing and telling.” 

And that period of time, that 
hiatus —- one’s own life — is the 
major force in most of these 
stories. Grace Paley inhabits it; 
it overruns her, she honors and 
dramatizes it. It is as much her 
subject as New York City is, or 
her father or she, herself, is. In 
the title story of this book, a 
middle-aged woman becomes 
pregnant by an indolent, 
careless rock-and-roll-ish boy; 
her father, whom she faithfully 
visits at his hospital, is enraged 
that she will not marry. “After 
that, Alexandra hoped every day 


very end of it when ruin is 
absolutely retroactive.” 


The dramatization of such 
moments is as rare in fiction as 
they are difficult to see in life. 
Some moments are poised 
between knowing and telling; 
they come just as one knows, 
and can say what one knows. 
They are retroactive and 
prescient, they shade the past 
and determine the future. And 
they are the ones for which 
Grace Paley waits; and are the 
cause of her reticence. She has 
no story to tell, she has 
indicated, without such a 
moment; so the stories we have 
— it can be implied — are 
precisely those which she had 
meant to write and to publish. 
These are the stories which have 
filtered along her life and have 
gained a tenable hold on her 
imagination. And each, 
including the ones which are not 
successful, has at least some of 
that considered kind of weight 
and gravity, that sure amount of 
purpose and seriousness and wit. 


Such moments are 
unpredictable and happen at 
various ages and places. They 
happen to children and to the 
aged; in parks and subways; to 
those who are partially 
attractive and nearly fading; in 
two-family houses, in Flushing- 
like demi-suburbs; in fiursing 
homes and in between subway 
trains; to husbands- and wives 
who almost love each other and 
who almost do not flee to South 
America; they happen in mid- 
morning, in kitchens, or late at 
night. They are not the 
mainstream of the life; they are 
the interstices, the tiny, secular 
parables which reveal the truth 


sounds like someone talking on 
the telphone. In “Distance,” one 
such voice is indomitable: 
“That’s my John.” we learn, 
‘“‘And if you come with a 
Polaroid Land camera, you 
couldn’t snap much clearer.” 
Later, frustrated: ‘‘It is 
something like I am a crazy 
construction worker in 
conversation with fresh cement. 
Can there be more in the world 
like her? Don’t answer. Time 
will pass in spite of her slow 
wits.” In a few of the stories, 
Grace Paley melds into a woman 
called Faith. It is a felicitous 
tandem of names, for if you are 
going to run headon into the 
likes of New York City, fathers, 
women, wasting, children, 
wanting, trying and yelling — as 
the author of Enormous 
Changes at the Last Minute is — 
you are going to need a bundle of 
faith and grace, too; and 
probably some supply of charity 
and patience as well. Need 
some? They’re all available, 
here, down at your local. How 
can you turn them down? 


THE GLORIOUS ONES. by 
Francine Prose, Atheneum. 175 
pp.. $6.95. 


The Glorious Ones opens and 
closes with one character 
speaking to another in a dream, 
after having been released from 
the flesh by death. Throughout 
the novel different dimensions of 
reality pop into focus, dissolve 
and change: waking, dreaming, 
acting, imagining, remembering 

. nothing occurs merely in 
‘real”’ life. 

And that’s appropriate 
enough, because the characters 


in what is known as reality. 
They are The Glorious Ones: a 
troupe of commedia dell’arte 
performers in 17th century Italy, 
displaying their craft to street 
crowds and sometimes equally 
loutish crowned heads. They 
manage to evince practically 
every known human folly and 
weakness while still retaining 
that spark of supernal madness 
which makes artists, saints, and 
lunatics. 

Each figure tells his or her 
story in turn, but the plot — 
skimpy as it is — essentially 
concerns three characters. 
Flaminio Scala, the original 
leader and founder of The 
Glorious Ones, is gradually 
succumbing to age, lost love, 
and the diminishing esteem of 
the rest of the company. 
Francesco Andreini, once 
Flaminio’s protege, has 
managed through plotting plus 
his striking skill and presence to 
upstage Flaminio and assume 
effective leadership of the 
troupe. Then there is Isabella — 
unearthly beautiful, mysterious, 
melancholy — whom Francesco 
discovers (or so he thinks), 
marries, and places in the role of 
Inamorata, the Lover. 


Ms. Prose has chosen to 
dispense with most of the props 
of standard historical novels. 
There are few details of time and 
place; settings are merely 
painted backdrops like those 
which might actually have been 
used in the commedia dell’arte. 


To make the author’s task 
even harder, she has made her 
characters represent roles rather 
than personalities, both in front 
of an audience and with each 
other. They all play the same 


very next day, they were their 
own familiar selves again.

Does The Glorious Ones say 
anything about the relationship 
of Art and Life beyond “all the 
world’s a stage” and so forth? 
I’m not sure, but even if not, 
there is more than enough else 
here to make reading it 
rewarding. Ms. Prose’s 
sympathy for all her characters 
shines through every page, yet 
this is tough-minded, 
unsentimental writing . laced 
with irony and psychological 
sophistication. The personages 
may be one-dimensional in a 
sense — and some of the minor 
characters, even in self- 
narration, seem just sketched in 
— but they take on something of 
the archetypal quality of 
silhouettes seen against a sunset 
sky. 

In this difficult and ambitious 
kind of novel, tone and precision 
of language are decisively 
important. Ms. Prose does have 
her lapses: cliches here and 
there (‘“‘mad as a hatter’’), and 
certain expressions which struck 
me as anachronistic. But at its 
best, as in the closing pages, the 
style rises to Shakespearian

humanity.

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Art: Guston’s Bleeding French Fries

Philip Guston’s paintings of 
the last 3 or 4 years provide 
examples of what is meant when 
an artist is said to have “‘a vision 
of the world.” Guston paints 
things we recognize — light 
bulbs, shoes, french fries, 
humoid figures — but he paints 
them in such a way that we 
know that recognition is not the 
point. In the world of Guston’s 
pictures, these familiar forms 
are metaphors for conditions 


that debase life and sour the 


soul, compulsion, violence, 
boredom, restlessness, death. A 
large selection of paintings from 


the past 3 years is currently on. 


view in Boston University’s 
School of Fine and Applied Arts 
Gallery at 855 Commonwealth 
Avenue. 

One of the remarkable things 
about Guston’s figurative 
pictures is that they have 
followed upon twenty years of 
abstract painting. Guston 
belongs to the generation of 
Abstract Expressionists that 
decisively shifted the center of 
gravity in modern art from 
Europe to America. He is 
famous for his juicy but subdued 
abstract pictures derived from 
Cubism and favoring certain 
pinks and greys Matisse was 
fond of using. The figurative 
paintings recall the composition 
of the earlier abstract ones: 
verticals and horizontals 
predominate and forms are 
frequently clustered toward the 


middle of the canvas, as, 
formerly, were thick strokes of 
paint. 

The color in the newer 
paintings also harks back to 
Guston’s earlier work, but now 
the pinks and reds seem to be 
the colors of soreness. In looking 
at certain parts of these 
paintings, like the pile of shoes, 
in ‘‘Painting, Smoking, 
Eating,” we seem to be looking 
into open wounds. In so far as 
pink is identified with flesh in 
Guston’s pictures, the very 
space in which things sit 
sometimes seems to be fleshly, 
as well as such things as paint 
pots, canvases and light bulbs. 

Objects recur in Guston’'s 
pictures with haunting 
regularity; and sometimes they 
change identity from one picture 
to another. The rising sun in one 
painting will reappear later as a 


throw pillow and then again as a 


clock-face. The ubiquitous shoes 
in Guston’s world seem to 
represent several facts. First, 
they betoken a kind of 
coarseness or brutality, a gross 
human hegemony. Then, they 
seem to be a unit of 
acquisitiveness, standing for 
desireable possessions in 
general. And at the same time, 
they are reminders of the 
absence of the dead, and of 
death itself. Dore Ashton points 
out how they recall the piled-up 
shoes in the gruesome photos of 
Nazi concentration camps. 


Guston’s first figurative 
paintings of recent years were of 
Ku Klux Klansmen, oF at least 
of hooded figures that inevitably 
recall Klansmen. The hooded 
characters do appear in the 
present show as well, in 
“Ominous Land” (1972), for 


thugs. The unhooded figure has 
not much more definition than 
the hooded; he has a potato 
head; a bulging @ye with a 
vertical retina to fit the vertical 
hood eyeholes, and a cigarette 
protruding from behind a cheek 
where a mouth should be. The

instance, but in most of the new 
pictures we seem to see the 
Klansmen unhooded and 
supine. Only here the subjects 
seem to be painters, or the artist 
himself, rather than anonymous 


bulging eye reappears frequently 
in Guston’s new pictures. In 
most cases, it seems to be 
thrown open in insomnia, 
perhaps because insomnia 
combines the idea of unrelenting 


guilt or restlessness with the 
painters compulsion to possess 
the world visually. 


The world of Guston’s 
paintings is a slightly grosser, 
less pretentious version of our 
own, or a blunt expression of a 
widely held feeling about our 
world. His is a world where 
brutes and facts are easily 
mistaken for one another, and 
this may be the thrust of his 
political reflection on 
contemporary life. 


One way of dismissing 
Guston’s paintings is to see 
them as “‘cartoons,”’ as the high 
art equivalent of R. Crumb. 
While Guston uses a raw, loose 
drawing style and even manages 
some humor amid the 
brutishness, his figures grow out 
of painting and not out of an 
independent graphic enterprise. 
He is after a way of drawing 
appropriate to painting, given 
the history that modern 
painting has had. And having 
found that way of drawing, his 
subject matter seems to emerge 
inevitably. What subject could 
better be represented in his 
drawing style than states of 
viscous physicality where the 
spirit seems to reside more 
naturally in a light bulb than in 
the humanoid figure, and any 
action, except perhaps painting, 
seems to require violence’ (The 
show continues through April 
14.)

Frank Capra work, this tale of bank panics at the 
lowest point of the depression was convincing 
enough to send its original audiences running 
from the theaters to withdraw their savings. 
Walter Ruston plays an early prototype of the 
Capra hero, a hard-hit bank president with a 
naive faith in human goodness and populist 
virtues. Fast-moving story, redoubtable 
optimism, and a sharp sense of urgency mark this 
as the first film in which Capra discovered his 
style and themes.

A Guild for Learning

To live as an artist in Boston 
goes beyond just being a misfit. 
It’s being a hermetically sealed 
idiot.”

The Boston Center for the 
Arts is situated in a “new South 
End” neighborhood around the 
intersection of Tremont and 
Clarendon Streets. The Center 
rents pockets of studio, office 
and rehearsal space in a 
collection of buildings that 
convincingly typify the reasons 
for renovating the rest of the 
area to artists in residence, 
pseudo-artists in residence and 
performing groups like the 
Boston Ballet, the American 
Center for the Performing Arts, 
the Movement Laboratory, 
Stage One Drama Workshop 
and the Theater Company of 
Boston. 

Among the Center’s enlistees 
is a low budget collective called 
the Learning Guild, which 
actively organizes and acts as a 
clearing house for art, craft and 
hobby projects in schools, 
nursing homes and YMCA’s in 
the Boston area. The Guild 
enjoys a nebulous symbiotic 
relationship with their BCA 
parent, and has as its latest 
project initiated a program 
called the Studio Workshop 
Series. The promotion reads, 
“Share the artist’s world,” and 
for better or worse the project 
will offer people the opportunity 
to work in BCA studios with 
resident artists and learn a little 
of their art and their lives. Fees 
range between $20 and $30. 


~ 


Some ‘‘classes’’ naturally 
invelve additional materials and 
expense, and the student’s role 
will no doubt vary drastically 
from group to group. . 

In all there are over 35 courses 
offered including Sculpture 
Awareness, World of Opera, Oil 
Painting from Scratch, Waking 
Your Body Up, Musical Comedy 
in America, Ballet, Leather 
Technique, Yoga for the 
Perplexed and one called Ya 
Fatah, described as an “open 
workshop on Sufi disciplines.” 

Obviously a lot of ground is 
covered, but the Learning Guild 
honestly plans to make the 
Studio Workshop Series more 
than just an ad hoc season of 
adult ed type courses, despite 
the didactic tone of the 
workshop titles. 

Fot example, Ellexander 
Knevsenn, a BCA based stone 
sculptor with roots in Berlin and 
the Sorbonne, will be heading an 
Introduction to Stone Sculpture 
workshop. Speaking as an artist, 
he feels that students are less 
than likely to turn into sculptors 
in eight weeks. The workshop’s 
value, he says, lies in 
‘introducing people to the 
differences between them and 
ourselves.” 

Course enrollment is limited, 
and each workshop must be 
filled or cancelled for economic 
reasons. There are a limited 
number of reduced rate 
sponsorships being made 
available to residents of the 
South End. Interested parties

In N.E., April 5-7 


This week, the new cycling 
season will be opened with New 
England’s first bicycle show. 
The Tuborg International Bike 
Show, to be held April 5-7 in the 
Commonwealth Armory, will 
celebrate bicycling’s greatest 
peak in popularity since the 
1890’s with exhibits on every 
aspect of bicycling. From bicycle 
history and fashion to racing 
and repairs, the bike show will 
offer information, displays, and 
a chance to purchase many new 
bikes and accessories at 
discount prices. 

For bicycle history buffs or 
thirsty cyclists, the Tuborg Beer 
Garden will be the place to rest a 
while, or perhaps browse 
through bicycles of the past 
while sipping a beer.

Glimpse Bicycling Past

._ In 1791 a young eccentric 
known as the Comte de Sivrac 
got his hands on a curious 
invention, possibly of his own 
device, consisting of a heavy 
wooden beam mounted 
horizontally on two wheels, fore 
and aft. Toting the thing out to a 
Paris park, he sat astride it and, 
to the delight of curious 
onlookers, propelled it hither 
and yon by moving his feet along 
the ground as though skating; 
thus. becoming history’s first 
recorded bicyclist. 

He called his mount a 
celerifere. It was cumbersome, 
could not be steered and hurt 
like the dickens going over 
bumps and pot hooles. In_1793 it 
was renamed the velocifere and 
came into fashion among the 
young men of Paris. By 1804 it 
had gone out of fashion among 
the young men of Paris, many of 
whom had suffered ruptures 
from heaving at the machine to 
make it turn. 

It was not until 1817 that a 
German, Baron von Drais de 
Sauerbrun, got the bright idea of 
putting a steerable front wheel 
on the velocifere and took to 
careening furiously through the 
forests astride his Draisienne 
(get it?) terrorizing birds and 
the smaller woodland animals. 

In 1818 the French were ready 
for another go and, with 
neighbor England, adopted the 
Baron’s machine, renaming it 
the hobby- or dandy-horse. New 
hobby-horses were designed, 
lighter and thinner than the old 
celeriferes, with cushioned 
saddles and arm rests. Models 
were even introduced for 
women, sporting dropped 
frames to allow for their dresses. 

For a few years the hobby- 
horse mania was considerable, 


with enthusiasts darting about 
the countryside scaring horses 
and aggravating blacksmiths, 
who saw its widespread use as a 
threat to their livelihood. It died 
out in the end, though, killed by 
a combination of public ridicule 
and a high incidence of hernia, 
brought about by the rider’s 
uncomfortable position and the 
constant jarring of inron-clad 
wheels. 

Still, the more obsessive stuck 
to their trusses and bought 
machines such as the Gompertz 
velocipede, introduced in 1821, 
which supplemented leg motion 
by means of a lever geared to the 
front wheel which, when pulled 
backwards, helped turn the 
wheel. 

But the hobby-horse was, for 
the most part, obsolete, for 
attention was turned, especially 
in England, to vehicles with 
more than two wheels that could 
be driven by bending the axle 
into opposite cranks and 
propelled by either hand or foot 
(without either having to touch 
the ground). An early example 
of this is the Aellopode. 
Enormous tricycles 12 feet long 
that used rear wheels six feet in in 
diameter, they were driven by 
stepping backwards on treadles 
connected to the axle. 

Another of these early 
pioneers was the Consett cycle of 
1850, which consisted of two 
large front wheels and a smaller 
rear wheel. The driver sat in a 
seat slung between the front 
wheels with his legs straight out 
in front and propelled the bike 
with his arms by turning a lever 
connected to the front wheels. 

There were even quadricycles, 
four-wheeled children’s pedal 
cars blown up to adult size. 
Driven by pedalling, they were 


enormous in bulk, their solid 
iron frame and 40-inch wheels 
combining for a weight of 115 
lbs. In appearance they rather 
resembled early motor car 
chassis sans engine, top, sides, 
lights, brakes and seats. 

Meanwhile, back in the 
heather, a Scottish blacksmith 
named Kirkpatrick MacMillan, 
was busy hammering out the 
first true bicycle. Finished in 
1834, it was a treadle-operated 
two wheeler whose frame was a 
carved wooden backbone forked 
to accomodate a rear-driven 
wheel. MacMillan spent a lot of 
time on the roads with his 
bicycle, showing off and killing 
chickens. Though he aroused 
some curiosity with his doings 
and though others copied his 
design, it is not thought that he 
ever sold one of his bicycles. 
Indeed, the highlight of his 
cycling career is believed to be 
the time in 1842 that he knocked 
over 4 child in Glasgow at the 
conclusion of a 40-mile ride and 
was fined five shillings at the 
local police station. 

It was not until 20 years later, 
in 1863, that anyone even 
thought of putting pedals on the 
bicycle. This was done by a 
Frenchman, Pierre Michaux, 
who, perhaps after a particularly 
rich bottle of Bordeaux, got the 
idea of attaching pedals to an 
old hobby-horse someone had 
brought by his shop for repairs. 
By 1867 pictures of Michaux’ 
pedaled velocipedes began to 
appear in the English press and 
by 1869 English firms, quick on 
the uptake, were manufacturing 
them. 


However, English citizens 


- were not buying them, not in 


any great quantity anyway,

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Bikeways Legislation Gathers Momentum

Will bicycling in place of 
driving become more attractive 
to you as stringent gasoline 
rationing comes closer and 
gasoline prices go higher? 

Numerous government 
officials — even Massachusetts 
Secretary of Transportation 
Alan Altshuler — think so. If 
you live within a few miles of 
your job, he says, you could bike 
to work “during the warmer 
months of the year.’’ 
Experienced bicyclists point out 
that you can bike without 
hardship or discomfort in 
Boston all year round provided 
you protect yourself from bad 
weather. 

Altshuler says he’s in favor of 
you using a bike for “short trips 
around the home” but not 
necessarily for commuting. He 
encourages it, an aide points 
out, as long as it’s being 
substituted for automobiles and 
not competing with mass 
transit. 

A larger portion of the public 
in many European cities like 
Rotterdam and Copenhagen 
bike for most trips of short to 
moderate distance. “To most 
Chinese, ownership of a bicycle 
connotes the same image of 
status and convenience as car 
ownership does to average 
Americans,” notes Ambassador 
to Peking David Bruce. 
“Together with buses,” he adds, 
“bicycles are their major form of 
urban commuter transportation 
as well as an important form of 
goods transportation in the 
country” 

So why can’t more Americans 
bike to save fuel and money and 
improve their own health? 

“Europeans don’t have our 
automobile culture,” Altshuler 
replies. “And they are not as soft

If a few local inventors have 
their way, Bostonians will soon 
grow accustomed to seeing 
bicyclists cruising down the 
Charles River on Sunday 
afternoons, and to cyclists with 
flashing helmets lighting up the 
Boston night like fireflies in 
June. With the second American 
bicycling boom as inspiration, 
and a space-age technology 
providing the materials and 
know-how, yankee ingenuity is 
producing many new and 
sometimes strange innovations 
for the bicycle. 

To find some of the inventions 
that made it from drawing board 
to prototype, but not yet into 
production, the International 
Bike Show offered display space 
to inventors with bicycle 
gadgets. The Boston area, they 
found, has no dearth of such 
inventors. Among the items they 
will be displaying are six from 
local inventors: an attachment 
that allows cycling on water, a 
bike parking and locking device, 
a strobe-light warning flasher, a 
practical aluminum bike frame, 
caliper brakes that work in wet 
weather, and an automatic 
transmission for bicycles. 

Eleven years ago, a 
Burlington man named Dick 
Lewis began thinking about 
building a bicycle that could be 
ridden on water. Last May, 
more than ten years later, the 
first prototype was ready to 
undergo a summer testing. He 
has now applied for a patent on 
his “Bicycle Powered Water- 
Craft” and is ready to show the 
public what he’s been doing for 
the last decade. 

The final version of his water- 
craft consists of a set of pontoons 
five feet apart that hold and 
brace an ordinary bicycle. The 


rear wheel presses against a 
roller which drives a propeller. 
The front wheel swivels, and by 
means of cables attached to a 
rudder, steers the craft. Lewis 
said is isn’t made for stormy 
weather riding, but for leisure 
cycling in calm weather. 

The craft, which weighs about 
50 pounds, comes apart for 
transportation in the trunk of a 
car, and reassembles in about 
ten minutes. A trailer, which is 
still in the planning stage, would 
eliminate the need for a car. The 
craft should be available in a 
year or two under the name of 
‘“‘Water Wheels.” 

A device that will please 
cyclists who own expensive bikes 
with “quick-release” accessories 
has been developed by John 
Vanderpoel and Dr. Ralph 
Galen. Appalled by the number 
of bike thefts and dissatisfied 
with the available bike-locks, 
they set out to design a 
mechanism that would lock both 
wheels and the frame, and allow 
the cyclist to carry a minimum 
of extra weight. 

After trying four or five 
different designs, they finally 
arrived at a device that looks 
like a bear trap, bolts to the 
sidewalk, and needs only the 
cyclist’s padlock to secure it. 
With vandalism and weather in 
mind, they designed their 
invention with a minimum of 
moving parts and protection for 
vulnerable parts, including the 
cyclist’s padlock. They hope 
that the device can be 
manufactured at a cost that will 
allow municipalities, shopping 
centers, and universities to 
install them 
quantities.

likes to ride his bicycle to work, 
but he also wants to survive. 
Since a big part of bike survival 
consists of making your presence 
known to cars, trucks and buses, 
he wears a reflective vest, a 
white crash helmet, and carries 
two bike lights and a freon horn. 
But it is the flashing strobe light 
he carries that makes his 
_presence uniquely felt. 


Originally conceived as a unit 
that would attach to the top of a 
crash helmet, Loutrel found his 
converted marine strobe toc 
heavy for comfortable cycling, 
and moved it to its present 
position on the back rack of the 
bike. Through the efforts of one 
of his students, a redesigned 
version may soon make the 
helmet idea practical. M.I.T. 


undergraduate, Arsenio Nunez, 
is working with Prof. Loutrel in 
designing and building a lighter 
weight strobe with a shock proof 
cable leading from the helmet to 
the battery and capacitors that 
fire the light. 

Although the light uses a 
strobe mechanism similar to a 
photographic strobe, the light’s 
very brief duration balances its 
high intensity so that it won’t 
blind motorists. Loutrel told of 
the many times that cops have 
asked him where they can buy a 
strobe like his to wear while they 
direct traffic. 

Since the strobe mechanism is 
so commonly used, they’re not 
sure they will try to patent their 
light, but are thinking of writing 
a do-it-yourself plan. 

Two other professors of 
mechanical engineering at 
M.1.T. are working with their 
students on developing bicycling 
innovations. In a class given by 
Prof. Shawn Buckley, 40 
undergraduates tackled the 
problem of designing a practical 
aluminum bicycle frame from. 
an engineering standpoint. 

Mark Rosenbaum, one of the 
20 students who reached the 
production stage in the project, 
became interested in aluminum 
bicycle frames when he got a 
good look at a professional 
racing bike. The -racer’s 
technique of drilling a steel 
frame to reduce the weight 
seemed the wrong way to make a 
lighter frame. So, through tests 
and texts, he and his classmates 
determined the information 
they would need to build a 
better frame.

How To Deter Bike Thieves - 


By Dean Huggins 

A quiet war is fought daily on 
the streets of Boston and it’s 
jungle law: every man for 
imself, survival of the fittest. 
In ten years, both sides have 
discovered and developed 
sophisticated weapons. The 
thief attacks with stealth, 
cunning and bolt cutters and the 
bicyclist defends with caution 
and special locks. 

Though police figures don’t 
give an accurate picture, bicycle 
theft in the city is a serious 
problem. “It’s a question of 
what’s reported and what’s not 
reported,’’ according to Sgt. 
Charles Deary, Boston Police 
information services. Reported 
thefts increased last year from a 
1972 count of 544 to a total of 
630. Cambridge Police recorded 
641 thefts, but the majority of 
losses went unreported, 
according to Det. George 
Powers. 

Chains, cables, special locks 
and parking devices are sold to 
prevent theft. Because of its 
vulnerability to bolt cutters, 
chain is not a good locking 
device, according to Randy 
Seldon of the Association for 
Bicycle Commuting. Cable is 
better than chain, but even 


better protection comes from. 


locks such as the Citadel and the 
Kryptonite. 

“The best lock is no lock at 
all,” Seldon said. “It’s your 
hand on the bike.” A bicycle 
with less resale value, he added, 
has a greater chance of being 
overlooked by a thief. 

The Citadel, which sells for 
$21.95, has withstood attacks by 


42-inch boltcutters, 
shearcutters, cablecutters, 
hacksaws, files, prybars, 


hammers and acids, according 
to printed material distributed 
by the manufacturer, Bike 
Security Systems of Braintree. 
Weighing less than two pounds, 
it is made of a half-inch 
diameter, hardened through, 
alloy steel, bent into a horseshoe 
shape. The metal is coated so it 
won’t scratch the bicycle. 
Citadel’s locking mechanism is 
part of the lock and has a seven- 
pin tumbler for pick resistance. 
The lock is large enough to 
secure the back wheel, frame 
and detached front wheel to a 
pole up to four inches in 
diameter. 

A new Kryptonite lock, 
Kryptonite III, will be 
introduced at the Tuborg 
International Bike Show 
scheduled for April 5, 6 and 7 at 


the Commonwealth Armory. 
The new model will weigh one 
and three-quarter pounds and 
will have built-in lock, 
according to Mike Zane, owner 
of KBL Corp., manufacturers of 
the lock. Kryptonite II weighed 
two and a half pounds and did 
not come with a lock. 

The new model will go on sale 
the week the Bike Show opens 
and will cost between $16 and 
$17, Zane said. Made of 1/8th 
inch stainless steel, the new 
Kryptonite has a double action 
cam mechanism that locks in 
two places instead of one place 
as most locks do, he said. The 
lock is dipped in red vinyl to 
prevent scratching the bicycle 
and can hold the detached front 
wheel, the back wheel and the 
frame to a post or parking meter. 
It has a carrying bracket that 
can attach to any of the three 
tubes in the frame. 

The Kryptonite lock is the 
best selling lock at the Bicycle 
Exchange in Cambridge, 
according to Lew Litzinger, 
assistant manager of the parts 
department. He estimated the 
store sells 1,000 Kryptonites a 
year. The second best selling 
security device is tied between 
the Citadel and the Snap Back 


Cable which sells for $3.95. A 
drawback with the cable, 
however, is that many attached 
locks can be cut easier than the 
cable, he said. 


Another lock sold at the 
Bicycle Exchange is the Stopper 
at $16.95, which is a horse shoe 
lock but is smaller and heavier 
than the Kryptonite or the 
Citadel, according to Litzinger. 
The store also carries the 
Gara/lok at $19.95. It’s a five- 
foot steel cable with a vinyl 
cover and a pick protected 
cylinder lock. The manufacturer 
of Gara/lok guarantees that if 
the owner has met the guarantee 
requirements and the lock is 
broken and his bicycle stolen, 
the company will refund the 
value of the machine up to $100. 


Four or five years ago some 


MIT students designed a device - 


made of two steel bars, hinged at 
one end and looped at the other 
so a lock cut be put through. The 
device, which permitted the 
bicycle to be locked to a tree or 
post, was never produced for 
sale, he said. Then the 
Kryptonite and Citadel locks 
were invented and marketed. 


A different concept for 
parking and protecting bicycles 


is the coin operated Bike Lokr. - 
It’s a miniature garage and one 
automobile space can hold eight 
lockers. Colleges have bought 
them and the San Francisco Bay 
Area transit system has some in 
eight stations. 


The MBTA and the railroads, 
Newton, Brookline and Harvard 
University have expressed an 
interest in the lockers, Olken 
said. 

Another bicycle parking 
device is the Rally Rack. The 
manufacturer makes five 
models, three for personal use 
and two coin operated racks, 
according to Larry Cellucci, 
New England Rally 
representative and owner of 
Biketown of Belmont. The racks 
are made of hardened steel and 
have a weather proof coating 
that protects from scratching. 


The racks, which started on 
the west coast, were called the 
best bike protection device on 
the market by the League of 
American Wheelman, Inc. 
Harvard University and 
Cambridge have purchased 
them, Cellucci said, and 
Brookline and Wellesley have 
expressed an interest.

BOSTON AND BRANCHES 
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With Bicycle Rights Come Responsibilities

“‘Hey, you! You on the silver, 
French racing bike! Pull over!” 
“Who? Me?” 
“Yeah, you! Where’s the 
fire?” 
“The fire, officer?” 


“I followed you all the way 
down Beacon Street from the 
Hill, onto Berkeley Street and 
up Newbury. You really like to 
pull fancy manuvers, don't 
you?” 

“N-no, officer.” 

“Oh, you don’t. Well, how do 
you explain these violations. 
Riding on the wrong side of the 
street, making a left turn 
without a hand signal, stopping 
without a hand signal, riding on 
a sidewalk in a business district, 
passing a pedestrian without 
any audible warning and driving 
the wrong way on a one way 
street.” 


“Did I do something wrong?” 

“It’s against the law, son. 
How old are you?” 

“Well, you’re lucky. If you 
were under 18, I’d take that bike 
away from you for two weeks 
and then notify your parents 
that you were driving so as to 
endanger.” 


“What are you going to do to 
me?” 

“Well, I'm going to have to 
give you a ticket.” 

“How much will it be?” 

“Oh, not more than twenty 
dollars.” 

*** 

Sound like a bicyclist’s 
nightmare? Will, the legislature 
has passed three laws that give 
bicyclists the right to use streets 
and roads but with that right go 
new responsibilities, equipment 
regulations and the possibility of 
tickets. 

Sen. William Saltonstall (R- 
Manchester) drafted the new 
laws in cooperation with several 
area bicycle organizations. 
According to Nancy Evans, who 
worked with Saltonstall’s office 
on the legislation, Saltonstall 
decided to thoroughly revise the 
outdated bicycle laws that said 
bicyclists should follow the rules 
of the road as they apply to 
bicycles. But nothing was said 
about the bicyclist’s rights and 
responsibilities, Evans said. The 
old law treated bicycles like toys 
or recreation vehicles. 

“Motorists looked at bicycles 
as if they weren’t legitimate 
road users,’’ Evans said. 

The new law, which gives 


bicyclists the right to use all 
streets and roads in the state 
except limited access and state 
highways, also requires that 
bicyclists follow all traffic rules 
such as riding with the flow of 
traffic, signalling for stops and 
turns, and giving right of way to 
pedestrians. 

“This conflicts with what 
they’re doing now, which is not 
obeying laws,” Evans said. 

There are exceptions to the 
new law. A bicyclist may pass a 
car on the right, signal a turn or 
stop with either hand, ride on 
sidewalks outside of business 
districts and give an audible 
signal when passing pedestrians, 
(but sirens and whistles are 
prohibited.) Bicyclists must also 
ride single file, not carry another 
person on the bicycle except 
with a baby seat, park his 
bicycle without obstructing 
vehicular or pedestrian traffic, 
and not carry any package, 
except in a basket or rack or 
“other device designed for such 
purposes.” 

The new law carries 
equipment specifications. Every 
bicycle must have a front white 
light, a rear red light or reflector, 
reflector pedals visible from the 
front and rear, and additional 


reflective material on each side 
of the bicycle. 

Bicyclists must report to 
police any accident that causes 
more than $100 in personal 
injury or property damage. But 
for no fault auto insurance, 
bicyclists are considered 
pedestrians. ““This gives the 
bicyclist added protection,” 
Evans said. ‘‘In most cases, the 
car can avoid the accident.” 

The second law makes bike 
violations non-criminal and 
tickets can be issued. If the 
bicyclist gives a false name and 
address, he can be fined from 
$20 to $50. If the bicyclist is 
under 16, the ticket will be given 
to the parent. The police officer 
has four options when dealing 
with an offender; he can give a 
warning, a ticket, a court 
summons, or he can impound a 
minor’s bike for up to 15 days. 
Evans admitted that the laws do 
give a policeman more petty 
work, especially in large cities. 

The Boston Police 
Commission is trying to work 
out a practical way of dealing 
with minor violations such as 
the bicycle laws, Evans said. 
They want to set up one citation 
which could be used for any 
misdemeanor, excluding

parking violations. 

“In small towns, ticketing is 
desirable but in large cities there 
should be another method and 
the one ticket for all 
misdemeanors is a possibility,” 
Evans said. Town safety officers 
want to use tickets for violations 
and they are prepared to put 
them into effect as soon as the 
tickets can be designed and 
printed, she said. The fine 
schedule has not been set yet, 
but the average ticket will 
probably be $2, $3 or $5, she 
said. 

Passed last year, the third law 
authorizes towns and cities to 
purchase coin-operated bicycle 
parking racks, which are 
designed to be theft proof. They 
protect bikes and could help 
ease inadequat’ bike parking 
facilities, she said. According to 
Larry Cellucci, owner of 
Biketown in Belmont, the Rally 
Rack has been purchased by 
Cambridge and Harvard 
University and the town of 
Brookline and Wellesley have 
inquired about them. The 
University of Buffalo 
Construction Fund examined 
the racks, found them excellent, 
and bought 8,000, Cellucci said. 
The League of American 
Wheelmen think it’s the best 
bike protection device on the 
market, he added. 

On the three new laws, 
Saltonstall worked with the 
Association for Bicycle 
Commuting, The Charles River 
Wheelmen, the Northeast 
Bicycle Club, the Registry of 
Motor Vehicles and police safety 
officers, Evans said. ‘I'wo years 
ago the bill was nearly passed, 
but it contained certain 
provisions concerning seat 
height and parking that bike 
groups were against. All the 
bicycle groups went along with 
the new provisions, she added. 

Newton Bike Safety Officer, 

Sgt. Charles Feeley, likes most 
provisions in the new law but 
says ‘‘there’s still the flavor of a 
child’s toy in the law.” “He's 
concerned with the punitive 
aspect of the law that allows him 
to give a child a ticket. But “I 
would give a ticket to a child 
who goes through a red light 
because he’s putting himself in a 
position to be killed,” Feeley 
said. 
The new law allows bicyclists 
to ride on sidewalks outside of 
business districts but Feeley 
objects. ‘We have many senior 
citizens and we just can’t have 
the mixture on the sidewalks.” 

“Adults have to realize that 
now they have the rights as 
bicyclists but they must take the 
responsibility,” he said. 

Feeley stressed “‘looking”’ as 
the most important thing in bike 
riding. ““When you come to a 
parked car, you must look over 
your left shoulder,” he said. 
‘“‘We’ve got to teach looking. We 
insist on the hand signals only 
because they remind you to look 
and see what there is.’’ He 
objects to the signal law that 
says you can signal with either 
hand. A lot of adults do use 
either hand for signalling and 
“‘as a driver, it’s not effective.” 

‘‘We don’t like it,” he said. 
“We feel that the left hand is 
under the driver’s nose so it has 
to be that left hand signal.” It 
will encourage you to look over 
your left shoulder, he explained, 
and you will see the possible 
moving danger. 

Feeley thinks that motorists 
do pay attention to the hand 
signals of a bicyclist. ““We would 
have tripled the amount of 
accidents if it weren’t for the 
motorists,’”’ he said. driver 
of the car is invariably a former 
bike rider, a present rider or he 
had kids who ride.’’ When 
accidents do occur, Feeley 
thinks that the fault is ‘““mostly

If you are one of the estimated 
150 million Americans between 
16 and 65 who do not yet own a 
bike, or are one of those who do 
but are shopping for a new one, 
the best advice you can follow is 
to buy now while you still can. 

Even before any energy crisis, 
American adults, worried about 
their health and the 
environment, were getting out of 
their cars and onto their bikes in 
record numbers. They rose 
overnight from a five to a 50 
percent share of the market, 
causing its volume, revenue and 
profits to double in the last three 
years. Last year, for the first 
time, they bought more new 
bikes (93 million) than cars (65 
million) and the Bureau of 
Outdoor Recreation labelled 
biking the fastest outdoor form 
of recreation. ; 

What that did was to create 
problems for American 
manufacturers. Unprepared for 
the crush, they couldn’t meet 
the demand or the 
craftsmanship supplied by 
foreign competitors, who held 
onto a quarter of the market 
even after devaluation of the 
dollar. 

Now the Arab oil embargo and 
the worldwide shortages it 


created have overheated the 
market. Manufacturers, 
retailers and foreign distributors 
are enjoying the unprecedented 
boom but are anxious whether 
they can last through their sales 
peak without running out of 
bicycles. 

Phyllis Ehrlich, coordinator of 
the Tuborg International Show 
at Commonwealth Armory, says 
“there is definitely a bicycle 
shortage, and it’s not caused just 
by the shortage of petroleum. 
The American industry’s 25 
years behind the times, and 
when they were thrust into a 
boom not of their making, they 
figured ‘It’s a fad.’ Now, they’re 
beginning to wake up to the fact 
that it’s not.” 


Compared to the wide range of 
foreign rivals, from the very 
good Japanese products to the 
inferior Taiwanese, plus five 
Continentals (Britain, Italy, 
Austria, West Germany and 
France), ‘‘Americans are 
making a sloppy product,” she 
says. 


“When people couldn’t get an 
American bike, they found, in 
this as in so many other things, 
the foreign ones were much 


better. American manufacturers - 


started to fall by the wayside.” - 


Exhibitors at her show are so low 
in stock they are aiming to sell 
out the last day, and while “all 
bikes will be at a lower price, 
they will not be low-low, at 
wholesale.” 


Jim Satterfield does the 
purchasing of bikes for 
Lechmere Sales, and he is more 
sanguine. “The lead time is 
increasing. In January, we 
waited four weeks for delivery. 
Now we wait 12. People are 
placing orders for deliveries, and 
if you want bikes for June, you’d 
better purchase now. But 
generally the wait goes down 
after June, and it’s not caused 
by the energy crisis. The bike 
business has increased 
tremendously over the past 
three years.” 


“Price-wise,’”’ he goes on, “the 
domestics are a better value. 
You may have a problem getting 
a selective model, but there will 
be bikes.” 


Other trade people fall 
somewhere in between. 
According to Harry Rainey of 
Columbia Bike in Westfield, 
“this is starting off as one 
tremendous year. This was the 
busiest first quarter in domestic 


history. No one anticipated this 
early buying.” The surge began 
suddenly with an autumn °71 
demand for 10-speed lightweight 
models, and now “‘we’ve doubled 
in the last five years.” 


But “while it’s nice to have 
business, it’s come so fast many 
other items are in short supply,” 
Mr. Rainey worries. The 
lightweight fever spread to three 
and five-speed adult models, 
and now it corners 70 percent of 
the market. “Before long, all 
domestic manufacturers are 
going to be sold out. It’s showing 
right now. We’re way behind, 
and no one predicted it.” 


To step up quantity, Mr. 
Rainey concedes ‘‘quality 
diminished some. We all had 
that problem, even the Mighty 
Schwinn. But we’ve instituted 
quality control in that area and 
the industry’s own safety 
standards have improved 
quality.” 


Celumbia raised prices Jan. 1 
and will do so again “‘before the 
year’s out. The cost of 
manufacturing goes up all the 
time, and we can only absorb so 
much. Ultimately, the 
consumer’s going to have to pay 
the price.”

Greenwich Village, N.Y. Only a 
dumb-dumb would leave a valu- 
able bicycle parked on a New York 
street for a day, let alone four 
weeks.

Their efforts added up to 
zilch.

The main logistical problem 
for U.S. outlets like Columbia is 
that, as Lyle Gillis of Portofino 
in Bridgewater, a distributor of 
Italian Bianchis, puts it, “most 
so-called American bikes have 
their parts shipped to the U.S., 
except for the frame and 
crankset. Europeans are much 
more bike-oriented; gas costs 
them $1.60, $1.70 a gallon, and 
they think of them like we think 
of a car. Naturally, they’re going 
to supply their market first.” 


Mr. Gillis thinks that “by 
July everything will really be 
scarce, unless the gas crisis eases 
off. Talk to the Arabs about 
that. People looking for a good 
bike for transportation are going 
to have to look harder and pay 
more for it. And retailers won’t 
be making any more money. It’s 
the old law of supply and 
demand, just like in Economics 
101,” he quips. 

U.S. bikes rely exclusively or 
largely on foreign chains, tires, 
and multispeed gear shifts. 
Now, petroleum shortages can 
create more havoc; for example, 
the vinyl seats on bikes are 
treated with it. 

Particular importers have 
special problems affecting 
supply. Norman Langenfeld, 
chairman and president of the 
British Raleighs’ American 
distributor subsidiaries, is now 
across the ocean trying to 
determine what backups the 
recent coal-miner strike and 
three-day work week will cause. 
“Tt hasn’t been felt fully and it 
doesn’t look too gloomy,” says 
product manager Carl Barton, 
but “May or June, the peak 
time, is when we’d find out.” 


“Tf the market levels out, we’ll 
be fine. If it continues to 
skyrocket, we'll be short,” he 
predicts. Raleigh is operating on 
Mr. Barton’s premise that 
“heights and styles may change, 
but bikes are here to stay” 
among American consumers. So 
Raleigh is planning to switch off 
its Dutch, Irish and Malaysian 
plant inventories for the U.S. 
June boom and then back for the 
British Christmas gift season. 
And it is planning to open its 
first U.S. plant in Enid, Okla. 
One new model is the Raleigh 
Shopper, designed for 
supermarket commuting and 
grocery-hauling. 

Gene Ritvo of Cambridge Life 
Cycles is the distributor of 
Japanese Fuji bikes in their New 
England and California 
markets. Hampered by industry 
rumors that a French and 
Italian export ban is imminent, 
Fuji is seeking to compensate. It 
is shutting down one 
middlewight line and rushing a 
new 10-speed, the S10S, to San 
Francisco in April. 

“A lot of people are looking a 
lot earlier in the season at the 
wholesale level,” says Mr. Ritvo. 
“At our February New York 
show, one customer bought 515 
bikes. I never used to worry 
about that, but if he makes me. 
that offer in June, I'll tell him to 
place an order.” 

“February was the largest 
month in our history,” he says. 
“It’s a business that has grown 
chaotically in a short time. 
There’ll probably be enough 
inventory to carry through April 
or May, but the tight period’s 
going to be June and July. What 
will determine it is whether the 
consumer keeps buying, whether 
he was just off to an early start 
or the season is now a much 
longer one.”’

For a standard bicycle, attach the “fingers” bicycle 
rack securely to a wall at a height of 51 inches 
above the floor.

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Bicycle Racing: Why? Why Not! 


By Pamela S. Kunkemueller 

Bicycle racing is one of the 
fastest growing sports in 
America today. The sport has 
long been popular in Europe, 
and even those in this country 
who know nothing about 
bicycles have almost certainly 
heard of the “Tour de France,” 
one of the most exciting and 
gruelling events in the sports 
world. 

As anyone knows, riding a 
bicycle requires a certain 
amount of skill — both innate 
and learned. One must “learn” 
balance and control, build 
muscular strength and stamina 
and maintain the necessary 
degree of mental alertness to 
avoid accidents. Some of these 
things come more naturally than 
others, but once they are 
acquired, the pleasure of riding 
a bike is great; practically every 
child can tell you that. Further, 
most adults at least remember 
their “bike riding days’ with 
nostalgia. More and more 
American adults are getting out 
“the old bike” to take a spin 
with the kids. It’s fun, it’s 
relaxing, it’s healthy, and, as a 
form of transportation, it’s 
cheap — and faster than 
walking. 

Why all of a sudden the great 
upsurge of interest in bicycle 
racing? Most likely because it is 
the next step forward from 
simply riding. It presents a 
challenge — a challenge which, 
when met and conquered, pays 
tremendous dividends in every 
way, physically, mentally, 
emotionally and _ psycho- 
logically. Few people begin to 
ride with a view toward racing; 
for the most part, the “racing 
bug” comes on slowly. It seems 
to start with longer and longer 
rides which almost 


imperceptibly get faster and 
faster as strength is built up. 
Then comes the thrill of speed, 
the fun of riding with and 


against others, the testing of - 


your won abilities and the 
rewarding feeling when you see 
them growing. This is the 
beginning. The next step — that 
into organized racing activities 
— is usually a small one, 
financially sizeable at the 
beginning, perhaps, but, by this 
point, acquiring the “racing 
bike” has become a top priority 
item. The old bike is traded in, 
sold or put out to pasture, and 
racing equipment is obtained. 
There are generally two kinds 
of racing bikes: road bikes, 
which have 10 speeds, two 
handbrakes, a ‘“‘freewheel’’ and 
thin “tubular” tires; and track 
bikes having no brakes and a 
“fixed gear’ making it possible 
to stand still, ride backward and 
work hard both to make the bike 
go and to make it stop. Since a 
track bike has no free wheel, 
pedal action is constant; stop 
pedalling at any speed even for 
an instant, and you may find 
your self over the handlebars. 
These bikes are made especially 
for use on a track or 
‘‘veladrome’’ with steeply 
banked turns and not for the 
road. They are specialized and 
require a great deal of skill (as 
well as access to a track, which 
we in New England 
unfortunately do not have). 
Road races are the most 
common single type of race and 
the usual type in which the 
novice competes. The road race 
is a contest over standard 
roadways, usually, but not 
always open to vehicular traffic. 
Road races vary in length from 
approximately 10 miles to 100 


miles or more. The course may 
be anywhere from flat to very 
hilly; a circuit lapped several 
times; or a point to point race 
which is travelled once. 

While shopping for his 
equipment, the potential racer 
has undoubtedly also done a

information and is soon led to 
racing clubs and the Amateur 
Bicycle League of America, Inc., 
(ABL). The ABL is the 
governing body of amateur bike 


representation in United States 
and World Championship 
competition, the Pan American 
and Olympic Games. 

All of the bicycle racing clubs 
in the United States make up 


members 


the membership of the ABL; 
clubs are the League’s basic 
unit. They promote introductory 
activities for beginners such as 
training rides and races; they 
introduce friendships and new 
techniques, such as ‘‘slip- 
streaming” — riding very close 
(about 4”-6”) behind another 
rider’s back wheel to get a 
windbreak. It is through club 
events that the novice learns 
proper riding position, 
intelligent training methods and 
principles, racing rules, bicycle 
care and maintenance. ABL 
clubs promote most of the 
bicycle races in the United 
States. In the ABL district of 
Massachusetts — Rhode Island, 
there are nine ABL affiliated 
racing clubs. 

As the novice rider gains in 
racing skills, ability and 
experience, he or she begins to 
think about participating in 
events involving members of 
more than just his own club. All 
such events must be sanctioned 
by the ABL, and participating 
riders must have a racing 
license. For this, an application 
(usually obtainable directly 
from the club secretary) is sent 
to the ABL_ State 
Representative. The State Rep’s 
job is one of administration and 
promotion; the State Rep serves 
as a liaison between the 
individual riders, clubs and the 
National organization. 
Registration for licenses is open 
to all citizens of the United 
States and non-citizens with 
permanent immigrant status. 
Licenses are issued to midget 
boys and girls (ages 8-11); 
intermediate boys and girls 
(ages 12-14); women (15 and 
over); junior men (15-17); senior

Let Your Mind Roam 


By John A. Barry 
“I can't afford a carriage/But 
you'll look sweet, upon the 
seat/Of a bicycle built for two.” 

The lyrics are familiar, 
perhaps prophetic. Bicycling in 
the United States — particularly 
among adults — has reached a 
popularity unparalled since the 
bike craze of the 1890’s. In 1972, 
for example, more bicycles (13.7 
million) were sold than cars, and 
the trend continues. ““This year, 
bicycles are going to be difficult 
to come by,” according to Mike 
Gildea, of Life Cycle in 
Cambridge. 

People are buying a lot of 
bicycles, and not always the two- 
wheel, single-saddle, chain- 
driven, handlebar variety. Also 
available are speciality bicycles 
— Unicycles, Tricycles, Folding 
Bikes, Track Bikes and 
Tandems being among the less 
exotic. Then there are “Tag 
Alongs’’, ‘“‘Surrey Selenes’’, 
“Pedicabs”, ‘“P.P.V.’s”’ (People- 


Powered Vehicles), ‘‘Big 
Wheels” and ‘“Boneshakers’’, 
among others. 


It can be seen from the above 
that some of these contraptions 
don’t comply with the 
etymological definition of 
bicycle: two wheels. But they 
are all included in the general 


category of speciality bicycles. 

The Unicycle is a single-wheel, 
direct-drive pedal vehicle, once 
relegated to circus productions 
and the Ed Sullivan Show. But 
“no more,” according to the 
“Complete Buyer’s Guide to 
Bicycles”. ““What used to be a 
highly specialized arena skill 
has turned into a ‘sport’ which is 
enjoyed by many people.” 
Unicycles are relatively 
inexpensive, durable and harder 
than hell to ride. Nevertheless, 
in 1934, Walter Nilsson rode his 
eight-foot tall unicycle from 
New York City to San Francisco 
in 117 days. He didn’t fall off 
once. 

Tricycles almost eliminate the 
possiblity of falling off. Trikes 
are slow, inefficient, usually 
have three speeds and tend to be 
popular around retirement and 
resort areas — adult models, 
that is. Tricycles have long been 
a staple among kids. 

For the sophisticated trike 
enthusiast, there is the racing 
tricycle. Mike Gildea has only 
seen one in the Boston area, but 
says they’re very popular in 
England. These are specialized 
models with five, ten, fifteen, 
even eighteen speeds; used in 
endurance racing because riders 


can “sleep on them without 
falling off.” 

Folding bikes are limited use 
items that can, for convenience, 
be folded for carrying purposes. 

Life Cycle does not sell 
speciality bikes — the store is 
devoted primarily to ten-speed 
racing and touring bikes — but 
there are two track bikes on 
display. These are designed and 
built almost solely for track 
racing and highly experienced 
riders. Track racing requires 
that bike weight be at a 
minimum so, to begin with, 
these bikes have no brakes. 
Deceleration is accomplished by 
resisting the forward motion of 
the pedals. Track bikes are 
single-speed high gear ratio and 
non-free-wheeling. There is a 
marathon quality to them. If a 
neo-Nilsson were to try to ride 
one from East to West, coasting 
would not be possible. 

The tandem, the familiar 
bicycle built for two, sometimes 
more, is making a comeback. 
Today most are built for two 
riders, but in their heyday in the 
1890’s they were occasionally 
built to accommodate as many 
as ten. 

Tandems exceed solo bikes 


not only in seating capacity, but 


in stopping distance, riding 
difficulty, stress on components 
and price. In general, a 
prospective tandem buyer 
should expect to pay about twice 
what he or she would pay for a 
solo bike of comparable quality. 
There are “real clunkers for 
about $100,” says Gildea, who 
classifies himself as “sort of a 
tandem freak.’’ ‘‘I would 
characterize them as 
satisfactory for use in resort 
areas, not for serious riding.” 
The man predominantly 
responsible for bringing the 
exotic to Boston is Arnie 
Ehrlich, co-ordinator of the 
International Bike Show. Arnie 
has been described as a modern 
day P.T. Barnum. His big top is 
the Commonwealth Armory; the 
show runs from’ April 5-7. If 
Arnie erects a sign reading: 
“This Way To The Egress,” 
there will certainly be a variety 
of ways to get to it. Consider: 
The “Tag Along’. As the 
introductory brochure exclaims, 
** it’s a bike!” “It looks like a 
1932-33 Plymouth to me,” 
observes Arnie. Whatever, it’s 
made by Pedal Power, Inc. of 
Bohemia, N.Y. It is 
72’’x48’’x46”’ high with the 
removal top in place on a

styrene plastic body, and has a 
capacity for two people, both or 
one of whom can pedal it, plus 
luggage. Propulsion is by chain 
drive through a three-speed 
transmission to the rear wheels. 
Optional accessories include 
whitewalls, rearview mirror and 
horn. All the bicycle 
components are standard. 
Suggested retail, $379.95. 

The “Tag Along” made its 
local television debut on the 
Sonya Hamlin Show last week. 

The “Surrey Selene”, with 
fringe on top, is a four-wheel, 
double occupancy bike, similar 
in operation to the “Tag Along”’. 
It is primarily a resort vehicle, as 
its price of about $600 would 
indicate. As with some of the 
other specialty bikes, there is an 
effort to reproduce the style and 
atmosphere of the late 
nineteenth century. 

If any bicycle symbolizes the 
period, it is that acrophobic’s 
nightmare, the high wheeler 
(also called penny-farthing and 
ordinary). Like the tandem, the 
high wheeler is not dead. 

Unforgettable Cars, a Chicago- 
based firm, is manufacturing 
and distributing ‘‘The 
Unforgettable Big Wheel’, a 42” 
and 52” reproduction of a 56” 
original high wheeler. Mrs. 
Rheba Sturdivant, an owner of 
the firm, reports that “The Big 
Wheel’’, especially the 52”

is more flexible than steel, and it 
is more prone to “fatigue” 
breakage. Flexibility is a 
problem because if the frame 
flexes, the cyclists energy goes 
into bending the frame instead 
of moving the wheels. Breakage 
from ‘“‘fatigue’’ results from 
repeated stresses on the frame 
much the way a clothes hanger 
can be broken by bending it 
repeatedly in the same place. 

The solution to both problems 
seems to be a frame tubing that 
is thicker and larger in diameter 
than normal steel frame tubing. 
While the solution exists in 
theory, and some of the frames 
are completed, the real test will 
come when the bikes are 
completely assembled. If the 
early tests were correct, 
Rosenbaum estimates that his 
racing frame will be stronger 
and more rigid than steel, and 
weigh about 2 and one half 
pounds less. 

In another application of 
engineering principles to bicycle 
design problems, Prof. David 
Wilson and two of his students 
have designed a caliper type 
brake that will stop a bike even 
in wet weather. 

Wilson, who cycles over 3,000 
miles a year, described several 
times when he has tried to stop 
in the rain and ended up 
snapping his brake cable before 
he got the brakes to grip. About 
two years ago he thought of a 
way to eliminate that problem. 
Now, with the help of M.I.T. 
students Brian Hanson and 
John Malarkey, he has 
machined, bent, and filed his 
new brakes into existence. 

According to Wilson, the 
problem with a normal caliper 
brake is that it uses one lever to 
do two different jobs: it must

move the brake blocks a 
relatively long distance from 
“out of the way” to the rim with 
no stress, and then with little 
movement, it must put a great 
amount of pressure on the rim in 
order to stop the bike. To solve 
the problem, Wilson designed a 
brake with two levers, each 
suited to its particular functior. 


The brakes ride well away from 
the rim when they are “‘off” and 
when the cable is pulled, a 
‘*‘weak”’ lever moves them up to 
the rim. At the first pressure 
from touching the rim, the 
system locks into a second lever 
which reverses the leverage so 
that an equal pull of the cable 
exerts a great force on the rim 
with little movement. This gives 
the cyclist the optimum 
mechanical advantage for both 
separate functions. Since it is 
the pressure of the rims that 
causes the second lever to “lock 
in”, the brakes will effectively 
adjust themselves to the wear of 
the brake blocks. 


Wilson hopes tor the eventual 
production of his design, and 
said that one bicycle 
manufacturer is already 
interested. 

To make the operation of a 
multi-speed bike easier, three 
inventors, Bill Holmes, Phil 
Dantowitz and Larry Norris, 
have spent the last three years 
brainstorming an automatic 
transmission for bikes into

existence. 

Holmes feels that many 
people are discouraged by the 
complexity of operation of a 10- 
speed bike, and would enjoy 
cycling a lot more if they could 
just pedal and enjoy the scenery 
instead of fooling with a gear 
lever all the time. In an age of 
automatic cars and cameras, he 
figured it was about time for an 
automatic bike.

The basic elements of the automatic transmission for bikes are shown in 
this simplified diagram. Variable hydraulic pump pressure, regulated by 
the speed of pedal rotation, is transmitted to the front variable sized pulley 
through a ball bearing assembly. As the front pulley changes size, it forces 
the rear pulley to change size, thereby producing different ‘gears’ ’. 


“’''The design of the automatic 


transmission incorporates a 
single chain driven low gear, and 
two belt driven pulley wheels 
that change “gears” by changing 
size. As the cyclist begins to 
pedal, the chain moves the bike 
forward in low gear, and the 
pedal action turns a hydraulic 
pump. As the pressure in the 
pump increases, it forces the 
sides of the front pulley. This 
engages the belt, and the chain 
is then free to ‘coast’. As the 
pedalling speed increases the 
pump pressure, the front pulley 
wheel is squeezed into a larger 
diameter, thereby- pulling the 
belt ‘‘deeper” into the rear 
pulley wheel. This reduces the 
diameter of the rear pulley 
wheel, and the bike is effectively 
switched to a higher “gear.” 
When pedal speed decreases, the 
reverse happens and the bike 
automatically switches to a 
lower “‘gear’’. When the bike is 
stopped, there is no pedalling to 
create hydraulic pressure, so the 
belt no longer engages and the 
cyclist is back in chain driven 
low gear, ready to start up again. 

Pedalling cadence, important 
for tireless cycling, is preserved 
automatically by this system. 
The only adjustment a cyclist 
needs to make is the original 
choice of cadence. Another 
advantage of this system is that, 
unlike derailleur systems, it is 
adaptable to coaster brakes. 

The three inventors have 
applied for a patent on their 
automatic transmission, and 
hope that a conversion kit will 
soon be available so that anyone 
will be able to enjoy automatic 
cycling. 

With bikes outselling cars, 
many more bicycle innovations 
will undoubtedly be developed. 
If Boston’s inventors are an 
accurate indicator, the bicycle, 
in addition to being the cleanest 
and healthiest vehicle, will soon 
be even more efficient and more 
enjoyable.

or wholly with the bike rider.” 

He also cited the double 
standard in the new law that 
allows a bike to hit a car and 
claim damages but “we can’t 
make the bicyclist totally 
responsible because you're 
dealing with children.” 

The new bicycle laws were 
passed to promote education, 
Feeley said, and so the police 
safety officers basically like the 
law. “I observed every law and 
beat a car riding my bike from 
Cleveland Circle to the corner of 
Tremont and Boylston street 
and I beat him by seven 
minutes,”’ Feeley said. 

He warned that if the adult 
and junior bike riding public 
does not live by the Saltonstall 
laws, “they will get the most 
repressive law they’ve ever seen. 
If we start loosing lives...we’ll 
If we start losing lives...we’ll get 
a total bicycle registration law 
with annual bike inspections. 

“This is the last acceptable 
bill we'll ever get,” he said. 

Dr. Ralph Galen, co-sponsor 
of the new laws and originator of 
the Charles River Wheelmen, 
thinks the new laws were 


needed. 
“The bicycle is the last 
frontier of freedom,” he said. “I

don’t like to see bike riding 
legislated but it’s an absolute 
necessity.” He objected to some 
parts of the law. If he has a red 
light and all four ways are clear 
of traffic, Galen would like to 
feel free to go through the 
intersection. He wishes a bike 
could be classed as a non-vehici 
‘but there can’t be special rules 
for one and not another.” 

‘‘We don’t want to be 
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legislated off the highways and 
onto the bikeways” that are 
“super dangerous, too narrow 
and two-way,” he said. “And 
then how are you going to get 
anywhere?” He is not opposed to 
bikeways for recreational use 
and special reasons. 

Galen agreed that if the new 
bike laws are enforced, the 
freedom of the bicyclist will be 
infringed. He supports limited 
enforcement. “If we can only get 
them to make cyclists ride with 
traffic. That’s my big hang-up,” 
he said. 

Bike lanes are not the answer, 


he thinks, except on suburban: 
roads. City streets are too 
narrow, he said, and the bike 
lanes become everybody’s 
parking lot. He prefers a system 
called ‘“falange’’ that means a 
mixture of traffic with respect 
for each vehicle and for 
pedestrians. He also supports 
the idea of bike racks and bike 
parking lots with an attendant. 

Galen stressed the need for 
massive education for the cyclist 
and the motorist. 

“IT don’t think the new law 
overdoes it, but for commuting,

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sensible,” he added. 

Randy Seldon, founder of the 
Association for Bicycle 
Commuting, thinks the new 
laws are more specific in 
restrictions but are not more 
restrictive. 

“The resentment is so great 
from motorists,” he said. was 
really scared for a long time that 
the new laws would be very 
restrictive and not allow us to be 
on the road, period.” 

Reasonable cyclists should 
not object to the laws, he said. 
Riding against traffic is very 
dangerous and unfair to the 
motorists. Pedestrians look only 
one way. Motorists have to 
contend with so much, including 
an object coming at them at 15 
m.p.h. Cyclists ride in the same 
area of the road and a head-on 
collision is a dangerous 
possibility. 

‘‘Saltonstall wanted to 
liberalize the laws and remove 
the criminal offense. Bicycle 
violations in the past were 
criminal offenses and it used to 
go on your record,’’ he 
explained. 

Seldon thinks the new laws 
will not limit the freedom of the 
bicyclist. “I don’t think an 
imposed social order is easier in 
the immediate sense but it 
makes things easier for everyone 
in the long run,” he said. ‘““The 
roads are so chaotic.” The value 
of this law will be in the courts, 
he said. “If a bicyclist is going 
straight through an intersection 
and a motorist turns right and. 
hits him, now the bicyclist has 
the right to sue for negligence.” 

“The main feature of the bill 
is in the first sentence. Every 
person on a bike has the right to 
use all streets in the state. It’s 
very liberal in that sense,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Saltonstall was very 
receptive to everything because 
he rides a bike.” 

James Kunkemueller, 
president of the Northeast 
Bicycle Club, drafted part of the 
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law that covers competitive 
cycling. The specific provision 
allows racing activities to be 
held on streets with the approval 
of the local police and must be 
conducted or sponsored by a 
recognized cycling organization, 
he said. 

“The normal provisions of the 
law would eliminate racing,” he 
said. “For example, the single 
file regulation would mean that 
the guy who started first would 
be the winner.” 

Kunkemueller thinks the new 
laws are satisfactory as they 
apply to racing. He wants the 
relationships between the 
competitors and the community 
to remain on a good footing. 
“We try not to impose on traffic 
and to also consider the safety of 
the rider. We seek areas where 
there isn’t traffic. We keep over 
to the right and if a motorist 
comes along, we mover over.” 

“My attitude is that cyclists 
have the right to use the roads 
and with that right goes the 
responsibility to do so in an 
intelligent manner,” he said. On 
ticketing, he said that “if you 
have the right to use the road, 
then you must obey the 
regulations.” 

There is a far healthier 
attitude toward bicycling in 
Massachusetts, he said. This 
comes from seeing cyclists on 
the road, more often and riding 
responsibly. He cited an 
example. He was driving on 
Route 27 where it meets Route 9 
in Natick and he saw a rider to 
the extreme right. He was not 
wavering or dodging and was 
consistently three or four inches 
from the curb. “The traffic went 
by him as if he wasn’t there. 
That’s exactly how people 
should be riding,” he said. 

The lack of bike racks is “‘the 
biggest deterrant to 
substantially increasing 
commuting,” he said. There is a 
lack of secure places to ‘“‘keep 
bikes when you get where you're 
going.” 


Bikeways are not a viable 
alternative. They are dangerous, 
narrow and have tight turns. “If 
you travel faster than five 
m.p.h. you can run into 
someone,” he said. “I have yet 
to meet a serious cyclist who’s in 
favor of them. If you build 
bikeways then all cyclists will 
have to get off the road and onto 
the bikeways. But we have a 
necessary right to use the 
roads.” 

If bikeways are not the 
answer, then perhaps bike lanes 
could be installed now that 
bikes have a ligitimate right to 
the roads. Roger Erikson, who 
works in the Planning and 
Design department of the 
Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, has been researching 
the use of bike lanes in Boston. 
“It’s been an uphill struggle for 
a year,” he said. The bike lanes 
would be a four to four and a 
half foot lane, marked outside of 
parked cars. But the traffic and 
parking commissioner has not 
yet acted on approving the 
lanes. 

“It’s common knowledge that 
bikes are a real pain,” Erikson 
said. The argument against bike 
lanes is that Boston has narrow 
streets and if you put down bike 
lanes, then you would eliminate 
one lane of traffic, he explained. 
“But we keep pointing out that 
bikes are there anyway.” 

Joseph Galleottea, assistant 
to William Noonan, traffic and 
parking commissioner, cited the 
physical problem of bike lanes. 
“You could try to squeeze it in 
between parked cars and a lane 
of traffic or you would take a 
whole lane away from cars just 
to accomodate a few bike 
riders.” 


James White, Brookline city 
planner, thinks the new laws 
will help bike lanes because they 
are a good safety measure. 
Brookline has accepted the idea 
and paths may be marked by 
June, but Boston and 
Cambridge have been reluctant, 
he said. Bike lanes would not be 
on all streets. They would be a 
network with lanes on the major 
recreation areas, he explained. 

“Our strategy is to come out 
with pilot lanes and test them,” 
White said. The pattern would 
cover Beacon Street in 
Brookline, Massachusetts 
Avenue and Commonwealth 
Avenue in Boston, and 
Massachusetts Avenue and 
Broadway in Cambridge all the 
way to Harvard Square. (The 
new laws are not restrictive as 
related to bike lanes, he said.) 

Nick Brand, traffic consultant 
to the State Department of 
Public Works, said that the law 
that allows bikes to pass a car on 
the right will smooth the way for 
bike lanes. The new laws are 
helpful because they made it ‘“‘a 
single clear package as to how 
bikes should behave,” he said. 
Brand likes the equipment 
regulations including the 
“necessary” side reflectors and 
pedal reflectors which he says 
are “‘great.”” 

He conducted an accident 
analysis of the Boston area and 
found that the most severe 
accidents (in terms of injuries) 


occurred when a car hit a cyclist,. 


secondly when a bicyclist rode at 
night without lights and thirdly 
when a cyclist rode against 
traffic. 

The most frequent type of 
collision occurs when a bicyclist 
goes against traffic and a car 


pulls out from a side street or a 
driveway and hits him. 

Brand thinks the two most 
important provisions of the law 
are the stipulations against 
riding at night without lights 
and riding against traffic. 
According to his information, 
Brand said that in the total 
accidents in Boston, three- 
fourths of the cyclists were at 


fault. The biggest problem is 
that cyclists most often fail to 
yield or run stop signs and red 
lights. 

Like most cities, Boston has a 
high rate of bike accidents for 
children, but ‘in Cambridge the 
accident curve is high around 
the twenty-year-olds,”’ he said. 

Hopefully the new laws will 
improve the accident rate.

A recently invented parking 
device will be exhibited at the 
Bike Show, according to co- 
inventor Dr. Ralph W. Galen. 


One of the two machines on 
display will have a parking 
meter. The rack is intended for 
use on the sidewalk near parking 
spaces. Only motorists will have 
to feed the meter, Galen, the 
originator of The Charles River 
Wheelmen, said. The rack will 
give communities orderly 
bicycle parking and he hopes it 
will encourage bicycle riding. 
Galen also hopes cyclists will not 
be charged for parking. 


To use the rack, which was 
also invented by John 
Vanderpoel, the cyclist needs 
only a lock. He places his 
machine on the rack’s steel 
track, steps on a pedal and two 
heavy steel bands encircle the 


front and rear wheels, he 
explained. A metal tongue goes 
through the frame and the lock 
is snapped on the tongue. Only 
the lock body is exposed, not the 
loop that can be cut with bolt 
cutters, he said. 

He advised borrowing the 
engravers available free at 
neighborhood police stations in 
the “Identi-guard” program and 
engraving your Social Security 
number and BOS (Boston) on 
the frame and the wheel rims. 
Then the information can be 
registered with the police. 

Sgt. Charles Feeley, safety 
officer for the Newton Police, 
agrees but advises the bicycle 
owner to etch his name and city 
on the frame and wheel rims. He 
cautioned against relying on 
serial numbers becaue they are 
not recorded and some 
manufacturers don’t use them.

possibly because many still 
effected a tender walk from the 
old hobby-horse days. Another 
reason the two-wheelers were 
slow to sell was that many 
people did not believe it was 
possible to ride one. 

On the other hand the fad 
caught on in America like a fire 
in a movie theatre. By 1868 all 
New York was caught up with 
the bicycle, and before long the 
craze had spread to other cities 
and riding rinks were thrown up 
to accomodate the great 
demand. Two of the best such 
rinks were said to be located in 
Harvard Square, where students 
abandoned the pool halls and 
their studies to mob them. One 
of the rinks had 12,000 square 
feet of floor space and the other, 
an amphitheatre, had a 1/8 mile 
track. In New Haven, students 
at Yale were reported to have 
“‘velocipede on the brain,” and 
three riding halls were opened to 
facilitate treatment. 

Like the 20th century hula 
hoop, however, the velocipede 
took to the junkyards after a 
mania lasting barely five 
months, due in part to its 
overzealous start and to laws 
levied against riding the thing 
on sidewalks or pedestrian 
paths. Appalled at the prospect 
of having to ride the boneshaker, 
as it had come to be known, in 
pocked and pitted streets, most 
enthusiasts un-enthused. 

In England, however, the 
boneshaker began to catch on, 
owing in large part to the 
outbreak of the Franco-Prussian 
War. A consignment of 500 
Michaux-pattern _boneshakers 
bound for Paris from an English 
manufacturer was cancelled 
because of the war and the 
company was forced to find a 
home market for them. 

These machines were called 
boneshakers for good reason. 
With heavy wooden wheels (the 
front slightly larger than the 
rear); thick iron tires and a 


massive iron backbone, they 
were extremely heavy and they 
vibrated in a terrifying manner 
on rough roads, which were 
practically the only kind they 
had in England in the mid to 
latter part of the 19th century. 
In fact, the roads were in worse 
condition at the end of the 
century than at the beginning, 
when highways were designed 
and maintained for long 
distance coaches. But by the 
middle of the century the 
railroad had replaced the horse- 
drawn coach and England’s 
great roads went virtually 
unused and unkept for 30 years 
or more. 

These appalling conditions 
led, in part, to the next 
development along the bicycle’s 
evolutionary scale, the 
highwheeler or penny farthing, 
as it was later derisively called. 
Also known as the “ordinary,” it 
ushered in a slew of important 
new improvements. Heavy 
wooden wheels gave way to 
lighter ones of metal, with thin 
wire spokes set at a tangent to 
the center. Solid rubber tires 
were cemented to the rims and 
greatly enlarged front wheels 
were better able to negotiate 
badly rutted or muddy roads. 


The machines were faster and 
more interesting to ride, 
allowing the rider a certain 
aloofness as he hunched away at 
pedals connected to the axle of 
the front wheel. The ordinary 
was more quiet than the 
boneshaker as well. The most 
famous of these overblown bikes 
was the Ariel, patented in 1870 
by James Starley and William 
Hillman. It was the first true 
light, all-metal bicycle. 

Although the size of the 
wheels on the highwheeler 
varied, with bigger men being 
able to command a larger wheel, 
the front wheel was usually 54 
inches high and rear wheel 
about 17. 

By the mid-1870s there were 
50,000 of these towering 
machines on the roads of 
England. 

Although the highwheeler had 
its advantages and reduced the 
old boneshaker to little more 


than a learning machine, it had 
its drawbacks as well. Its 
instability was a riding fact of 
life, and though the ordinary 
could negotiate bumps and dips, 
a single brick or pig or chicken or 
child fixed in the road could 
send the rider flying headlong 
over the lofty handlebars, a 
maneuver dubbed “‘the cropper”’ 
or “Imperial crowner.” 

It should be pointed out here 
that most of the highwheeler 
jockeys were young men; 
professionals, clerks, 


its manufacturers could find no 
Star market in England. 

Efforts soon began to invent 
safer bikes. Early attempts all 
dealt with the high wheeler, 
three pioneers being the popular 
Xtraordinary of 1878, the Facile 
of 1879 and the Kangaroo of 
1884. All demonstrated a 
tendency toward shrinking 
wheels and the Kangaroo 
showed a front wheel only 36 
inches in diameter. It could 
move like greased lightning, or 
as close to greased lightning as 


Taking a header ona boneshaker. 
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schoolmasters and the like, and 
they enjoyed a certain amount of 
ridicule for their sport well into 
the 1880s. Too, brushes with the 
law were not uncommon, the 
favored offense being “riding 
furiously.” 

Demand for the highwheeler 
in America didn’t begin till 
around 1878. Many folk here, 
however, didn’t find the idea of 
flying over the handlebars very 
amusing, so in 1881 the Smith 
Machine Co. of New Jersey 
brought out a “‘safer’’ version, 
dubbed the Star. The Star had 
the large wheel in the rear and 
the smaller in front and thus 
eliminated, for the most part, 
headlong spills. But the Star 
was heavy and hard to steer and 


they could come in England in 
1884. In that year a rider covered 
a distance of 100 miles in a little 
over seven hours. However, the 
Kangaroo was safer only to the 
extent that a rider had less far to 
fall. 


One answer to a safer bike was 
the tricycle, introduced 
commercially in the 1870s. 
These were not your childrens’ 
tricycles but great iron monsters 
with driving wheels between 40- 
50 inches and a small rear 
steering wheel which tended to 
become ineffective when headed 
downhill. At first, brakes on 
these things were all but 
unknown, and in order to check 
gathering progress the rider had 
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to backpeddle, an action which 
often resulted in his becoming 
unseated, and in some cases 
killed. 


The tricycle did contribute 


one important invention, that 
by James Starley, which is used 
today in all motor cars and 
trucks; the differential gear. Its 
effect is to allow one wheel to 
run faster than the other and yet 
allow both wheels to take their 
equal share of the driving power. 

The bicycle as we know it 
today — the safety bicycle — 
was introduced around 1884. 
That it was safe was undeniable, 
as was the fact that it was ugly 
and therefore took some six 
years to catch on. The first 
safety bikes featured a long, low 
wheelbase that reduced the 
hazards of falling off, free 
steering — steering not affected 
by the pressures of pedaling — 
chain drive, and solid tires. 

It was the invention of the 
pneumatic or air-filled tire by 
John Dunlop in 1888 that was a 
major step in the progress of the 
safety bicycle. The air tire, as it 
came to be known, was derided 
at first, but by 1890, users of the 
tire were whipping non-users of 
their sneakers in road races. Not 
only were pneumatic tires faster 
but infinitely more comfortable 
as well. By 1895 a cycling boom 
was in progress and everyone 
wanted a safety bike fitted with 
pneumatic tires. 

These early safeties were 
tended with incredible care. 
They were polished and dusted 
after every outing and even 
brought into the house at night 
for fear damp air would rust 
them. 

The first safeties, introduced 
in 1884, were the B.S.A. and the 
Rover, the B.S.A. with a slightly 
larger rear wheel and the Rover 
the opposite. The great majority 
of bikes to date have been based 
on a Rover safety designed in 
1885 by J.K. Starley, with a 32- 
inch front wheel and a 30-inch 
rear, and a diamond shaped 
frame, still used today. In fact, a 
Humber safety produced in 1890 
is barely distinguishable from 
models running today. 

By the middle of the 1890s, 
the demand for bicycles was 
enormous. Artisans of every 
craft left their trades to get in on 
the bicycle boom. In England 
alone there were some one and a 
half million cyclists. By 1899 
there were 312 factories in the 
U.S. producing a million 
bicycles a year. Then, a curious 
thing happened to the bicycle... 

It was called the motor car. 
And it changed the end goal of 
all the technological developers 
of the bicycle. Many of the 
pioneer automobile makers were 


bicycle makers. The firm of - 


Starley and Sutton became the 
famous Rover Company, 
producing an electrically driven 
tricycle in 1888, a motorcycle in 
1902 and an automobile in 1904. 
Bicycle manufacturing is still 
big business today. The 
worldwide production is 
between 35 and 40 million 
vehicles per year. The U.S. is 
the leading manufacturing 
country followed closely by 
China. In these ecologically- 
minded times, the bicycle has 
been “‘re-cycled”’ once again. 
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model, has been selling well 
since the first deliveries were 
made to dealers last October. 
The bike carries a dealer cost of 
$277 (42”) and $287 (52”) — 
extraordinary prices. 

“The Boneshaker’’, (not to be 
confused with the old iron and 
wood Boneshaker) a 48” high 
wheeler reproduction 
manufactured by Boneshaker 
Inc. in Cleveland, Ohio, will 
soon be distributed by Michael 
Zane of Boston. 

Empiricyecle of Lincoln, 
Nebraska builds a bicycle which 
Arnie, in another observation, 
says, “looks like an iron lung on 
wheels.” The rider lies flat on 
his or her stomach and pedals. 

The “Pedicab” is a three- 
wheel, pedal-powered vehicle 
with driver in front and room for 
two passengers in back. Fifteen 
‘*‘Pedicabs’’ have been 
purchased by the city of 
Spokane, Washington for use as 
taxis during Expo ’74. They will 
carry visitors from downtown 
Spokane to the Expo site in one 
of several attempts in the U.S. 
to integrate pedal-powered 
vehicles into mass transit. 

With the possible exception of 
the ‘“‘Pedicab’’, the above bikes 
are scheduled, as of this writing, 
to be on display at the Bike 
Show. 

Mike Gildea laments a 
scarcity of custom bicycle frame 
makers in the United States. 
There seems, however, to be no 
dearth of bike designers and 
inventors as the spirit of the 
Wright brothers still soars. 

Just over four years ago, in a 
little bicycle shop in Cambridge, 
a project was hatched. It was 
called the BURD (Bi-plane Ultra- 
light Research Device). A news 
release describes it as a “craft 
that somewhat resembles the 
planes of the Wright brothers 
era.” 

The BURD is 27 feet long with 
62-foot bi-plane wings, and 
weighs 127 pounds (without 


pilots). The pilots sit in a bicycle. 


for-two tandem arrangement at 
the rear of the plane. Their 
pedals and sprockets connect by 
chain drive and gears to the rear 
wheel, which in turn connects by 
chain to a 240 RPM propeller at 
their backs. 

The project grew out of a long- 
standing prize offer, which has 
now reached $128,000, hy 
British industrialist, Henry 
Dremer. Ed Uchno, one of the 
original project members 


explains that the winning craft _ 


must fly a figure-eight pattern

around pylons 42 mile apart. 
“We hope to fly it this spring,” 
he says. They also plan to have a 
three-minute film of the BURD 
and some of its parts on display 
at the Bike Show. 

The “little bicycle shop,”’ by 
the way, is M.I.T. 

Georgia Tech has designed a 
“Bike-Car” for possible use in 
city transit. It is an all-weather 
vehicle which can be propelled 
at 15-20 MPH by two pedalling 
occupants, or at 30 MPH by an 
auxilliary hydrogen pack. 

Another local designer- 
inventor is Weston Morgan of 
Mattapan. “The bike business is 
opening up so much. The 
potential is there and there is 
more that can be done to make 
it interesting. Things are 
needed; I think I can put them 
together.” 

He has done just that. 
Although Weston has no formal 
mechanical or technical 
training, he has designed and 
constructed a bicycle trailer, on 
which he has a patent pending. 
It took him about a year, 
working at home, to build the 
trailer; he says the idea came 
when he saw a trailer at a bike 
shop. He thought this was an 
inferior product and decided to 
build a better trailer, and thinks 
that the trailer he built will be 
the best on the market — it is 
not yet officially marketed. It 
will be displayed at the bike 
show. 

The “spokesman” (no pun. 
intended) for a “weird group 


from the North Shore”’ says the 
group plans to build a bike for 
eight, ten, even twelve. They 
have already built one for four 
and one for six. The six-person is 
a sort of double tandem affair 
with the riders sitting in three 
pairs at progressively higher 
levels from front to back. It is 
canopied and at about 100 
pounds sounds like a 
Juggernaut, but this weight 
includes riders. 

Joel Cohen, of Oakland, 
Calif., has designed a collapsible 
bike with no hubs or spokes in 
its two wheels. Power is 
transmitted from pedals 
through a series of gears to a 
ratcheted friction roller which 
rotates the front wheel. Steering 
is done by the rear wheel. One 
reaction — which is probably 
representative of us non- 
mechanically inclined — to a 
drawing of the proposed bike 
was, ain’t possible.” 

The “Harris Vertical Bike’, 
designed by Trevor Harris, is 
operated by pedals that move up 
and down like treadles. Through 
a .complex-looking rigging of 
chains and cables, the pedals 
drive a special hub in the rear 
wheel alternately from side to 
side. The ‘Vertical Bike” looks 
like a regular bicycle (if such a 
classification in possible) in 
traction. 

‘*‘Specialty bikes’’ of 
yesteryear are on permanent 
display at the Larz Anderson 
Museum of Transportation in 
Brookline. For the Bike Show 


the Museum pians a display of 
25 antique bicycles, which will 
include: the earliest Boneshaker 
of 1869, a heavy iron frame with 
wooden carriage wheels; high 
wheelers; safety bicycles of 1885- 
1905, prototypes of the modern 
bicycle; tricycles of the 1880’s. 
Also featured will be riding 
demonstrations and a slide show 
of the bicycle’s history and 
evolution. 

The evolution of the bicycle — 
particularly to the specialty 
bicycle — seems, in a manner of 
speaking, to have turned full 
circle, as indicated by the 
popularity of reproductions such 
as the “Surrey Selene’’ and the 
“Big Wheel”, the re-emergence 
of the tandem, the design and 
construction of the Wright-like 
BURD. Even the most unusual 
designs and productions 
generally bear more 
resemblance to their 
predecessors than to “futuristic” 
machines. 


As the bicycle evolved into the 
automobile, so the auto, which 
has essentially outlived its time, 
may revolve back into the 
bicycle, or larger purpose 
variations such as the 
‘*‘Pedicab” and the “Bike-Car’’, 
which may be the future. The 
fact that there is presently a 
resurgent bike craze, for 
whatever the reasons, is no 
doubt partially responsible for 
the design, appearance and 
success of a variety of speciality 
bicycles. 


Mike Gildea says, “It’s a very 
common misnomer, something 
we'd like to see change, that 
every ten-speed bicycle with 
dropped handlebars is a racing 
bicycle.” It is also a misnomer, 
something Arnie Ehrlich would 
like to see change, that a bicycle 


‘is necessarily a two-spoked- 


wheel, chain-driven, saddled, 
tubular-frame vehicle with 
handlebars.

city’s official planning agency, 
notes that the BRA has 
participated in bikeway 
planning, “‘but the real planning 
agency to do the job is the 
Metropolitan Area Planning 
Commission. However, it 
doesn’t have the staff.” 
No Progress in Cambridge 
Cambridge, though it has a 
bicycle commission under the 
mayor’s office hasn’t added to 
the city’s only bikeway that runs 
from Fresh Pond to MIT and 
across the Longfellow Bridge. 
John DeVillars, secretary of the 
commission, which has no 
budget nor staff, says the lack of 
progress is due to poor 
leadership in the commission 
and the low priority status of 
bikeway planning in the traffic 
and parking department. There 
are no plans in the works for 
more bikeways, he says, but the 
commission is hoping to set new 
goals for itself and map an 
intensified lobbying strategy to 
prod the traffic department. 
One small step planned now is 
the placement of three types of 
bike locking devices in Brattle 
Square on a test basis. 
Bikeway Designers Compete 
Another way bikeway plans 
for Massachusetts’ urban areas 


might be generated is through 
the Urban Bikeways Design 
Competition (UBDC) in which 
teams of students and 
professionals in the U.S. and 
Canada will compete in 
designing model bikeways for 
their nearby urban areas. Some 
teams may decide to build 
bikeway segments to test their 
own designs. Or a local 
government might build a 
comprehensive bikeway 
network, where demand for this 
is established, based on their 
design. 

John Cummins, New England 
UBDC coordinator and a 
Harvard law student, urges 
students interested in 
competing to form teams of four 
to five and arrange a program 
with a faculty adviser. The 
Canadian Ministry of Urban 
Affairs, he points out, has 
agreed to fund 10 to 15 school 
teams in that country. A basic 
aim of the UBDC is to make sure 
there is adequate planning and 
design technology to effectively 
utilize the $120 million in new 
federal funds and additional 
state and local monies that are 
becoming available for bikeway 
construction. 

MDC’s Kyser and others 
active in bikeway planning 
stress the need for getting more 
highway and traffic engineers 
interested in bikeway planning. 
The DPW doesn’t have a single 
engineer so interested, Kyser 
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says. “And there’s not a single 
engineering firm in the Boston 
area with the capacity for 
bikeway design,” he adds. 


Recreational Trails Have 
More Success 

Recreational trails, which 
have been more popular than 
urban bikeways, can be found in 
Cape Cod, Holyoke, Lincoln, 
New Bedford, Pittsfield, 
Stockbridge, and a few other 
towns. A new bike trail might be 
laid out on an 18-mile right-of- 
way of abandoned railroad track 
on Cape Cod. The Department 
of Natural Resources is 
negotiating with the Penn 
Central R.R. for acquisition of 
the land to create what would be 
the longest bike trail in the 
state. The Department of 
Tourism wants to build more 
recreational bike trails, but 
unfortunately it has no program 
to build them with: A 
department spokesman says 
bikers ought to keep off heavily 
traveled roads. 

Recreational trails fulfill a 
need, agrees Rep. Ames (R- 
Easton), another bicycling 
advocate, “‘but we really won’t 
be serving the public until we 
promote bicycles as commuting 
vehicles. If commuters have safe 
routes along which to go to work, 
it’s reasonable to ask them to 
bike,” Ames says. “The state 
needs to launch a fullscale 
campaign to remove obstacles to 
bicycling,’’ he says, and 
‘“‘recognize bicycling as an 
alternative form of 
transportation.” 

Upcoming Bikeways Bills in 
State Legislature 

In the current legislative 
session, ten bills relating to 
bicycling have been introduced, 
but only a few relate to 
construction of bikeways in 
urban areas. A bill sponsored by 
state senators William 
Saltonstall and Ronald 
Mackenzie would set up a 
commission to investigate the 
feasibility of providing for 
bicycle paths in the design of 
federally and state aided roads. 
A minimum of one percent of 
state highway fund monies going 
to cities, counties or towns could 
be used to establish bike trails, 


senator Arthur Tobin. He 
introduced the same bill for the 


. last two years, only to watch it 


die each time. 
Safety Education 
Is Important Need Now 


According to Sen. Saltonstall, 
safety education “is the most 
important need in bicycling” 
now, but the department of 
education is “doing next to 
nothing about it.” Saltonstall 
was successful in persuading the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles to 
include a section on bicycle 
safety in its manual. When tests 
for operating licenses are 
reprinted soon, says the registry, 
there should be two questions 
out of 20 on them dealing with 
bicycle safety. 

But what might do more than 
any other single step to increase 
biking to work and shopping 
areas is the availability of safe 
bike parking facilities. Says 
ABC’s Selden, ‘‘We need first a 
parking provision to require 
building managers to designate 
indoor parking on the petition of 
a certain number of tenants. 
Then we need bike lockers at 
suburban train and major 
MBTA stations like Qunicy and 
Riverside. There are none now.” 
An ABC survey of MBTA riders 
found wide support for lockers. 

One of the three bike bills the 
legislature passed last session 
authorizes communities to 
purchase and install coin- 
operated bike racks. 

“As it stands now, you must 
be willing to bring your bike into 
stores, banks and other places,”’ 
complains Gene Ritvo of the 
Wheelmen. 

Under the EPA plan, 
Washington, D.C. must require 
all owners and operators of 
parking facilities with more than 
50 auto spaces to provide one 
automobile-sized parking space 
— with a bike parking facility — 
for every 75 auto parking spaces. 
Washington’s METRO Subway 
System has to provide enough 
bike parking spaces at stations 
to meet riders’ needs. Fees for 
the parking must be in relation 
to the cost of storage (a bike uses 
about one-sixteenth as much 
space as an auto.) 


Bikeways Not Only Answer 
Many experienced bicyclists 


prefer using existing roads. “Our 
cyclists will always want to use 
roads,” says Ritvo, because they 
are usually more convenient 
than bikeways. He doesn’t lobby 
for bikeways, he explains, 
because “if you are riding on a 
road with a bikeway along side, 
motorists, will tell you to get off 
the road and use the bikeway.” 
Bikeways are useful “only if 
meticulously maintained, he 
adds. Few are. The Charles 
River Esplanade, with its sand 
and glass, poses many hazards 
to cyclists, he says. A Lincoln 
path surfaced with crushed 
stone “ruins the wheels of a good 
bike,” he adds. 

Why not eliminate parking 
spaces in the right-hand lane on 
certain streets, asks Ritvo, and 
leave this lane for exclusive use 
by bicyclists? “Then you would 
have to reduce the number of 
right-hand turns by autos to 
lessen the danger to cyclists.” 
The lane could be separated 
from auto traffic by either a 
painted strip, a pylon, or a 
physical barrier. 


Ritvo has some radical 
proposals for increasing bike 
usage and saving energy: 
eliminate school buses in favor 
of bikeways from homes to 
schools, and persuade high 
school students not to put aside 
their bikes when they become 
eligible to drive. Sound 
fantastic? A Philadelphia 
consulting firm actually found 
that if Mt. Laurel Township, 
N.J. built bikeways and 
eliminated school buses, savings 
would be enough to build a new 
school every four hours. 


But the die-hard auto 
commuters are still shaking 
their heads. This is the United 
States, they rationalize, and the 
energy crisis will be over this 
winter or spring anyway. Right? 
To the self-deluded, perhaps. 
“Don’t think that because the 
long lines at gas stations seem to 
be thinning out towards the end 
of April that things won’t get 
worse again,” warns Charles 
Burkhardt, who as director of 
the New England Fuel Institute 
and an adviser to U.S. energy 
policy chief William Simon, has 
a pretty fair idea of the lack of 
gas in our future.

men (18-39); veteran men (40 
and over). Age classification is 
determined by a rider’s age on 
January 1 of the year. Veteran 
and senior men pay $5.00, all 
other classes $3.00. 

Legislation adopted by 
member clubs at the ABL 
annual National Convention in 
August 1973 instituted a 
‘“‘category system’’ which 
divides senior riders according 
to experience, ability and past 
performance. Category 1 riders 
are highly skilled, international 
grade riders. Less than 10 
percent of the ABL’s over 10,000 
license holders will begin the 
season at this level; 
Massachusetts boasts three 
Category 1 riders. Category 2 is 
for those who have done 
extremely well on a local and 
regional basis; Category 3 is 
composed of all others and is the 
largest category across the 
country. 

With a racing license in your 
pocket, the fun really begins. In 
open races, the challenge of new 
and different courses and new 
riders whose ability and tactics 
- are unknown and unfamiliar 
must be met. It is important to 
note that while cycle racing is 
highly competitive, it is also a 
highly cooperative sport. For 
example, no one rider can 
shelter the others from the wind 
resistance of a 25 mile per hour 
pace for the entire distance; 
consequently, each must take 
his turn. The greatest protection 
from the wind, of course, is 
obtained by riding in the group 
— also known as the “field,” 
“pack,” or “peleton.” Once off 
the pack and left alone, it 
becomes tough, slow going 
unless you can hook up with 
another rider or more and 
together chase the pack. 
Furthermore, the pack is rarely 
content to stay intact; there are 
always riders who try to break 
away, and one must be 
constantly on the alert for when 
these breakaway attempts will 
occur. Once a group has gotten 
away, the question is: Chase? By 
myself? With another small 
group? Lead the entire pack in 
the chase? or Let the leaders 
wear themselves out in their 
struggle to maintain their lead? 


Tactics, teamwork, mental 
gymnastics with every 
revolution of the pedals are as 
much a part of the game as 
strength, stamina and bike 
handling ability. And going for 
the finish line — the all 
important sprint. Physically, 
the rider must have enough 
strength in the reserve to be able 
to go flat-out to reach the line 
first. But even here~perhaps 
most crucially here — is when 
intelligence, or a sixth sense, is 
most important. A rider who 
jumps for the finish line too soon 
will burn himself out before he 
gets there; he who is not ready to 
jump at the precise, yet 
undertermined, moment will 
find himself left behind as well. 
When to make the move? Who 
to follow? Who is most likely to 
know? He moves to jump — do 
you go with him or is he 
bluffing? How much do you 
have left — or do you think you 
have left — for the final push? 
The winners must answer these 
questions and make these 
decisions within a matter of 
seconds, even split seconds. For 
in spite of all the teamwork and 
cooperation during the race, in 
the end, it’s every man for 
himself. 

At first, the novice will find he 
gets dropped from the field — 
very likely on the first hill. He 
soon learns that hills are for 
charging, not for climbing. He 
learns when it is safe to tuck in 
behind and catch a breath and 
when that breath just has to 
wait. He learns to know people; 
to judge them — cooperate with 
them, compete against them. 
And he learns the tremendous 
capacity of the human body and 
mind to be subject to the will of 
the owner; with this knowledge 
comes greater self-esteem and 
understanding of others. 


The first win seems like only 
the beginning, and be it a local 
club race or a major open event, 
this is true. Each race is a 
beginning, and win or lose the 
race, the rider who finishes has 
won a battle with himself; he 
has conquered fatigue, despair, 
frustration, fear, loneliness. The 
whole spectrum of human 
emotions canoften be 
encountered and conquered in 
just one race. An “outsider” 
may look at a propped up 
bicycle and a prostrate rider and 
ask, “‘Why?” But observe for a 
minute — listen. Does the rider

ask why? Rarely. He tells you 
where he made his mistake, 
what went wrong with the bike 
just when ..., “and then I had 
to. . .”’ While all the time he’s 


thinking, “‘Next time!” 
From local competition, the 


ABL license holder may move on 
to regional, State and National 
events. Each year in June, State - 
Representatives run the State 
Championships which qualify 
their riders to compete in the 
National Championships. The 
top placed riders in each class 
qualify, the number of qualifiers 
depending on the number of 
registered riders in that class in 
that State or district. At the 
National Championships, the 
first place rider in each event is 
acclaimed the best in the 
country, receives the red, white 
and blue National 
Championship jersey, and 
perhaps a chance to compete in 
world competition. Sheila 
Young of Detroit, Michigan, 
1973 Women’s Sprint Champion 
on the track went on to become 


the first American gold medalist 
in the World Championships 
since 1969 when a gold medal 
was also brought home by a 
woman. 

In 1974, the ABL will host 
international competition on the 
track in Northbrook, Illinois and 
on the road, in Lake Luzerne, 
New York in August. The 1974 
World Championships will be 
held in Montreal, Canada also 
in August of this year. The Pan 
American Games will take place 


in San Paulo, Brazil in. April 
1975, and the Olympics in 
Montreal in 1976. 

The Amateur Bicycle League 
of America has coordinated a 
major series of ‘‘Olympic 
Development Races” to qualify 
riders for this upcoming 
competition; at least 6 of these 
events will be held in New 
England during this coming 
May and June. Competition will 
begin on-a district basis, with 
top placers qualifying for 
eastern (midwest and western) 
regional events, and top placers 
in these going on to National 
selection competition during the 
summer. 

If you have never seen a top- 
notch bike race, there is one in 
Fitchburg, Mass. on Sunday, 
July 7 at noon, the Arthur M. 
Longjo Memorial Bicycle Race, 
a National Presitege Classic, 
which draws top riders from all 
over the country. The junior race 
is 10 miles; seniors race 50 miles. 
These events are held on a 
criterium course (‘‘criterium” 
means a very short road course 
lapped many times). The course 
is around downtown city streets 


which are completely closed to - 


traffic. The racing is very fast; 
the combination of speed and 
repeated appearance of the 
riders makes criteriums 
tremendously exicting for 
spectators and riders alike. You 
may see comparable races, but 
you won’t see any better!

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For many reasons, but primarily because a com- 
ponent system gives better, more realistic sound, 
smoother radio perception and greater control of 
the overall reproduction. 


A typical system consists of a receiver, a pair of 
speaker systems, also a record changer and /or 
tape player (or tape recorder) utilizing cassette, 
cartridge or open reel tapes. 


It is made up of an AM/FM tuner, a pre-amplifier 
and amplifier. The tuner receives signals from the 
radio station and converts them to usable electronic 
impulses for the pre-amplifier. The pre-amplifier 
boosts the signals, allowing little or no distortion. The 
amplifier boosts the signals to sufficient power to drive 
the loudspeakers. It also controls volume, tone and 
balance. 


The power output of an amplifier is best measured 
in watts. These should be measured under normal 
conditions, using an average, continuous (RMS) wat- 
tage with both channels driven at 8 ohms over the 
full spectrum (20 Hz to 20,000 Hz). Hz (Hertz) 
means the pitch of tone that a normal ear can detect 
— from low to high. Some manufacturers use other 
methods, but they are not as reliable as the wattage 
form of measuring, because they frequently produce 
inflated figures. 


It's the amount of outside noise added by electronics 
‘that fuzzes up sound. It is rated in percentages, and 
obviously the less the better. Better receivers indicate 
not more than 0.2 percent. 


Sensitivity means the receiver's ability to pick up and 
pull in a weak signal from a distant station. The 
smaller the number of microvolts, the better the sensi- 
tivity. Selectivity is the receiver's ability to select only 
the desired station where many stations are close 
together on the dial. Also the ability to receive a 
weak station that is close in frequency to a strong 
one. All this is vital for accurate tuning. The higher 
the decibels (signal-to-noise ratio), the better the 
tuner is in separating the stations. A 20 dB rating is 
good. 40 dB is extremely good. And 50dB is ex- 
cellent.

The all-important speakers are what turn the signals 
into sound. Most speakers look alike, yet have a 
different sound. Cost isn’t a sure guide to quality. 
The best judge is your ear. A good shopping tip is 
to take your favorite orchestral record along with 
you to test on any current sets. And listen carefully. 


Listen for Dispersion or High Frequency Response. If 
the speakers have this quality, you will get out- 
standing stereo sound anywhere in a room. So walk 
by the front of the speaker and see if you get such 
an effect. 


Listen to the Bass. It should sound clean and firm, 
without uncalled-for boom. 


Next, listen to the Highs. They should be sparkling, 
not smoothed over or ragged. 


Then, listed to the Overall Balance and Clarity. All 
the instruments should be heard clearly, without any 
popping out or melting into the background. 


And last, listen for the Transient Response. This is 
the life-like clarity of sound. But a word of caution 
here! Unfortunately, good transient response can be 
weakened by record defects, a mistracking stylus 
and other component weaknesses. So when you lis- 
ten for transient response, make sure the record or 
tape is clean—free from defects—and listen through 
amplifiers with plenty of power. 


Other things to consider. When listening, bear in 
mind the differences between a showroom and your 
home. If your room is heavy with upholstered furni- 
ture, speakers will sound softer; warmer. Placement 
of speakers is important, too. For example, placing 
a speaker on a floor will give it a bassier sound. 
Putting it on a shelf a less boomy sound. 


~ It combines the turntable with record changer, tone 


arm and a cartridge with a stylus. These are hooked 
to the amplifier or receiver. Look for certain basic 
features. A motor capable of revolving the turntable 
at the correct speed with a minimum of variation. A 
counter-balanced arm that can be adjusted for prop- 
er pressure.

But. if four-channel sound has you confused, you 
have lots of company. There are several systems 
available. But which system is for you? Those most 
popular at this time are the SQ Matrix System and 
the Discrete (CD-4) System.
